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Sinc: the publication of “The Life and ‘Times of 
Montrose,” in 1840, tho author of the present more com- 
plete biography of that great Scottish worthy edited a 
voluminous collection of: original documents, entitled 
Memorials of Montrose and his Times,” which were 
printed under the auspices of that very liberal institu- 
tion of letters the Marrnanp Crus. Of this important 
historical repertory, affording the most authentic mate- 
vials for a history of “ the Troubles" in Scotland which | 
led to ihe full of the Monarchy, the first volume was 
completed in 1848, and the second in 1850. The nature 
‘of the original documents thus preserved, and rendered 
tangible for the benefit both of History and Biography, 
and their value especially to a fuller illustration than 
has hitherlo’appearcd of the life and actions of the 
maligned Marquis of Montrose, will be best explained by 
some extracts from the editorial prefaces, 


“Tho first intention of these Mrmorits or Mon- 
'rRoge was, simply, to preserve in a tangible form certain. 
original papers referred to, or partially oxtracted, in two 
successive publications of his Life and Times ;* but which 
suitable appendices to those works were found inadequate 
to contain, These papers were part of the materials 
‘obtained from the Montrose and Napier charter-chests, 
They consisted of various letters to the great Marquis

« A xonmwed search in the Duke of Montrose’s charter- 
room, for which his Grace afforded every facility, brought 
to light the depositions before the Committee of Estates 
of a number of individuals, some of them persons of dis- 
linclion and others ordinary prisonors of war, whose 
evidence abounds in minute and curious details. These 
serve to illustrate Montrose’s campaigns, both at the out- 
sot of his career in 1644 when ho distinguished himself 
against the rebels in the north of England, and also 
throughout the whole scrics of those surprising victories 
by which he move then fulfilled his desperate mission 
from the King. 

“ Other original documents were at the seme time 
recovered, from the charter-room at Buchanan, which

Having engaged in this arduous undertaking entirely 
us a labour of love, and not having any prelensions 
to acquire w distinguished, or, xo to speuk, a profes 
sional posilion in authorship, 7 have made no attempl 
to dress by tho purists in historical composition, —Noi- 
ther, whon submitting to the clos and constant cone 
tact, which these researches involved, with the oiginal 
and latent evidences of tanaticul emelty, hypocrisy, 
cowantice, and calumny, have J sought to fashion a 
singlo phrase to that mincing mode of hesituting and 
half-complimentary dislike, which, saerifieing tho expres 
sion of a jusbindignation to w fastidious ar a timid taste, 
fails to distinguish bebween virbue aud vio, and fears to 
cull a spado a spade.

unacquainted. 14 is unnecessary to add more on the

Tn thus redeeming, as we hope to have done, the 
character of Montrose from the culumnics of two cen- 
turies, by ‘the closest of biographical scrutinies, and the 
most unquestionable of evidences, we claim to have labour- 
ed so for successfully in the cause of justice and of truth. 
But something more remains to be achioved in the same 
atormy field of the Seottish Troubles. The latest and 
most brilliant historian of Hngland, too disdainful of 
ininule enquiry where party feeling predominates, speaks 
of the “ seared conscience and adamantine heart” of the 
great; Dundee; and tells us that “ James Graham of 
Claverhouse,”—-thus betraying carelessness or ignorance 
of the very name he is consigning to unmerited obloquy,

proporty of John Gampholl of Suecoth, the law-agont of Aroht 
bald, ninth Farl of Argyle, his chief, upon whom he waited or 
the seaffold. Montrose is bibggely avensed of having desola toc 
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Sootland, by carrying firo and sword through the possessions of 
tho gronb baronial onomics of tho Crown, But the uttor de- 
atruotion of his own domains was obviously involved in tho only 
systom of warfare whieh, in thoso days, could be adopted with 
offect. In his oxtraordinary onvoor af victory, he travorsed like 
a motoor, the ronuutio districts in which his happiory boyhood. 
had dispotted and dolightud ; but sovercly as it was his lot to 
deal with thé Arcadia of Scotland, that ho was gifted with a 
poot and a puintor's fouling for tho pioturesquo in seoncry, wo 
may gathor oyon aah wild doseviptive verso, in his famous 
ballad to an imaginary*uistvess.

Monrnose’s surviving paront had wisely judyod that a life of 
viding, foncing, golling, aud archory, at home, was nob sulfkeiont 
or anfo training for a young nobleman of so forward a apirit 
as thia solo hopo of his direst malo Jing; and, nevordingly, 
wo find, from the family papers, that he had pluced ‘the 
boy, when twelvo yours of uge, under private tuition ab Glas 
gow Ilis domestio estublislinont thera consisted: of a tutor 
or pedagog,” as ho ia termed, two young pages, and n valet, 
4,08 “ domustic servitex.”

In anothor Jess penooftil 
elinpter of his life, wo shall have to record an intovosting tratt 
of his ondnving alfoetion for, and porfect roliance in, “ Master 
William Porrott.” Wo find no particular vogistor of his sludioa 
at this timo; but ho appears to havo boon suppliod with a 
amall library ; and judging from the following spocimen, and the 
ingidont to bo immodintely noticod, of his spocial attachment to 
Siy Waltor Raleigh's Listory of tho World, the boy must have 
hoot gifted with a vigorous and procooious mind, of an enquiring 
turn, and w romantic tundoncy.

~ but important library thus carod for, Marcus Sabollious was an 
Italian historian wid oritic of the fifteonth eontury ; Joachim 
Camoravins, a learnod and voluminous writer on natural history, 
of tho sixteanth contury; tho history of tho life, death, and 
yariably fortunos of Mary Queon of Seolland, was publishod in 
London, iy folio, 1624, by William Sirangvago; Mairfax’s trang

vember 1026, ‘Tho Marl could not have been far advanced ia 
years, at tho timo ho'dind, seeing (hat tho oaploit of his youth, 
at tho “ Salt Tron” of Edinburgh, alrondy noted, hal aeaurred 
only about thirty years bafyro. By moans of (ho family papora, 
wo can traco him Lo within threo months of his decenso, in tho 
cavoful managomont of his domestic affairs, ag usual, gnd issuing 
procepts to his factors, for tho paymont of Jiovd Cralum’s 
oxponses at Glasgow. 74 also appours that ho was in the vob 
of ostablishing his only son in tho foo of all his Invonios, by an

Tho young Marl had beon ab lost two days in the castle of 
Kincardine before his fathor’s doath 5 aud a singular document 
among tho family papors, body a very minute aveount of tho 
household expenses ut Uho tine of the fimeral, affords somo 
pregiao and curious information ovor' in tho title of it, Tt boars 
to boi 

“Tho Dyet, and ordinary eapenses, of Lord James's House- 
holding in Mineardine, Weginning the 12th day of November 
1626, and continuing lo Mouday tho 8th of January 1627, when 
his Lordship rode from Kineawrdine to Killayde; my Lord of 
worthy momory, his Lordship’s father, doconsing in Kincardine 
on ‘Tuesday tho (1th of November 16265 his Lordship being 
prosont in Kinewdine the whole space, aecompiniod with his 
Lovdship’s honourable frionda: he burial was aecouplished the 
8d of January; and the wholo friends romained in Kingardine 
thoroafter, sottling hiy Lordstip's affairs, til’Sunday tho 7th of 
January: ‘Tho expenses ay follows, ostonding to oll wooks.”

Alvoady was he distinguishod 
among tho olite of the Seottiah youth, Of thia a curious and 
intovesting corroborativo ovidonoo is dorived-from the lays of & 
contemporary poct, who mado semd noiso in his day, but whose 
pootion offasions aro now so varuly to bo mot with, that. the 
passage weave about to yroto, has nob hithorto been noticed in 
any biography of aur hora. Tha poet is ontitled, “ Scotland's 
wolnome to her native son and Soverefgn Lord, King Chatles, 
by Willian Lithgow, the Bonwonturo of Kavapo, Asia, and 
Afvion”” ‘hia is the bravelles and poot montionod in a pra fous 
chapter, as having been putronised hy Montrose, to whont he 
prosentod his volumo of travels, at colloge, Lr tho porformaniaa :

fis ouling -his attention tothe stato of tho country, its anoiont 
valour to ba cherished, ity modorm vicos to be discouraged, its 
guiovancos to bé Forlrossed,—-for when was Savtland without 
griovuncos,-wlording, withal, a yory curious pivturo of its cor 
dition and habits of society in 1688, Tho poom, although an 
tiolpating tho whole avone under this figurativo addyoss, must 
hayo heon vompogat before the earemonial oamo off; becanao, 
when enumerating tho nobility whom the Goniue of Seatlnd 
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oamnostly recommonds to tho love anil putrenage of thoir Soyo

THis anbaeqnont ate 
riago, wd the birth of two sons, wore additional eirgnumbuicos 
to insure a fivonrable yevoption.

Ong reason may bo aasignod, whieh we cannot avoid surmising 
to have boon tho most influential, In dotormining tho young 
noblemin to avoid tho fostivitios and pageantry of this exciting 
sevng, Golquhotn of Lass, tho lasband of his oldest sister, and 
tho companion of his sports, had juab been proglaimed an out. 
law wt the Cross of Mdinburgh and tho pior and shore of Leith; 
and sontonan of fagitution wes pronomnood against him acrord 
ingly, on the 11th of damuuy 1683. To had fuiled to appear 
and stand Dis triad ab the ba of tho Cou t of duxtisiary, foro 
orime of the deopost die; a dial whieh, had he Qarod fo feso 
tho aveuantion, would, iin all probability, have beon follower by 
his oxewution, ? 


Two royal mandated from Charles 1, one addressed to the 
Nard of Monteith, ag Lord dustico-Gonem, the other to Sir 
Thoma Lope, at Lovd Advoente, ronghed thoxo great officials 
ot tho amma dima. hab addrassed to the fovmor, whi] 
dated “front ang Gort at Wanatend, 18th September 1682," 
hours, that “The fouliess of the oxime committed of late, as 
wo wy informed, by tho Laird of Luss, having juslly moved us 
to have the dune tried aevording to the luvs of that ow king 
dom, and hha ynunished, if Cow guilty, dit otheva may be 
torvifiud from committing the like hereafter, wo have thought 
fib to recommend unto you, 48 our Justice-Conopal, to have a 
apoci emo that tho fact be spoedily and duly tried, and him 
punishod, if fomnd guilty, aecording to our laws provided in like 
gases: whieh resonnunding to your eave, wo bid you heartily 
farewell.” 
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Tho instructions to the Lord Advovuate, of the camo dato, are 
yot moro explicit as to ho nature of the acousntion, which was 
nodess than incost, uecomplishud by means of witchoraft, Thon 
follow theso tomporing moroios, addressed to the Lord Treasurer 
for Scotland, also datod from Wanatead, Uith Sept, 132 -- 

“ Whoreas wo have given orders to our Adveeulo Lo pinane 
the Laird of Luss for tho crime of incost, alleged tb have hoon 
commilte’l by him, thengh he van deserve no favour Jor Adnarlf, 
in what tho course of ony laws can inflioé upon hin in his person 
and ostate, you haying compassion ou the aupiring of hin wife and 
children, and of so wnciont a tiunily, ory plousuve ix, Ghat if lis 
escheat, liforent, or lends, shell fall in om hands, in tho dia 
ponsing thorvof you have nv special eave that no ereditar of his 
bo dofrandod of that whieh is justly due unto Chom; and that 
tho maintonunes of his wife and ehildren, and tho standing of 
his house, may be provided for; he only sufloving in bia own 
porson all that by the course of our laws usually in tho diko gage 
may bo intpodod upan hin: whieh aeriously recommuonding unto 
your care, we bid you furowol).” 


Tho Lord Justise- General was Montrosxe'’s rolative, aid a 
gatot of his honso. ‘tho Lord Advoonty was his lawyor, ani 
op friondly terms wilh him. Wo have already traced him in 
gooial convorse with Unem both. Lb ia soareoly to bo donbtod 
that thoy would all be in painful commmfention on the subjoot 
of those royal missives, which dooply invelyod tho haya anil 
wolfary of tho noble fauily of Moutyoxo. tle hinsoll was leaned 
acting business in Mdinburgh ab tho very time, ‘Tho vietin of 
his brothor-in-law's iafmons conduet was his young sister, Lady 
Kathorino Gran, 


Té has boon alroudy stated, that, on the death of Mart John, 
his throo wnnariied daughters, Dorothen, Katherine, and Boa- 
trix, woro consigned to the enro of thei twe chlor married 
sisters. Dorothea, as we have soon, was overlong happily mur 
ried to the fatura Lord Rolla, under Ut auspiees af Lord aud 
Lady Napier, Tho next in ordor was Kathorino, who seems to 
have beon youngor than hor brother, and was a more child whon 
shé foll within the fangs of hor brathor-in-law, Tu waa under 
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no suspicion or ovil reports and avon in L029, the year in which

Tho play of Othello was first noted thirty yours aftor thin gud 
roulity ooeurred in Scotland, ‘Chis domostio Mephistophiles, 
boing a» German, may not wneadonably be suspected of heving 
brought tomeh nefiriows application some of those mesmorio 
arts, aud resondite properties of matter, whiel ave now utleaat- 
ing the’ attondion oven of Che scientifis world, Now-a-days, in 
porusing sneha statment as we find in tho Lord Advovnte’s 
oriminal charge nyninst Golquloun of Lass, the mind naturally 
veous to tho rocont diveovericd of tho Gorman chomiat, Baron 
yon Roivhonbaoh, relative to the mystorions powers and pro- 
portios of eryatallization, Ta adyaneo at fechle and fottered ro- 
sourch, wid despite the biltor joulousies of sciontitic mediourity, 
tha sa-cullad amdeaer af Che nudarial warld, in thoy wafathom:

pulsivo ag to intimate that his prosonco waa not agvocublo to 
the monarch, ‘Tho cireumstanco is alluded to hy various con- 
tomporary historians ; but it could not havo boon oxplained, hy 
any thing in the character oither of the King ov of Moutrone, 
had not Eloylin rocordod tho following suvions particulars, both 
in his Lifo of Laud, and in bis Commentary npon T'atrango:

This done he repairs unto the King, tells hint of the Marl's retuen 
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from France, and of his purposn te attond hin at the timo-ap- 
pointed, but that he was xo powerful, xo popular, raid of auch 
estoom mmang the Sots, by reason of an old deavent from the 
royal funnily, that, if le were not nipped in the bud, aa wowed 
to aay, ho might ondangor the King’s intorest and afluis in 
Scotland.

Wo antioipato tho progress of ovints, by something moro than 
a dwolvemonth from the timo when Montroso raturnoil bo Seob- 
land, in ordoy to corroborate the aneedoto derived from TToytin, 
with another which coincides with it in a remarkable manner, 
and which has also hoon preserved by a contemporary, 

It ig well known, that when Hamilton was dispatehed to 
Scotland for the purpose of sottling that eonvulsad kingdom in 

L688, Montroso, who was now engaged as nv lewding organ of 
tho agitation, camo in contact wilh hin again, According to 
tho story wo ave about to narrate, Tlamilton followed the vory 
samo tactics with whieh ho had, not long before, mystified 
Montroso at Gourt. Again did that ill-omened vote stertle 
the futuro champion of tho throne with the faithless agconts, 
which this timo created more alarm, and sunk deopor into his 
heart, On tho Sth of July 1688, thoy mot ab a donferones age 
casioned by his Majesty's Declaration, against which tho Qovas 
nauting party thought fit Lo romonsleato and protest. ‘Co thix 
conference the Commiasionor had summoned the Lords of Coun 
oil, inchiding Montroso's friond Lord Napier, and his fithor-in- 
law Lord Southesk. Tn their presomes Montrose, along with 
Rothes and Loudon, atlonded by theit clerival askussora Tone 
dorson, Dickson, unl Cant, obtainod a reception and hoaring, 
But aftor their formal rosoplion, and somo wards af oltieint 
courtesy, ullored in presonoo of tho Lords of Connell, Uuuilion 
took tho covenanting deputation ont of the prosoues ehamber 
ino & corner of the grout pallory of Uolyroodhonsy, where a 
sone deemed, which wo must givo in the words of the reverand 
covenantor who considered the incident worthy of a very provian 
record :— : 

But that whieh camo to be most talked of, waa something 
which at their parting he fold them de perfect. Wor, having 
desivol thoxo Lords of Comnuil to stay in Chat clamber till iy 
roturn, himself vonveyed thom (Montraso and his friends) 
through the rooms, aud stopping into the gallery, drow them inte

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Tho wholo conduct of Hamilton, a» Prime Minister for dia- 
tracted Scotland, is in keoping with these ancedotos, and juati- 
fios tho ostimate which Montroso camo to form of hin charagtor. 
When we compare his demonnour and oxpressions to the Govo- 
nanters in Seotland, with his privato letters to the King, that 
misorable and short-sightod ayatem of cheating both, the ro« 
source of a mind ax feoblo as it was false, is laid bare ab onde. 
Wo have w povtrait of him transmitled through tho honest pon 
of the good Sir Philip Warwick: 

*T was in the Prosonee-cheuuber at Whitohell,” saya sir 
Philip, “ whon, after Juin father’s dowth, ho (tho Marquis of 
Tamilton) roturnod from his travola; and, waiting en tho King 
from chapel with grout observance, and the King uding him 
with great kindnosy, the eyes of tho whole Court wore upon the

Rpiscopuoy! ‘Tho Marquik waa abort ton years older than 
Montrose, and from boyhood had obtained that aveendenoy 
over tho affootions and judgment of Charles which ontors so 
dooply into tho history of Lhe tines, The control oxereiaed hy tha 
“sorpontino” TTamilton, was not los pernicioua (o the country 
and tho King, than had boon the influence of Buelinghum, 
Jn soorot, and while, perhaps, only contemplating potty and 
solfish rosulta, his devoptive and wayoring gonduol sapped the 
foundations of tho throno itself, Burnet haa most artfully 
laboured to gain for him eveatoy favour with nostority than he 
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deaoryus. Bub Clarendon, it a single Kentenve, Unows mora 
light upon tho Marquis’a character s~-" [lia natural darknose," 
ho anys, * and roxurvation he dixvowurso, made him bo thonght 
a wiso man, and his having boon in sommend mder the King 
of Sweden, and his continued disrourea of Wobtles and fortifiea- 
tiona, nude jine be thought a xoldior ; and both chee uieteker 
worg tho exuse Chat made him be looked upon as a worse and 
moro dangerous man, than, in tenth, ho desorval to be.” Te 
has, indeod, Deon suspected of designs in his politieul life, pro- 
bably beyond tho rango of his view, and cortainly abdve tho 
flight of his goniua av daring, Qlarondon, however, throughout 
his history, appoars Ly havo formod provisely tho samo estimato 
of tho fayourite's sineurity wand patriotism thet Six Philip War- 
wick had dono, Vandyke hax hauled him down to poatority, 
ahowthod in bright emnoury, and grasping his baton, aa if ho had 
lad he Arghor Chad af Brancg, and daved the Grown wh home, 
Alas! ho addod nothing lo (ho loyal chivalry of his prinaoly 
hougo; and whon ho diseoursed of Tnettlos, and of Ghuatrvus 
Adolphus, tho charactoriatio whigh Burnet attributes to Mon- 
trogy, muy hy justly teansforved to hia insidious onomy, aa boing 
ono who look upon hime! the pak of a hero “ goo moh” Tn 
hiy warlike expoditions, not very mamiurous, but most unhappily 
conapionons, ho oxhibited failures agureuly voneedvuble (consi- 
doring tho ogcasions and his rexourger) in a nobloman who bo« 
hayod with bovoming dignity on tho sonffold, and touching 
whose porsoncl ourage tho severest remark over mado was that 
ubloved by hia long-truabing, lonyg-nultovinyg master, whon ho told 
tho Marl of Lanoricl that he bolioved 4a to bo an honost man, 
but that he thought his brother (tho Marquis) had boen vory 
autive in his own proservation.

Tre ancedotes, murratod in tho provioeus Chapter, of the due 
plicity and vuinous doublo-dealing of tho King’s ininion, euts 
deeply into the question of the monareb’s conduct wid charue- 
toy, with which tho charaetor of Montroso is new for over idon- 
tified, ‘To illustrate moro fully, from new and authentic xouroas, 
tho false medium through whieh Ghavles I, was compelled to re- 
gard end to transact all matters connyeted with tho povormuent 
of Scotland, is well worthy of @ chapler by ilsolf, As wo deriva 
ou information from tho contemporary manuseripia of Lord 
Napior, wo may bo asswrod that Montroxo, at a vory curly period 
of his varour, was cognizant of tho shameful devoplion practised 
upon thy King, by Svotohmen of the highest mak mud teat in 
tho State, and thet ho hnow well how to diseriminate betweon 
tho faults of the monareh, and the evimes of those whan hoe 
trtistod, and who wilfilly mist him. 

Tho Mavqnis of Timiilton was uot the only Seoteh nobleman 
who abusod tho car, and vidiatod the eoumeoels of the King, 
Charles, from the momont of his aeoession, lived: sud moved, 
and had his boing, amid an abnoxphere of deauption and false. 
hood, with which his Scottish vourtiors surrounded him. Of 
this fuet wo find some ouvious illustrations among Lord Napiors

Scottish courtiors whe, as his own Soveroign declared of him, 
waa “ foe from partiality or any fietions immour.” or sevon- 
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toon yoars in tha Bod-clunabur of King dainos, for Lventy-six 
yours a Privy Qonneillar in both reigias, Lord Napior'y extinate 
of Oharles f., noted in private long ore the eiyil war arose, is of! 
more value than many pages of the vituperative clopiones with 
whiek the latest historiun of Haglund bas thotght tit to assnil 
him. . 

“ iag teamos beta dead,” says Gerd Napier, aud his aon 
Kinfy Ghavlos xnoveoding to dim in his hingdem and ta his 
yirhios too, ulthongh with somu wink of oxsparionua, which is 
only got with time altho turbalent and diseontonted lameurs 
of the formor finte weru up ons is ustial in these great trans 
tions— tnd plod his Majesty ineosurtly with reeusations, por 
gonal asporsions, new projects, rnd informations of abuses, 
And truly there wanted vob matte, and their ondeavoury had 
desorved praise, Hf Apleen to Ute person of ion, tad their awn 
private interest, had tet given dite mul motion to their prooead- 
ings, rather thru the xervies of the King, and the good of the 
Stato. ‘Shen Chere wat nothing but fietions and faetioua gone 
sultations, «af the one, ly hold thie plier and power Uivy pos 
soased Dofore, of the other, fo wreat it out of thei handa, and 
to invest thomaclyos, And no drone or pluotasy of finova 
tion onme in anybody's Teal, but presently he cost yet it to 
tho Kings mud still the most ignoruit were the baklosat.” 

Notthor war bord Neqdow inaenaible ta a wernlaieas in tho 
chiarnoter of Chavos, whieh wernt hereot of all did monerel’s 
misfortines.  D"baeeli quotes from tho Sloane munmagripte @ 
vote of St dolun, that the uth iy the King had an une 
hoppinoss of adhering ta, cud auveavicdly puvauing the advices 
of others, and mistruxting hia own, thongh often-timus more 
safe wud better chan tChosetal other porgons.”  Glavendon igo 
auys, “he had an oxeellout understanding, but was net eon- 
fident of U1, which made hint often-timos change hin own opi- 
nion for a worsn, nnd follow the advice of inon thus did not 
judge so well as hind’ ‘Sheso improssiona wore rocordod 
afior the xeones of tho greab Rebullion had passed away. 
Napier, a luxe olerver of tho times, aa woll aa of hia royal 
master, noted down reflections Go the very sume effect loug evo 
thoaa seencs had conmenced, Before the name of Covenanter 
wis applied, or the Covenant imagined, he had detested, in 
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thoso dispositions of his royal mastor, the boo fortile HoUUrOGR of 
future ovil, Among tho fragmonta of his private manusoripts, 
which time has spared, thors is one which bears tho title, A 
short Diaoourgo upon gomo incongritios in mattors of Rtuto.” 
This prophotic dooumont, wrilten soon after tho Uoronation in 
Scotland, and with manifest roferenes Lo tho obnoxious fret of 
tho Archbishop of S4 Androws having beon mado Lord Ohan- 
cellor of Scotland, commoncos by protesting against that dane 
gorous policy to which Montrose alo pointed, evon in hin dying 
hour, as tho moat ruinous cloment in tho mixgovornmont of 
Charles tho First. “ That churchmen hayo competanoy,” says 
Napioy, “ is agreoable to the law of God and man, But to ine 
vost them into great estates, and principal offices of thy Stato, 
is noither convonient for the Church, for tho King, nor for the 
Stato. Not for tho Church, tor tho dndiserete gett and oxcessive 
donations of princes, wore tho firs enuses of corruption in tho 
Roman ohursh, tho taste whoraof did so dillamo the avarioo and 
ambition of the suacossors, that thoy havo raised thomaolvas 
abovo all scoular and sovoroign powor, anid to maintain tho samo 
havo obtonded to the world certain dovicos of Choir ows fox 
matters of faith: Not to Kings, nor States,--for histories wit 
ness what troubles havo been raised to Kinga, what tragodioa 
among subjects, in all plavos whore ohurohuin were gromt, Our 
reformed churghos, having reduced religion to bho ancient primi. 
tive truth and simplicity, ought to beware (hat vorruption entoy 
notin thoir churoh at the same gato, whioh alrondy ig apo with 
store of attondanty thereat, to woluome it with pomp and eore- 
mony.” 

Unfortimatoly Laud entortained sentimonts diamotrically op- 
poaud te the above, which it ix intorosting ta eonpara with a pag 
sago In Clarendon, writton ab much later period. Tan © did 
really boliove that nothing more contributed to the benoit and 
advancement of tha Ohureh, that the promotion of churchmen 
to places of tho gvoatest honow, and offices af the highost 
trust. This opinion, and tho proseontion of it (thanjh hig in 
togrity was unquestionable, and his goal as grent for the good 
and honauy of tho Stato as for the advaneomant aud soonrily of 
the Church), was (he wutuppy sonndation of his own rein, and of 
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the prajudica towards, madica againat, coud almost deatrnction of the 
Church.” 

Avon of phyfal avers at timoa brent ont, nd onlivons 
tho anxious velloxions of Montrowo's proveplor unl friend, 1t 
ig tho humour,” ho saya, * of soni of greatest trust and eredit 
avout prhnnos, to atight and ory down any inotion, thoygh never 
go good, which daoth not proceed immediately or modintely 
from themselves ; rnd, upon syery aecusion that oesttrreth, will 
rathor givo bud information, and woran mlviow, than givo way to 
othera, ov soom invapablo of any thing themaolves, Much lilo 
that gentleman who yoo ont, in the compuny of othera, to 
bring ip tho Popo to a sity in Maly. The Pope esldng many 
questions, and inquiring tho names of cities, rivers, and places, 
that camo within his viow ag he went along, this yontloman 
mado answers to dl, wid gave rene to oory thing, but never 
tuo ono, boing himsolf ignorant of (he ames So he continued 
in disvourso with tho Popo till he came to hia lodging; and 
whon a friond of his yobukoud him foe abusing his Holiness with 
untrnths, “Tt (said ho), tual svomed ignorant of what was 
askod, tho Popo would Juwe ealled another; xo, should [forego 
tho honour 1 hail, to be sven riding xe near the Popo and in 
apeooh with him? Aud ho rexte aa well satistiod ay i! the truth 
had boon oxnatly told hin.’ 

Anil tiuly, if ever any ling, or xoverign, in ao fue as con- 
cornoth Neuttink duddnes, any justly make Diulosian’a come 
ploint- Colligant ss qactaor cut quingue vive Lmperaiorom, aque 
aibi adilin, anh pretvate hon’ publici ct priacipia, proponnnt-—bonoa, 
ot virtute praditer, th Lnpuratare anavent-malor, factiozoa ot atbi 
tdoneva cdsaisount, veritetom cd anrea prinoipia appellera non sivant, 
-— SIT HONS, SATIENS, CAITUN, DEOIITUR [MeRaTOR.” 

Vheao lant words ave written omphationlly largo in tho manu 
soript, [hid wv xpoueh put in tho mouth of tho Mmporor Dioale- 
finn, after his voluntary abdivntion of tho throne, whon de- 
olaiming on his faveurite topic, tho diMeulty of boing a good 
prince, Gibbon thus freely tranalatoa the passago:—" Low 
often is it tho inturest of four or five minisiors to combine to- 
gothor to deceive their Sovereign! Sucludod from mankind by 
hia oxalted dignity, the Guth is eencealod from hia knowledgo, 
aehe can seo only with their oyes, he hears nothing but their 
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misropresentations, Le confors the most important oflises upon 
vioo and woalnoss, and disgraces tho mosl virtuous and de 
sorving among hig subjects, By such infamous arts tho host 
and wisost princes avo sold to the vonal verrnptions of thir 
courtiors,”* 

In illustration of this miserable state of affairs, Lord Napier 
ontors into somo very curious details, whieh hour upon thent the 
vatamp of truth, and suggest rolleetions that might hive modi« 
fied many u page of modorn history. Tow the King way on- 
yoloped in tho meshes of pelly faction, how liable to ho imposed 
upon, and how willing to do justieo if he could ut arrive at 
the truth, reveives an apt istration from what wo arg about 
to quote; and as this incident of seoret history is graphivally 
told, and brings Uharles binaelf on tho xeeno, ehavneterived hy 
that puculiar brusquoners of address Which bespenhs the audions 
ticity of the portrait, no apology nood ho altered Lor extracting 
the entire passage from (ho manuseript of one of hin fow tudth- 
ful and honost attondants -— : 

“Tlis Majesty,” says Lovd Napior, © being possessed that 
tho loago of Orknoy was given tomo upon (ruxl, not only to pay 
tho wholy ront to tho King, bub also all benefit, Ghat should w- 
cross 10 me as taksnan,- -vhile ] wetub Court, Juul given con 
mand to one (oom, Fido not know, nor vould ever lewn, al- 
though J used extraordinary dmportunity with the King for that 
purpose), to reparo to moe, and willine, dn his Majesty's name, 
to survendor the lease of Orkney to tha Kings ‘Phe party neve 
cameo to me, nor told any body etee that he had sno eommission 
from his Majesty to mo.

found that duvat sel te thoir hand. Sueh foreo luce nth 

That the King’s Advoeate, whom Napier charnetorises daa a 
Dare follower of prentie ay aid maligiondy clognent,”  aetually 
countonmnoud geovod meetings far argatizing sedition, — Uaut the 
gentlemen of Uo King’s bet vhimbor were capable of pieking 
his Majosty’s pnolets, in order toma thommelves master of 
his private correspondenes, — that Hamilton, whom Charles trast 
od above all others, was eoustandy betraying him to his enumies, 
eethost, cau other iy stevions wnocdotes of tho rise and progrosa 
of the vavonnnting faelion, do net appear so inerodiblo after 
youling what we bave extraeted from Lord Napiery manu 
aoripty, and still leas ao whon wo find, by the following, how 
vory low Seottigh noblemen eauld steop, in falsehood and treach- 
ory, to attain their private ends, 
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Tho doath of Napier’s coadjntor in tho Hxchequar of Scotland, 
the Earl of Mar, had just placod the Trousuror'’s sta!’ in the 
hands of the Marl of Morton. ‘Tho ofligo of Trensuror-deputo was 
greatly coveted hy Lhe Tart of Traquair, who, aueording to tho 
vicious habit of the tinies, organized a fretion for the purpose 
of obtaining his objoct pon fits aut nefta,  Uaving filed lo pro- 
oure a yacanoy by induging a voluntary resignation, the plan 
was adoptod of driving Napior from his post, by protonding to 
havo obtained the King's authoyity for rednoing him to a more 
oyphor in tho office, which properly waa most importeat and 
indopondent, ‘Tho mode in which this avhemo was attomptod 
to bo carriod through, by @ aystom of forgory and fulsohood 
that would havo disgraced -tho meancat subjoots in thy realm, 
must bo given in Lord Napier’s own graphic words, ‘Maw ehiut 
actors in tho following oxtraordinary seane, wore noblomen, be 
it observed, who held tho highest offices in tho yvorlm. Nhe 
Lord Chanvollor, Sir Goorgo Tay, aftorwards arcated Marl of 
Kinnoul, and tho Warl ef Montoith, who was President of tho 
Council, and Lord Justico-Goneral, wo have alroady had occa 
sion to mention in a provious chapter, when the younp Mon- 
troso was visiting Lhem in 1629, 

About this timo (1630) the 'Tronsuror, Morton, camo from 
Court, ani, finding that T was not to be doalt with, tho Chon 
collor Montuith, and ho, to miko mo Joh (he sopvine (whivk 
in my secrotest thonghts 1 did Tong ago), widerlook w business 
no way honourable for thom, and whieh hereafter might prove 
dengoroua if any of thom should happen to trl trem (ho King's 
favour, Thoro was, aftor tho death of King dines, a eominin 
sion of the Texehequor sont down by bis Majesty now reigning, 
undor his hand (for by the death of his Sathor all former cam, 
missions expired), and loft undated, to these whe were of the 
former; tho manner of whioh gomniixsion in thin: ‘Tho King 
signa a@ conmission in paper, whieh thercaftor ia ingrossod in 
porohmont, teandlated in Latin, and the, King’s Grant Seal ap 
ponded to it, aud tho paper under tho King’s hand js kept for 
a warrant to tho Groat Seal. ‘Mhia commission in paper under 
the King’s hand being sont down, and boing dofeative, or ab 
loast tho King’s Advocate would have it to soem ao, boounse it 
was not drawn up by him, was not passed the seals, but kept 
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by him, tho ohanculloy, or aovrotary, and anothers gout up of tha 
Advoeate’s punning, whioh boing sent down again signed by tho 
King, was passed tho soals, which was the warrant of all the 
Fxchoyuer’s proovodings six yous after. ‘ho old unpassed 
signaturo of oomntninsion they took, and where theau words 
“Preasnror or Tronsuverdopute? oamuared (aa thoy did: vory 
ofton through the hody of thy signature), hoy nde Mr Wil- 
liam Chamber, in a ohambor of Uolyroodhouse, pul a mark be» 
dwixb treasnror and trenanvor-dopnte, bofora * oy and in tho 
margin write theso words ‘in his absoneo, so thet it was to be 
road § ‘Lvonsuror, or, de Ais absence, Tveasnvor-dopute,’ and tho 
word in che margin about five ov aix govoval times stduagribad by 
Morton and Montoith, Bosides, thoy inserted tho dato, * Whito- 
hall, 28th Juno 1630; with now black: ink, whoro all tho vest wag 
worn whitish, and it was torn in the foldings, which ogulay ine 
spoction bowrayod tho antiquity ead frlyohood of tho sume, So 
by this commission T was to do nothing (dirostly contuwy to 
my patoni, and tho purposo of Cho institution of that offen), 
tho Proasuvor boing prexont 

“ About tvelve o'elock T got intelligence that there was a 
new commission brought down by the ‘Treasurer, Morton, anid 
was ab tho soa. 1 preontly went to tho Direotor of tho

‘The olork had mugh 
ado to road it, ib was do worn, being now mado uso of sie years 
aftor ib way xignod by tho King, But 7, sooing two of the 
King’s lottors unbroken up, tool no exeoptions at tho signatnye 
(suspouting that thoy did contain something Lo supply the do- 
foots and informality of the signature), Lill tho loitora were xend,

Navimrn. “ My Lord, I do not eall yowr honow in question 
portinontly nor impertinontly, noithor is ib my ousiom towards 
any, although somo men havo dono so to mo. 

Onanvuntor, “ By God, but you havo, 

 (Whon I spoko boforo tho Lords in Sorgoant Walthow's 
businoas, my words wore, that thet business was roporbod to the 
King by mon il] affected to me, avecpe ono honest man, Sin James 
Fullarton: tho Ohaneollor would conehulo, againal binwolf and 
tho Scoretary, that T suid thay wove nut honest, by consuquenco ; 
which gave him occasion to answer mo so beuslly at this time), 

Narmr. “ But my Lord, givo mo leavo to answor my Lord 
Morton firet, and thon you whon you pleaso. My Lord (tum 
ing towards Morton), your Lordship ia vory hot with mo, but 
bo assured thero is nothing dono amiss which conoorny cithor 
tho King’s sorvico, oy mo in my particular, that I will stand in 
awo of any man bo question. 

Morron. “ This was dono by tho King’s diravtion, and wo 
will answor it. 

Monruir. “ My Lord Napiox, you aro xo passionate in yoru 
own partivular, that you will not forbow: to quostion what the 
King commanded!

Other ancudotos, xeureoly Jou didgraceful bo the distinguished 
actors, aro revorded by Lord Napioy, in thy samo meamuoript 
Rolation, whieh ho merely intendud for the perusal of his own 
family and friends, in reply to this storin of patty tution. ‘Tho 
rosull omimo to bo, that Praquair pyoeured hiv own nomination 
as joint Trewmucr-deputo; Dut, adda Lord Napion, } without 
foo or pansion, of whieh he wie glad, or seomet se, ani took 
a kias of tho Wing's lend upon it, Monteith and dhe Seevolary 
(Stirling) did exceedingly plone themselves with this devieo, 
and did overy whore prochain it, arroguting ao mnol to Chote 
own judymont and dexterity a4 was latofal to overy wisy nin, 
And indood thoy were in native not untike in this, that no 
living man was ever mors vain-glorious than they both, bit dif 
foront in the expresding of (hat humour, Jor the Seerotary 
was a pvous mul downright fabtorer of himaoll, and drow all dis» 
courses from Choiy proper subjoot 2o Ais own praise, Monteith 
did tho sun, but, ax du houghd, move aubtily, but indead so ridi- 
oulously aa gave mattor of mirth Co all Ghoso fo whom it was re- 
lated,” Mheae porlaaits comind us of Clarendon Indeud, had 
Napior suevived tho Troubles, and been spared to complote hin 
Nistory of tho ‘mos, for which, as wo loarn from Dy Wishart, 
ho had olaboratuly proparod materials, Clerendon’s doficionsivs 
with vognrd Lo Seoteh alfa, would have been amply supplied, 
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and history saved from much of tho spurious hearsay gossip of 
Bumet. Of tho state of mattors immodiately precoding the 
Troublos in Scotland, ho emphetically doolares, that, * for bui- 
bory at all hands, cononssion of tho pooplo, and abnaing of tho 
King, no age ean parallel,"—tho period (1630) in whigh ho ia 
writing, And thus ho sums up his molancholy illustrations of 
that total absonco of honow: and integrity, among the most ine 
fluontial statesmon of tho day, which ove long brought all to 
ruin, “This provoding Relution,” Lord Napior anys, “ boing 
writton in haste, and imporfoot, many passages being omitted, 
for brovity's aalco, which might havo shown tho iniquity of theso 
timog, is novortholoss most true. And thoreby tho judicious 
may porcoive tho former sotilod mannov of govormnent shaken, 
by froquont innovations intortained and prnotised ; factions in 
Court and Stato afoot; aeeusations, oalumnios, and asporaiona 
ordinary ; and, whioh was worse, combinations, and hopos givon 
thoroby of great sarvieo 10 the King, without any performanso 3 
but, on tho contrary, his Majosty’a just and gragions inclination 
abusod by misinformationa ; his cars blovleod up and ao streightly 
beleagured that truth could not approach them; aud all for 
thoir own profit and projuylico of tho King and Stato; tho 
presonco of honest mon, who could vob comply with them in 
thoir oblique courses, so hateful that thoy could not onduro it; 
and gd bold, in consideration of tho atrongth of thair longues, 
that thoy did not stick to fulaify tho King’s hend, suvvopliliously 
bo steal his Majusty'a suporseriptions, and to frame loitors contrary 
to his meaning, and many obhor things of that Idnd,.” 

Tt was amid such an atmosphore of potly but distracting 
factions, that Charles tho Firat passed the short poriod of his 
roign which, at tho timo, waa tho admiration and envy of Muropo 
for its apparont prosperity and repose. Sueh soonon wero rifo 
during thoso fow yours, immediately precoding tho vovoll of 
Scotland, whon, says Clarendon, Britain onjoyoil tho greatest 
calm and tho fullest mensuro of folioity that any pooplo in any ago 
for so long timo Logothor havo been blessed with.” But wo sco 
how small was the shero onjoyod by tho monarch, of that na- 
tional ease for promoting which he haa obtainod tho oulogy ofthe 
great Clorondon, though Mr Hallam will not admit thai it waa 
morited. With domestic virtuos, and private ascomplishmonts, 
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infinitoly auporior to tho aye in whish ho anflorod, wo finet this 
truly Ohviatian King,--in tho singly tom of potting clnims and 
disputes among thoxo Joudling Seotamon to whont ho looked for 
agsiatanco in Lho government of Svotlund, doevived, hiraggud, 
ohoatod, inqulted and chafod, ab the voy tima to whieh Ma 
Lallam alludes when ho saya, “wo may aohnowlodu without 
hositution that the tdagdom had grown diving this period inte 
romarkable prosperity aud altluence.” But if the King’s own 
dispositions created nono of this happincas (the position My 
Hallam maintaing against Chaonden), neithor, alas! wag it for 
tho King to shavu, Wo suspeot after all, that auch conten 
porary obsorvers us Lord Clarendon in Mngliah afliva, and Lord 
Napior in Scotoh, aro aafor guides to ony estimato of the quality 
of tho timos, and tho ohumoter of the King, than eithor Hallam 
or Macaulay. 

“'Mhoyo gounyela,” adda Napior, “ whoroin the prinoo's good 
is protondod, tho privato onda of theay bad counaullora only ine 
tondod, hath boon the odloient ewuaes of tho ruin of kings, king- 
doms and ostulos,—which Almighty God aun only remend. 
And thorofore, lot all good subjesta who love their pringy and 
country pray with Solomon, Lowy aemovn din woken? from 
tho King, and his throne shall bo esteblidhad in rightoonsnesg,” 


Sush wero tho reflestions, on the prospecta af King uid 
country, noted in tho privaay of Tia closet, and ove the groat 
Robollion had commenead, by one who mney bo anid to havo 
vorrad that bloody nutrtherer and excommunicated: treitor" 
Montrove, and whont wo xludl presently discover shaving and 
wpproving overy stop of his calumuiatod pupil's anreor, from hia 
oarly and uistukon support of Che Govonant, to hia raising tho 
royal bunnor in Suotland. 

Olevondon says of Glarles, that “he au and olawrved mon 
long bofore hu received them about hia person; end did net 
lovo strangers, nor very contidont men.” No wonder, Tho 
Seoteh had tuteht him thia habit, Though contimuly de- 
soived and duped, from time te time he beeame eognizant of aueh 
malpractioes among his Scotoh courtiers as wo have exompli 


Thora words are wiltten emphattealls Luge in Lord Naples'a man: esipt 
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fiod aboyo; oonsequontly his goneral ostimato of them could not 
bo complimontary to his native country. ‘Tho sight of an u- 
Imown advonturey, of rank and protensions, from that quarter, 
was enough Lo mako him’ closo his countonanco nd his heart, 
withont tho additional impulso of the minion’s jeqlousy, This 
was occasioned, indoad, by the * practising af a few 3” but that 
sufficod to loavon tho whole lump, and eventually Lo atamp upon 
tho nation, as its charactoriatic, Lho vieos of a limited and motloy 
group. ‘Tho vory sto dishonosty and frauds which entored tho 
privato and potty enbaly of thoso yisious tactions in Scotlund, 
orossod, confasod,’ and poisoned his Majesty's counsols in ovory 
conscientious endoavonr for tho publiv woul, Whon the goneral 
revocation of ‘Tithes was first proposed, the King mot with a 
violent resistance from the interested Barons, seveval of whom 
woro disgusting him, at the very time, by thoir unserupulous 
modo of working their privilo factions at Got. Mary Rox- 
burgh, Morton, and (ho Chancellor, Sir Goorge Lay, wero, from 
personal motives, among tha loaders af Chak opposition, whieh, 
ag Burnet informs us, had yory noarly oecnsionod an ox trnordi- 
nary acono of assassination and massaero, when Nithsdale camo 
to Scotland, commissionod by the mounreh to make good the 
rovocation, Tb wag subsequent to this tilure That the famous 
Commixsion of Surrondors, of auporioritios and Hthes, was issnod, 
in tho year 1627, Napior, in a Telter to a friend, points out 
what ho considors to be the bad offvets realy trom: (he mise 
managomont of this alain, and tho reasons why il proved #0 une 
satislactory to the clorgy, tho titulars, and tho possessors, But 
he adds,—* ‘Tho King, in wy opinion, has mora jnat anuse of 
offoneo than any other of complaint, fo find hin pracious and 
Just endeavours, of vindienting tha prontost part of his people 
from tho oppression of another purl, to bo thu feasteted and 
disappointed, and that, which his Majesty intended for the 
gonoral good, to give gonoral dixeontenuinent, through tho il 
earriago of tho business; whoreby his Majesty is defrauded of 
tho honour due to his virdtiows and youd designs; than which 
nover prince intended moro just, more gracious, nor more truly 
honotrablo.” . 
Tlsowherg ho saya,—* Tho baviness of tithes, amongst others, 
waa most constantly proreeuted by hia Majeaty sa purpoxo of

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his fathor's or his own, who, fading tho henvyy oppression ot 
toind-mastors, and tho seriteda of the peopl, did carnestly en- 
donvour to romady it: ba this, as in at hor winters, whieh truly 
might bo anid to bo his which wore hik intentions cay —-aveun 
most just and princely ; bub the moans, which were oteacmen's 
invontions, toro most unit to compas his onsta, but fib enongh 
to gorvo thoir durna, who found it their private interest to render 
tho business intriente, Jongxome, wut difteult, upon hope bik 
Majosty would relinquish tho same: Neithor was this finn of 
pracooling Uisplonsing bo somo most ontrustod, fox hy tho dit 
oully thoy did oudony thoir serviews 5 and, in Cho meantime giv. 
ing his Majosty hopes of grout matters, they drow from hin 
progont and cortiin bonolity, ebove tho proportion af tho morit, 
oy of his Majesty's ability.” 

Toylin, who onlarges upon Chis aubjuot in hin lite of Taal, 
saya, that, *'Tho proud Seots wore yonerally resolved to prt 
all to hazuml than to quit (hat power ard tyranny whiek they 
had over their poor vassals, by whieh nano, after Che mamer 
of tho Mrench, they called their tents. And horounte they 
wore onootragod uudorhaal by a party in Magland, who fered 
that by thin agreomont the Kine woul be so absolute fie thesy

rotive unto, when either the King’s disploniteve, or (ede allen 
obodionva should neue their own eountyye too trot for them, 
Suh was the fren of Church and State when his Majesty bu. 
gen hia journey for Scotland to receive the Growin” 


Ab longth Oharlos ofbeted tliat memorable progrome in the 
month of dane 1603, On the aight before hiv coronition, he 
was foastod in tho Castle af Mdinhurgh by the old Kart of May, 
whomt ho had behold at his feot, eratecher and all, stivvinge ply 
20 ounsy injuation” On the morrow, when sented in the gront 
all of tho Onslle, to reccive the orown which some would fain 
aawvo filehed from him, it was Tay tho ovebbod Chanvellory—he 
vhoso “numer was to interrups al men when ho was dispoxed 
io speak, aud the King foo") that new, in the name af the 
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estates of the kingdom, “ spake to tho King.” Among tho six 
noblemen, whom his Majesty soleotod to support tho boarors of 
hig canopy, was Lord Napior, Rothos, tho fnthor of tho futuro 
Covenant, carvicd tho scoptro,—and Lorn, the deopor and mora 
deadly promoter of tho Rebollion, assistad to bent tho train, 
Tho factious insoluney of his Svoteh nobloy which Chavlos 
had learnt to approciato in Mngland, ho now mot with, in moro 
dangerous and porsonal collision, “at homo,” No sooner had 
ho'set hig foot in Scotland than ho ereated the ohanegllor Warl 
of Kinnonl, a fayour which had lithe offvet in moltitying tho 
tempor of that statesman, Ilia Majosty, consistently with his 
mistaken policy of promoting] “ churohmon's growlnoss,” had 
always dosivod that the Primate shonld have prooodence.af tho 
Chancollov; “ which,” says Sir Jamos Balfour, “tho Lord 
Chancellor IIay, a gallant stout man, would nover condescond 
to, nor oyor suffor him to have place of him, do what ho could, 
all tho days of hia lifetimo.”  Onco again Charles endeavoured 
to effeot this, It was whon arranging tho pageautry of his 
coronation with Sir James Ballou, the Lard Lyon, in whaae awn 
graphic words wo must givo tho ancvadoto. 1 remember that 
King Charlea sont mo to tho Lord Chaucelloy, boing thon Marl 
of Kinnoul, tho day of his own coronation, in the moming, to 
show him that it was his will and pleasure, bub only for that 
day, that‘ho would eudo and give place to the Avohbishop 5 but 
ho returnod by mo to his Majosty a very bras: anawor, which 
was, that sinco his Majosly had boon ploased to continue him 
in that offco of chancolloy, whieh, by hit monns, his worthy 
fothox, of happy momory, had hosltowed upon him, he was ronly 
in all humility bo lay it down at his Majosty's fooby bub sinco 
it was his royal will ho should enjoy it with tha known pri- 
viloges of the samo, ‘ novor w stolod pricst in Scotland should 
sot a foot boforo him, so long ns his blood waa hot! Whon I 
had volated his answor to the King, ho anidy-—-* Wool, Lyon lot's 
go to business ; I will not moddlo further with that old cundored, 
gouty mea, at whose hands thore ta nothing to be gained bué 
sow words”! ‘Phus, even the xagal prooossion, which to tho

By this timo tho Saoteh frotioninte had some young bleod 
among them, hot ax tho chancollor’s, and even mora yieioua, 
Thoxo reeruits wore nob alyangors to Charles, Alot the elose 
of tho year 1626, three commissioners Iiut baon deapatehod by 
tho tithe-holdors in Svotiund, ta present a remoustraned againat 
tho avb of yevoention proposed: by the King, whe, luving some 
intolligenos of thoiy plin, and not choosing lo bo inaulted by tho 
faction from whose oppressiona ho wished to relioye the peopl, 
sont» mandate bo bheso omissrios to stop aliové of tha Court, 
‘Choir potition was reavived, howovor, and proved to bo voughad 
in such torms that “his Majesty atormod at their petition, as 
of too high a sivain for andjects and petitionvra 5; hut shortly 
thoroattor, on tho aekameledgaent of their cror, (hoy olinined 
pardon, and tieonse to come Co the court) hey wero dala 
Earl of Rothes, Alexander Tart of Linlithzow, and Jota Lord 
Loudon? Whon these harbingers of & the Troubles” obtaingd 
an audience, the storm had passed front Cte brow of the gona 
roua King, who jooularly coll Chom (hat they had been tronted 
like ao many young doo, whom the old ees, Aiding thonaulyvor 
hotly puranad, and in haaed of bojug (elon, enuningly oxpons 
to the hunter's fury, to rave Chedy own caren So he dite 
milased them ton conforone with his averotary, Sir Aloxandoy 
Stirling, wid the nobleman who had intoreoded for thom, namely, 
the Marl of Montoith. 

Thoso alvickon docs, however, dit not retire to weep, Whon 
Charlos Cook his sent in the Seoteh Parliament of 1685, 2ethes 
and Loudon proved to be loaders of the very drengorous herd ho 
thera brought to bay, ‘The King had paused in hia fayourite 
and pious soheme, of avrayging vv nnifoemity of worahip through- 
out his kingdoms; and now ho ondewyoured to gonquer moro

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gradually, and with as litle violoneo as possible; the selfish 
obstinacy of the tith-holdors, whigh, ho had every reason to 
bolieve, was tho only obstacle Lo his amolioratious of tho Mpia- 
copal church of Scotland, But ho had no idow of giving up to 
this faction Roligion and tho Ghmeh as already ostablishod, 
Unconscious of papistionl intentions, and too onlightened himself 
not to porecive, in tho rising murmurs against popory, oither 
an irrational or a broachorous opposition, ho doturmined to 
assort in his own namo what had beon peawofully ostablishud 
by his immediate prodecessor, That tho King could take his 
seat in this Parliament, (at a timo, too, when prorogativo and 
privilege woro all undefinod,) with eam and prudential foolings 
towards such an opposition, waa not to be oxpovtod. ‘To adopt 
his own account of tho matior,—whioh, from its truck, becamo 
so hateful to the Covonantors.—"* Wo (saya tha King,) undor- 
tool: a journoy to thom, and, according to our oxpeotution, wore 
most joyfully recoived by thom. Bub immodiatoly before, and 
at the sitting down of our Parliamont thora, wo quickly found 
that tho very samo porsons who sinoo wor the coutrivers of, 
and still continued tho sticklors for, their now pratondod Covo- 
nant, begun to havo secret mootings, and in their privato con- 
sultations, did vont thoir disliko of om: innovont rovontion, and 
our most bonoficial commission of surrondora, Tut knowing 
that theso two could gain thom no party, thon thoy begun to 
suggost groat fours that many and (lenyurous innovations of 
religion wore to bo altomptod in this prosont Parliamont., Not 
that thoy thomsolyos thought so, but becaso thay know that 
cithor that or nothing wonld soil with suapicions jonlousy, or 
interrupt and relax tho prosont joy aud contontmont, which did 
overflow in ow subjects’ hoards, and appenred in thet hearty 
oxprossions, for ony proxenve miong them.”! 

Tho noblomon who lod this fuutious opposition, mud tho 
mannor in which thoy did so, wero pavtioulurly caloulatod to 
throw the hasty King off his guard in this unhappy collision 
with tho Parliamont of Scotland, ‘Cho leading apokosmon ware 
Loudon and Rothos. It had beon conceded to King James, by 
act of Parliamont, that tho ordoring of tho apparol of elunroh- 
mon ‘should apportain to him. Qharlos, consiatontly with hia

objoot of wiiformity in ehureh mattors, wae mnxioua nol to Jano 
sight of Unia wal, and the Lords ef the Artioles had included it 
in the gonoral aol of lua prerogative. ‘The apposition avized 
upon this as tho mort fevourable subject for popular weg ition, 
it boing ousy, with (he aid of afanution! elorgy, ta oxniles the 
people into imational violenae agaiuat the aurplion, and thvanygh 
thal pervortod modinm to poison their minds with files dons of 
tho King’s intentions. Mrom Sandorxan’a contomparary hia ory, 
wo dorivo tho following: quaint and vivounitantinl deseription af 
tho style of a debate Cub was in fuet prognant with the tute of 
England, ‘Phe first that opposed this act was tha Lord Lou- 
don, a bold young man ofa brokon extate, hutely came from 
gohool (their college) and a Mastor of Aris, A deft Lord he 
was, who missing of the Court to vivilize hin atudies, must neuda 
want morality Co being him foanmnors, and bebe besides of a 
cavilling oonteudicory mifnre, nothings wonld seo to sim so 
positivo in roayon aa his own opinion; and therafora now, aa 
heretofore at xohool, ho mygnod with hia diatinetions- -dupdiol 
quevstion’ non potest dari una responsio; ita cat xia proboy ~and 
aftor hid ayllogisming in thia kind ho sity down witha challonge, 
respond, perge, ge, pang, "ie Wing told him the ordura 
of the house, nob bo déspede Chore, int to give lita vale, gece on 
net whiol Todo’ anid ho, Saeaetiedy and an eet down ina, 
amu’; yo (he Wing hed tho major voles agirmativd, Loudon 
atands tyr aad qtoationall the rogiser, xeaia cha calealation 
with groat contest before the King vould carey ite 

Ghivlos appears to have been cungyed aad ievitated, and avan 
to have alfordord alias (o faction hy not vopronsinyg hia indig- 
nant foolinga, Only consvions of bois theve appeased by the 
titho-cabal, and aware that they had hold soditiner meetings in 
soordt bofore tho assembling of Parliament, tha King had come 
propared to carry mattors against these turbulent noblos, with 
ahighor hand than prudoneo dictated, expeoially ax it waa not 
in his natuyo oftvotually to anstedn an arbitvary aystom of govorn- 
mont, upou any determined ov aleudy views of hia own, Tuah- 
worth dovlaros, that, during this stoymy and fantastion! debate,

According 
to Olaxendon, tho King had vomarkod thal at this timo Rothos 
and his party ondoavowred “ to mako thomsolves popular by 
speaking in Payliamont against thoso things whioh wero moat 
gratoful to his Majosty, aud which still passod notwithatanding 
their contradiction, and ho thought « litilo discountonanco upon 
those porsons would oithor auppross that spirit within thom- 
solves, or mako tho poison of it less oporative upon others.” 
That goat historian adds, that of tho Marl of Rothes and othors, 
tho King had tho worst opinion, and purposely withhold, from 
thom any graco by novor speaking to thom, ov tating notiae of 
them in the Cowl. Yot such was their offvontery, and dotor- 
mination to attain thoiy onds, that “ Wwhon tho King was abroad 
in tho fiolds, or passing through villages, when tho groatost 
orowds of peoplo flocked to seo him, those mon awould stilt bo 
nent him, and ontortain him with somo dixvourso wid ploasunt 
rolations, which tho King’s gontlo disposition coultl nob avoid, 
and which mado thoso porsons to be gonvrally bolioved to bo 
most acceptable to his Majosty,”"—a charvotoriatio domoanow 
of ambitious domoorney, upon which Clurondon passes tho 
shrowd rofloation, that “ lot the proudyst or most formal man 
resolvo to keop what distance ho will Lowards others, a bold and 
confidont man instantly domolishes thel wholo machine, and 
gets within hin, and oven obligos him to his own lawy of con 
vorsation.” 

Such was the frotion with whom Charles onmo into collision 
in tho Svotch Parliamont of 1638, and lo whose bitter disap. 
poiniment tho King’s prorogativo was saved, for tho timo, by his 
still commanding a majority of that Parliamont against tho

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nising tido of disloyalty and disorder, Dut it was nat morely to 
aoquive a short-lived triumph over the fiolious and turbulent 
thet Oharles nccomplishad Chi momorable propria, Tis objout 
was to score tho parvo and happiness of his aubjeata, no loss 
than to protest hix Crown, Acoordingly, in thin Partinnent, 
hig titho policy waa finally adjusted upon its prevent lucia, and 
at the sane tine ho widded another inestimable benefit to the 
Scotoh people, in the statute for tho endowment of paroshial 
schools, ‘T'hua,”-- auys an oxeollont historian of the Chugh 
in Scolland,~* thua did Charles [confor upon Seotland tave 
of tho grontost boos thet legislative wisilom could devise; ao 
ouring fo tho occlosiastionl hody a permanent though frugal en- 
dowmont; and providing for the poor tho facility of auquiring 
a ohoap and pious eduction.” 

To agitnto Sootland aguinat the King waa now tho groat ob- 
joct of Rothos und hia party, ‘Tho elomonts of royalution wore 
abundant. An arialovravy, somo of whom wore turbdent and 
disloyal by horodilary right, had heon restrained in thoir pawor, 
A olorgy, born of demoerney and fanaticism, worn threatened 
with tho oxtinetion of thuir eefenpord addresses, and the diniin- 
tion of dete powor, under a learned hieravehy,  Seotland was 
swarming with poor pronohors, wha, for the most part wneauth, 
uoloarnod, and unonlightoned, and with filtle hopa of becoming 
bishops, yoo folt their passions and their Inags atroug enough 
to afford them a ohne, when the waters were troubled, of 
ommulating Oe popularity of Knox. Thus there waa ne want of 
matovials for veganizing and loading hwrreation, Brat tho 

“ quostion was, how to combine these xomewhat dixsordant ole- 
monta safely and offoot ually for thy purposes of a elie. 

Without following tho Balnovine redition through its mean 
and misorablo progress to Lronion, it must hore suflloe to onl to 
mind, that, in the year 1684, while tho young Montroso was 
abroad, Low Balmorino was trio, eonvieted, and condemned 
to dio under tho atatutos of loasing-naking against thoSoveroign, 
Oharles pardoned him, ay James had pardonod his futhor. 
“ And now,” says the King, in bia unanswornblo Declaration of 
1639, “ thia samo pardoned Lord Balmorino, being ono of tha

With tho lato of matiors in Seotland of which & nooussnrily 
hasty skotch has beon afforded in thiy chaplor, Montrose had 
nv connootion, Ile was novor a party to potty faction ; nor had 
he any thing whatovor to do with the Titho agitation, ov tho 
Bakworino treason. Bub Lord Nupior, (tho son of tho man who 
had rocently demonstrated to tho satishiotion of protestant 
Europa, that tho Popo was Antichrist, and who could not be 
wrong, as, ab the samo time, ho had discoverad tho Logarttluns,) 
was himsolf ‘strongly imbuod with foolings hostile ub Ieast to 
Episcopal rnlo in tho Stato,“ Gharchmow’s prontnoss” was tho 
bughoar that continually heuntod him, and thore was muol in 
that mattor to justify his dam. To hal no sympathy with 
factions agitation of any kind, Ho ontertainod the highast 
opinion of tho good intentions and moral charactor of the King, 
But to uso tho vory words which Montrose himself uttorod in 
his dying hour, “ Jishops ho oavod not for thom, md novor sought 
to procure tein ndvancomont.” It was from this * guido, philo» 
sophor, and friend,” that om horo imbibed a taint of prosby- 
torian bigotry in his boyhood, and retained ib bo tho ond, *

Montrrose was but twonty-foar years of age, whon ho rotarned 
from his travels in 1686, Bhat the urdent dispositions of the 
youth, whont wo have Cres throughout his boyhood md collage 
lifo, wore svarcaly yolk under tho vontvol of a mataro judgment, 
may bo avaumad. But however hid recoption ab Court was 
likoly to oporate upon @ dixponition suoh aa his, there is tho 
bost authority for rejooting IY Lavaoli’s figures of spoech, that 
“tho elightad and rouvutio hora throw himaalf, in anger and 
dospair, into tho Tanda of the Covenmnters.” ‘Che Covenanters 
thomsolves toll wee totally diflovont story, 

That boay and fentustion! covenanter, Baillie, whoxu lowning 
was Konbor, and whose atind, during the progres of tho 
Troubloa, was ta over-heated masa of vontradiedions, prouanada 
upon tho conduet and motives of Montross, as ho doo upon 
thet of others, without distinelly peroviving the offeot of hia 
oraonlur diote against “the cauau.” TTo assures ua, thal, “ when 
the canniness of Rothes had brought in Montrose to our party, 
his moro then ordinery and ovil pride inade bin vory hard to 
bo guided.” This ix & prognant toxt, Duillie’s facts aro more 
damaging to his friends, than hia opinions aro to his foos. Wo 
thua loarn that om here was drought ix Lo tho party; and that 
this required the canines of Rothes. ‘Chore is no mistaking 
tho moaning. TL required grout pains, and doxtorous manago- 
mont, on the part of tho moat influontial and cunning of the 
original agitators, to indueo Montyoso, young as he was, to join 
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tho faction, or to porsuaide that tassel-gentlo to rufflo hia fonthorg 
ut royalty, Yet tho Cenius of Scotland, “ Jonny Goddos,” had 
delivorod hor judgmont, 2 cathedra, against. lipissopasy, months 
bofore this mereurial young Har] could ovon bo “ brought in.” 
And no soonor had ho struok his flag to the argh-agitator 
Rothes, than tho faction diseoverod, to their disappointment 
and dismay, that tho prizo was “ very haut to ho guided.” Tho 
veal truth is, as wo shall immediately show, ho provod at tho 
very outset, and during tho most factions and. unreasonable 
position in which he over slood, too honest for thair counsels, 


and too humano for choir arms, 


If the tvoo of British liborty arosa ont of tho Seottiah Qovu- 
nant its voots aro in @ dunghillt No oleanly mind ean dive 
into that history, in soarch of trath, without the desire to por. 
form ablutions afterwards. Tho eaéal against tho promulgation 
of tho liturgy, and tho order of Bishops in Svotland, must over 
romain a foul spot in the annals of Scotland, Sot polident 
historians pot the troo of liburty as thoy please, meannoss and 
dishonosty, violonce and injustice, can novor foil bo disgrace tho 
ay, and tho actors. ;

Baillto, 
noyor fully in the confidoneo of tho Rothes clique, was himself, 
in many respocts, doluded and docoived. lis bowildorod eon 
tradfotions, and simplo confossions, sufliciontly indicate the trot, 
But it wes nono of his objovta or desire to oxposo tho enbal, 
Obsorvo hig acvount of tho sinultanvous riots in Glasgow, 

Mr William Annan was appointad by tho Archbishop to 
proach thore, on Thursday, 28th August 1637, lle took for 
his text, * Toxhort that prayers bo uneude for all mon” ‘Tho 
manner in which ho porformod his duty is thus dosoribed by 
Baillie +-—* In tho last half of his sermon, from the malcing of 
prayers ho ran oul upon tho liturgy, aud spake for tho defence 
of it in wholo, aud sundry most plausible parts of il, as well, in 
my poor judgmont, ag any in tho islo of Britain could have done, 
conaidoring all ciroumstuncos, Hosovor, ho mainteined, vo the 
dislike of all, in an whfit timo, that which was hanging in sua 
ponso betwoon tho King and the country, Of his aormon, 
among us in the synod, not @ word; but in tho town, among the 
wonton, a grout din.” ‘Thon ho blurts out this inmovont roe 
mark:—" 1 think, that town's commotion prosnuds moat tvon 
Aly John Bell's vehement distivo of that book.” Awd tho datajla 
ho affords, of this monstrous regimen of women, onlighion us

‘Tho * grand national movemont” requivod aneh impetus 
as this: It was laid upon Mr JTonry Pollools to dead with those

tho Bishops heard thal ho wax came there to join, bhey were 
Fomowhat alighted, buving that esteem of hia parts, Chat they 
thought ib timo Lo prepare fora storm whon he ongayod.” 

At this grand convention, tho ‘Troasuroy, ‘Traquair, ad ono of 
tho privy conneil, “ohallongel their procoodings,” anya Baillio,

apecsh.” Buty ho adds, “ tho Advoonte, after some Httlo dis. 
plonsure at tho Tronsurer for hia motion, resoleed, Wheat vhey 
might moot, in luw, fo chooso conmissionor to Parliamont, to 
oonvontion of antutos, or ay pyrdlia business.” Th war thon 
dotormined to appoint & committon of twelve, representing: as 
many soveral ostatos aa in thoir wikdem Chia convontion saw bt 
that the now constitution should embrace, The iminadiate res 
ward of Montvose’s adherens war hie boty moaned one of four 
noblomon solootod to gompoxe © tho Table” of Gi nobility, Tia 
three coadjutors worn Rothos, Loudon, and hid quondeam hunt 
ing companion ab gollege, Lord Tindany of tho Byres, And 
ono of those choven ta repraxmt the lear barony, was his 
noplow, by marriage with Lard Napio’a olteat daughtor, Sir 
Goorgo Stirling of Keir, Thus originated that rouge of the 
kingdom, fhrotionsly eomposed commitieas, usurping tho whole 
fanolions of government in Beotland. So artfully was tho matter 
managed, uk (o xeom a eonsorvalive aot of the privy-couneil, 
fortiflod by tho logal opinion of the first law ollicor of the orewn. 
Tn vonlity, aa wo Juan from Baillie himself, it was a deliborate 
plan of tho faotion, fo conatiiuto a now and irresponsible govern

Pho constitution of Scotland being thus overlarned, tho 
destruativo party insiantly proceodat to the contrivance of 
thoir momorablo chartor, ‘lho covenant, that bond of fretion 
and bannor of robollion, is inseparablo from (he namo of Mon- 
troso, not only booauso ovontually ho fell a svorilice in tho vain 
attompt to savo hia King and counlzy from its dosoluting offecta, 
but becauso ho was amongst tho foromost to sign it, and, for 
a briof spaco, supportad ib in coungil and onforeed it In tho fidld, 
Wore this bond what somo havo inmayined it to bo, 2 patriotic 
and holy oxprogsion of manimoug feoling in all who signed ity-a 
foeling for the prosoryation of their Religion aud Libortios,-- 
had Qhavlog J, roally ontortained tho determina purpose against 
tho “Indepondenoy” of Scotland, whieh tho Covenant ia by 
somo stppored to hayo mot, thon, howover ilogal in ityalf) and 
thongh leuling to worso ovils than it profoswud fo enre, all who 
signod it in thud good faith and fooling might well bo oxousod, 
Tf Montroxo, who wo shall find only abjured the Gayennnt aftor 
ho distinatly saw that it was mado to serve tho ruinous purposes 
of & revolutionary movomont, had veally signed i vader ob 
sumatanees which nevessarily roquired every Ohristian patriot 
so to do, bis politienl character would bo bhunoloxs, Tt iy to be 
feured, hawover, that the martyr of loyally stands not #0 woll 
exousod in his early ovreor, Uo appoars to have talon that 
stop, ag inany others did, with but orude and confuaod ideas of 
its propricty, ‘Tho host clerival historians of tho Qhuruh of 
Sootiand now admit, or but feably veil the fact, that tho Guvo- 
nant, as dishoneatly and impioualy it waa styled, camo recking 
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from tho hothod of faotion, and from the hands of reeldesa un- 
principled politiviana. Hut Montroxo was uaturally as inen- 
pablo of coneoiving fo artful a plot, as ho was of forescoing the 
scopo and tondongy of tho Govonnut at tho timo whon ho algnod 
it Ilo waa nob ono of the intriguors who gontrived that too 
guocessful aohome against osteblishud ordor, Rothes, Lowlon, 
and Balmorino, with thoirlogal domagogno, Archibald Jolmston 
of Warviaton, tnd their clerical apostle Aloxander Tlouderson— 
theso five avo immortalizod as its ablo, though disingontovs 
dovisors, 

Tho schomo of tho Covenant ia woll known, 16 affoetod to 
adopt that Confossion of Tnith ~-lireotod against Popory at a 
timo when the popish plots of Spuin, and a loss onlightoned eva, 
yondorod tho formont moro oxcuaeblo and sinvove—-which King 
Jomos tn his youth had signed along with tho nation, Thera 
was originally added lo this protostant confession a bond or 
obligation for maintonance of the deno voligion, und of tho King's 
porson, Som yours aftorwards, James auporindnend, upon his 
constitution of the churoh, the five artioles of Perth, aud tine, 
with tho acquivseonvo of hid people, extablished that Episeopal 
impavity of vliarch govornmont which was virtually the scheme 
of Knox himsolf. ‘Tho adoption of tho acts of the previous voign, 
as tho charter of Cho insurretion of 163%, was oe trick for the 
perpose of transforving ta the fealion « dolaur of whiatover was 
rospootablo and constitutional in thoas onactmenta, It waa,” 
says tho Jenrnod historian of the Kirk, an“ expediont admirably 
dovisod, tho succoas of which oxeoudod avon thelr own moxt 
sanguing oxpootation.” ‘Tho fivat aim of these poser and place 
hunters, who had progressed from tho titho cabal to tho Bal- 
morino potition, aud from that lo tho Tables, and tho Covenant, 
waa to rool out tho order of bishops from churelt and state. 
While they pretonded, therefore, only to renew, ag a solemn 
form of oxpressing a voligious, patriotic, and loyal feeling, what 
was alrondy the lew, thoy, in point of fact, contemplated tho 
violont abrogation of every vertigo of Mpiscopaey in the island, 
howevor constitutionally ostablishod. Tn the proseention of 
this achomo, thoy at once rendored tho bond for dufonee of tho 
King’s poraon and authority, whivh thoy professed to adopt, a 
dead Lotter, by adding an obligation to defond each other oven 
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against the King himsolf, “ This romarkablo addition,” says, 
our historian “ gavo a now complexion to what was hold forth 
moroly as tho revival of a formor confossion 5 this houd places 
boyond a doubt the determination of those by whom ib was 
framed, 10 dofy avon tho King himeolf in attaining the objoota 
which it was dosignod to svonvo, Yot Lope, his Majosty’s 
Advocate, did’ nol hesitate to give it as his opinion, that it 
contained nothing inconsistont with tho duty of subjects 
fact strikingly ovincing how much tho spirit of fection omn be 
wildor oven tho most vigorous mind ‘Pho obligntion was 
writton and sanctioned, nob by Parliament, nob by mon acting 
in any official capaoity, bub by individuals asyuming tho right 
of deciding upon tho measures of thoi sovervign, and considor 
ing their privato judgmont as a sufliciont warrant for duspising 
his authority.” ‘ 

This iy sovore upon tho * good cause,” coming ay it does from 
tho pon of ono of its most distingttishod advocates, And surely 
the apology, which immodiatoly follows thy condemnation, only 
tonds ta show how indofonsiblo that oanso in reality is, Dy 
Cook proceods to say :—' TL doos not alter the cayo that tho 
anuao was really good ; ib might have deen quily thy reversu ; and 
thoroforo tho vindisation of the Covenant must uot be rostod 
ttpon tho firr-fotchod attompts to rvrunette & with loyally, bub 
upon this great principle, that, whon the onda for whieh, all 
governmont should bo instituted aro dofoulad, thu opyreesed 
havo av cloar right to disrognvd customary forma, wid Lo axsort 
tho privilegegwithout which they would sho coudonmed to the 
degradation and wrotvhnoss of despotian.”! 

Bué unfortunately, this “ growl principle,” - this hospital to 
whieh tho revorond author rofors tho foundation of his ehureh 
aflor having rendovad it raw fiom his seourge, ~is inadequate 
to tho cure, Tho assumptions invelyed in the vague, though 
magniloquent dofoneo, aro quite inenpublo of proof. Noithar 
doos that dofoneo cvinoide with tho virounatantial animadyar- 
sion which it was intonded to noutralize. ‘lo “xevonaile tho 
Covonant with loyalty” is nob tho sole diffioully whieh Dr Gook’s 
previous censure had prosentod to the “ fur-fotdhed attempts” 
of ils champions, Io had avonsod the Covenant, though in

ons for whioh all govermment should bo instituted liad been 
dofoatad, and tho only “ duty of aubjuots” remaining was, thet 
of tho eppresied (nob the Jito/ious) laving a elie sight to diave- 
gard tho principles of the constitution, and to assert dein pre 
vileges ? Gan wo reconcile or apply this vindieution to the ease 
of the Govonant, which, on the very next page of bho stuamo hise 
tory, Dr Coole thas elurotoriges, - ¢ Pho Covenant was, note 
withstanding the oxsentiel alteration in it which has been 
notigud, abil donominatad hy ity formor tithe, a piece af disine 
gonwity which was not necossary (o supporl thy emia, and 
which afforded ity anomios ante grotad for quostioniys tho 
andegnity of Uho sealous men hy whom it was exponsod.” 

So difficult is it Lo dofond the Uovenant 1 Whavver engages 
in tho (nak, ntust do it with a will Ilo must ignore fasts, 
avoid common Konsg, invoke the geniud of Jemy Geddes, and 
flourish hor stool No writer has dono xo moro iinporingly, 
uu, wo vorily bulicve, with more conaoiontions montal inebrioty, 
than the lured author of a Mintory of tho British Papire. 
Tho Govenant, le tolla us, was “A gral ational movement 
againad avbilrary pavor, chil and religious.” 1b was, he saya, 
“not merely w cool assent of tha wndorstunding, but of the 
hourt, hontod to an enthusiaan of which a faint voneption 
only ean bo formad hy thow who havo lived in quit Lines ; 
the Govonant was ombracod with tears of ponitonge for past 
dofection s and shouts of unutieradle joy foy the Lypad-for fits,” 
“snob of buay trotion ani soditions agitation,—but of * revon- 
gilomont with Tvnvon.” 

Yot noither will this hislorian aultor tho Covenant to cscapo 
without “severe roprohonsion.” And why? Not bovausa it 
roused robellion, while professing loyalty, und effeuted a, sooret 
combination against the person and authority of the King, while , | 
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it took God to witness a dotarmination to dofond both, — bub bo- 
oango of its “intolorance towards the Catholic body.” “Mon,” 
adds tho historiographoy royal for Scotland, * who wore thon. 
solves amarting under tho offoets of intolurance, might haye had 
sympathy with tho foclings of thoxe who also adhered i their 
own notions of worshipping their Maker,” Meaning thoreby, 
not the protestant Church of Ungland, whivh the Covenanters go 
intolorantly and invonsistontly aysnilad, but actually the wor. 


ahippors of the Popo !? 


Tho months of Fobruary, Mareh, and April 1688, wore oveu- 
pied ohiofly in obtaining signatures to multiplied coplos of the 
Covenant, writton on shoopshkin, and carried about in thet: 
portmantoaus hy tho agitating noblos, Some wags, woll know- 

' ing tho Aumbug of tho wholo affhiy, eallud it © Tho constolla- 
tion on tho back of Avios.” ‘Tho parson of Rothiomay, who ro 
cords tho wit, further telly us, that © the greater tho mubor 
of tho subsovibors grow, tho moro impurious they wero in exact 
ing subscriptions from othora who vofusod to anbseribo 3 40 that 
by dogveos they praccadad to coutumolios, and oxposing of 
many to injuries and reproavhes; and somo were boaton who 
duvet rofugo, ospecially in grontost cities (as likewise in other 
amallor Lownx), namely, i Edinburgh, Sb Andraws, Gaarow, 
Lanark, and many other places.” This aocount i4 amply von 
firmod by private correrpondence of tha period, whieh will nat 
bo found, oither in tho Goxt oy notes of ony rent eonstitationel 
historians, Brodie, Thulam, and Macundy. The following ox. 
tract is from an original letier prosomved inthe Adynentos' 
Library, from Mr Day id Mitohell, one of the person od ndnistors 
of Edinburgh (afterwards Bishop of Aberdeen), to Dr John 
Lesly, Bishop of Raphoo :— 

“Tho greator part of the kingdom have aubseribod, and the 
reat avo daily subscribing «© Cement, Tt in Cho onth of the 
King's houso, (680, with strange additions; a mutual combing 
tion for rosistaneo of all novatious in voligion, dootring, and 
digciplino, and xiles of worship that have been brought in seo 
thet time; so as, if tho least of the anbsuriborsa bo touched

worth twoponce,——thab all shall conene for Cheir defoneo, and for 
tho oxpulsion of all Papists and advorsuvion, thet th, 7 that will 
not subserthe, out of tho ehurgh and kingdom, aevording to the 
lawa, whereo? an hundved ave ited in the charter, ‘lhia yooa 
onapaco, ‘Cho trae pastors avo brought into Mdinburygh ta ery 
ont against va avodora, and thoy, with am brethion here, My 
Androw Ramsay, My Tonry Polloek, and your whileome iriond 
tho Principal (Adamson), orying out thitb they aro neithor good 
Christiany nor good aubjools (hat do not aubseribo, nay, nor in 
covonant with Goi, have nuulo wa Ko odio that we dare not go 
on the strocts, I havo boon dogged by some gentlumon, aud fol- 
lowod with many minnblod threatenings behind my back, and 
thon, when in xtaivs, awards deanna, and if they hed tha Papiat 
villain, oh? You thank God T am living to aerve God and 
tho King, and tho Uhurch, and your Lordship, Your chief 
(Rothog) is chiof in this business, ‘Thora ix nothing oxpeeted 
hove but olvil war.” 

Thoro avo also progorvod among the munusuripta of tho Ad- 
vooatos’ Library, somo very onions acd amusing lottors written 
in 1688, duving tho coyounnting tumults, by onu signing 
himsolf “ Joan do Maria,” soemingly a foigned nemo; nor has 
the namo of the party addressed been axeortainol, Choy are 
vory long and oivaumatuatial, and ovines in the writer great 
ponotration, spirit, and humour Nathing ean be more com 
plote, in an opintolary form, than “ Jeau dea Maviva” copusd of 
tho aria of insurgonay that begot the Covenant. Te anyy that 
tho King’a baokwardnest to Lake along mbasures ayeinal the 
govenanting combination, * mulcas many doubtfal whothor he 
ba disposad to bronk tho samo, and resent tho wrong which is 
dono him thereby, in m Lyue dogreo or nobs whieh te dhe causa 
that 0 thousand and « thousand we come in within this month, 
and subsoribed tho sume, who othorwise had mdoubtedly stood 
outs” And, “if you know what odd, uncouth and ridicules 
courses thoy uso to drww in ignorant fools, fearful fasarda,

not anbscribed the Govonank, wo in fa good} laking, when aa 
Anaoloné clavoring puppy, whoso wife in a sister of our Shoviff's, 
whoso department for meauy respects T regret moab of any 
man’s in this oonnty, and who qualifies himeolf ay his joint 
commissionor for this shire, dared ho so pert ax to coma down 
to our churoh, and thoro, sooing how fow wero like to conour 
with thom, say, that ho desired dut the wanes af (hose who should 
rofuso to subseribo, with a nolo of thoir worlhsa in moans oy 
othovwiso, and Ze them alono to take order with then” 

Ié is Doctor Johnson who so graphically oxpoxon tho fallnoy 
of that domonstration of national oy publie opmion, which von- 
sists in tho subsoriplions of the million to tho wishos of (he fow, 
“ Namos,” ho saya, “1a onsily colleoted. Ono nan sigus be- 
cause ho hates the Papists; another bacause tb will vox the 
parson; ono becauso ho ia rich s another baaauso hoe is poors 
one to show, that ho is not pfraid 3 and avothor to show that he 
ean write.” Such, on a more oxlonded xealo, and with more 
potent impulses, was tho febricution of tha Covenant. ‘Tho 
grand national movomont, the penitent ambravoy, tho tears, the 
shouts of joy uanticratlo, tho promisad hopes, all that ou hige 
toriographor-voyal haa so imposingly or owded into his beau ddead 
of thas vovahitionary ohator, wis but tho soditions agitation, 
tho falso oxeitoment, tho senavloss olamour, and the lawlosa 
violonoa of ity day. “Tho praayge, however,” continues: tho 
grout moralist, “ ia not always smooth, hese who callagt aan 
tributions to sedition somoatinos apply to a min of highor rant, 
and moro onlightoned mind, who, instead of lending thom his 
namo, calmly roproves thom for being sedneors of the people.” 
Would that, in pursuing tho parallel, wo might olaim this lofty 
position for Montrose, Although not bohind tho sronos of the 
agitation, or aa Baillio himaolf expressos it, in refereneo oven to 
his own exolusion,—" wilhin the eurtain of the aevrub wheels, 
where the liko of mo wity not,—his avdout dinposition was tired, 
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and carried by the arts of insnrgoney, tho oxeitoment of thu oa 
easion, seasonal with emo idigested ideas of bis own as to 
tho besb mode of apposition to * ehnrehinoen’s greatness,” ‘hore 
is ono noblemen, however, in whom Che purlol ia sualeined, 
Tio who, “ iualond of londing: thom his sume, cahnly reprovadt 
thom for boing seducors of the poeple,” was George Cordon, 
Marquis of Lully, ‘Pho collision inte which Montrosy waa 
now brought with Ghat ever loyal nobloman, was ‘tho main cause 
of tho failure of the oumpaign for the monurehy in Scotland, 
and of our hovo's isolation in that desporate curoor of fruitless 
vigtorios, Colonel Robert Monro, a Custavis Adolphus man, 
was spocilly commixsionod by “ the Tables,” to carry tho ove- 
nant to Tluntly, and Lo obtain is signature, ‘Chia freo-apokon 
soldior, who had boon a companion in arma with the Marquis 
abroad, appliod the usu lever of minglod promises and throats, 
Ho was dismissed with Chis momorublo voply,— My Touse,” 
said Ttuntly, “has riven by tho Kings of Suothad. It has over 
stood for thom, and with Chem shall fall. Nov will T quit tho 
peth of my predvoossors, And if the eyent be the ruin of my 
Sovoroign, thon shall the rubbish of his house bury benonth it 
all that belongs Co ming.” 

Thus ib becumo wv grent object with the eevenanting faotion 
to destroy Muntly, and to rovelutionize thosdisteiol over whieh 
hia loyal influones, in eoujunotion willt Che entightortad laaning 
of Abordoon still proyailod, ‘Cho nobleman whone they xoleated 
to accomplish this important oust was MoNtROsL,

Tuav which, on tho vory spot, was nated in the eovenanting 
Lord Advocato’s private Diary a4 an inanerection “ by: the 
womon,” and, in the private corvespondtones of one of tho lounest 
of tho anti-prolatio ministory, nv an attompl on tho part of 
& gorving maids Lo pull down the bishops’ pride,” wan not likely 
to convoy to tho montveh’s ear aie tipression af Uhe voieo of 
Scotland, in any rational senso af tho fern Bab when Chavlea 
was onablod to gathor this meh trom tho disteaetion af his 
comuily fu tho north, Chat the female servants: af Milinbuvgd, 
and those who had placed them in the via, were toa powerful 
for his wholo oxcoutive there, ho howe impressed with tho 
nooogsity of yuieting tho publie mind by tha prosonge oft a yo 
prosontativo. 

Tho nobloman solostod for this important and diMeult task, 
wes tho favourite alvoudy chameferisad, who lad been aaciuped 
of plotling to obtain the crown of Seotiand for hinwelf, ‘This 
chargo against (ho Marquis of TTemillon was ab the linto pore 
omptorily ailenoud hy Oho King, owing Lo his deoply-reoted allude 
tion for his carly playmetos and new, as if to leave hin nat a 
pretext for ingratitude, he it was whom he ghava ai his Com 
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missioner, An anoedoto has alroady beon given illustrative of 
tho charactor of Chis Siulesiman, in his veceplion af Montrase at 
Court. Wo havo also wuticipalod the corroborative atory of 
his “ verbum anpienti” Lo the Tat and othor leaders of the 
faction, whom ho had boon commissionad to reduge to order. 
Baillio's pragmationl prolonsions to unviddle the Sphyas of the 
roublos, in his correspondence with his confidant, the minister 
at Campvoro, is somewhat mousing s--" Plis Greoo’s cout 
tonanee and gumiage,” snys Baillie, * was so courtoons, tad his 
privalo speeches 80 fax, Uhh wo wero in good hopos for somo 
days to obtain wl our desires!’ A tow months aftorwards, the 
same chronioley, iv his nesount of tho memorable Assembly of 
1688, favow's ws wilh this portrait, of Uho Gonunissionor =" 1 
take the man to bo of a sharp, realy, solid, clear wily—of a 
brave and mestovly oxpvession, loud, distingt, slow, full, yat 
gonoiso, modest, vourtly, yet stmplo wand natural languago. It 
the King havo many such men he ix a woll served princo. My 
thoughts of the man were hard cand base. But a day or two's 
audionco wrought on my mind a great change towards him, 
whioh yot remains, anid over will, GIL his doods bo notoriously 
evil” Tu tho following your, however, ab the treaty of Ber« 
wie, wo find him again ab fault in hia atlompts to fethom tho 
favourites Tho Maryuis’s ways wore so dmbigous that no 
man tnderstood hin, only hin absolute power with tha King was oll 
thoro oloarly svon,” 

Tho voyel Connnissioner--whoxo oonduah i6 ia necessary to 
koup in view throughout this story, in ordor to approaiate that 
of Montvase- laying: manygud mattars in Scothud sa ay to 
antisty the luadors of the Covenant thet they had tho bull ab their 
fool, roturnod in the month of Fuly 1688, to report progress to 
hig Majosty, and to obtain instrnalions as to tho demand for an 
Assombly and Parliamont. In tho interval, the Covenanters 
wore mont anxious Lo bring ander subjection tho loyalists in tho 
north, that when Tuuilton rotwnod it might bo avid thet the 
wholo of Scotland, by one spontancots mova of patriotic fool- 
ing, had como within tho palo of the Govonmnt, Montrose upon 
this ovvasion was tho leador, not of a warlike expodition, but 
rathoy of « bund of itinerant agitators, duking advantage of a 
vaottion at tho main seone of action, fo stir up disafuetion in 
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quiet districts; and, by threatening tho veaspeat able aul harvangu- 
ing the vulgay, to eroate (bet faleo esoitement which lil ae 
cooded so woll olaowhere. ‘Thore oan bo little dowht, however, 
that Rothos, sll the loader of tho revels, oyanized (he scheme, 
and influonaod his proselyto in the conduat of it. ‘This appoars 
from the tome of a letter, whieh tho fommenr addrossed to hia 
cousin, Patriok Loslio, of Abordvou, dated Path duly (698, 
announcing tho advent of Montrose and his party 5 and tho 
patronizing phraso by which ho recommends to thoir aubmissive 
deference, his nomines and mivsionary, svoma an involuntary 
tribute to the nalnval characteristies of or hero. After urging 
the Covonant upon tho good Lown, asa wril inspired, lo vesiat 
which would ba bub a fighting against the high God,” Rothes, 
adds there pointed insteuetions: “Do ye all the good yo ean 
in that town, and in the country about, -yo will not roport it~ 
and attond my Lord Montrose, who tee noble and true hearted 
eavalion”

of Aberdoon, Corlain contemptuous roonsants, who oeeupied 
the loatls of an adjoining building, “ with libtle civility,” a4 ano- 
ther contemporary records, throw wyvaven into the crowd of 
thoiv convention, while thay wero at sermon, whial was ill taken 
by all disereot mon.”?

This expedition ia uot worthy of more particulae netioe in 
tho life of Montrose, Suflies tt tamention, Gut he returned te 
Hdinburgh in (he month of Angust 188, with the conquest of 
gomo ogtivosal sigunbures to (he Govonant, tho most worthless 
laurel ho ever gainod. The Doster of Aberdeen had title 
more whoreon, Co plume themselves. “Ploy renmined in easy 
possession of a fiokt of argument, lorruing, and common sense, 
trumphing ovor such antagonist: as Tondorson, Diokson, and 


Cant, 


Montroae was just in dime to meet Tumilton on his return 
from Gourt. ‘Tho King hed fount something of tha nature of 
tho reghnon of wonten in Syotland. Uo had beeome aware of 
the (notion of sneh ladies na (he Marquia’s mother and Lady 
Pitsligo, ‘The favourito found that hie bad ventured too fi, ar

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cited bishops (o admit ministers, T anaworod how Udid it, in 
yespdet thoy had thon both tho koys in their hands; but now 
they wantod ono of them, which was tho chiofost, viz. Assembly, 
And thon ho foll out in those disdainful words, ‘Yo are over 
perl, that daro have rospoct Lo any veta of your rebellions Ass, 
-gombly, aooing his Majesty disoharges them to sil, undor pain 
‘of twoason.” And with this he flew away.” ! 

Taleing along with Buillio’s indignation at what ho calls thig 
prolate’s dmpudenco, for proposing to favo his veéusora, and to 
justify himsolf, thal score letlor of instructions to Avelibald 
Johnston, alrondy quoted, in whieh this vory bishop ix marked out 
for assault, if nol murder, should he dave to appory on tho sivoots, 
it sooms to bo proved boyond quostion, that all tho most zealous 
Covenantors cousidorod that the destruction of the Mpiscopal 
dlorgy must bo offected per faa cat nofus, nul Lhat tho precepts 
of Obristianity, aud tho golden rulos and principles of ovidenco, 
wero hy no moans to entor into theiv dofinition of  rightoous 
proacoding.” Tho Jottor alluded Lo, which is dated immediately 
before tho mooting of tho vory Assembly that waa to try tho 
bishops, is most material to tho morits of Uhat anomelous court 
of justice, It proves, that although theso prelatos woro sum. 
monod to tho bar of the Assombly, and excommninigatod for de-

Montroso had no dnd in this peeuliay modo of promoting 
tho cause of Roligion and Liberty, Buvit is tho luast favourable 
civoumatanee in tho history of his onreor, thal, being a mombor 
of an Assembly to which this avoret machinery belonged, he was, 
moro or lows, sommitiod to all thoir puddic procoudings, To had

bishops should bo excluded from the constitution ef the Ghivelt 
of Seolland, and that tho original Goyonant af King Jinx 
should bo vonowod and maintained to Chet oountry for over, 
But he tool no part in the forms of prooess or rales af evidence 
that wore oubragod in those pracaadings.

Monrrosn no longor found linwself at home in tho oaatlo of 
Kinnaird, Thoro he had spent hin honoysnoon, and the frst 
three yours of his marriad lift. "There, too, ho war still repro. 
sentod by his boyiah portrait, But ho was now ab high fond 
with hia fathor-in-elaw, the Marloef Southed: who, asa pry 
soungillor, still joined in feeble tnd worse thin useless mieaatyes 
for supporting tho royal authavity. A owutions and worldly-wigo 
man, ho was never greatly committed cither to ono side ov other, 
during tho vivil war. So he contrived to live through ik, littl 
wouto off than uncomfortable, and to dio in iis bod, long: after 
the iMlvatvions husband of his daughter, Mra Magdalene Gave 
nogiv, was hanged,  Somotine bolore that lragody ogaurred, wo 
{ind Southoat in tolerable favor with the covenanting govorn- 
mont, during ils most vicious ona. Ab Cho present carly stage 
of tho robollion, however, ho stands in publin aud fiereo opposl- 
tion to his son-in-law, now distinguished as “a noble end true 
hearlod cavalior,” tho champion of the Covenant! Wa have soon 
how thoir war of words © terrified” (ho Assombly that destroyed 
tho Bishops, a convention surely not easily alarmed, and oorlainly 
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ashamed of nothing. ‘Chis was in the close of the your 1638, 
At tho commoneyment of the your following, anothor collision 
ovemrud botwoon them, of tho sumo personal charactor, whoroin 
our horo is discovered vory noarly at tho culminating point of 
hia short but sharp oereor of rebollious libovalism, Tfuntly 
would not be “brought in.” Aberdoon would not bow the kneo 
to Baal. Both must be compelled ; and tho peaceful and woll- 
ordorod christinn community of the north of Scotland veduced 
por foreo, to that ungainly model which Archibald Johnston of 
Warriston had fashionod to tho tasto of Rothes, the Lord 
Advogato, the Apostles of tho Oovenant, and Jonny Geddes. 
Montroso was again soloctod to accomplish this sine gua non of 
tho movumont. 

Upon the first of Pobruary 1689, eccompaniod by tho Karl of 
Kinghorn, his brother Lyou of Auldbar, and saveral othora gf 
tho covenanting fretion, our here came to Lorfar, tho head 
burgh of tho shiro of Angus, and thore, by direction of tho 
Tables, hold a conmnittco within the Volbooth of tho town, In 
opposition to these intruders came tho Warl of Southosk, Lord 
Ogilvy, tho Master of Spynio, tho Constublo of Dundeo, and * 
sundry other loyalists, ‘Cho committoo required thom to sub- 
seribo tho latost edition of tho Covenant, containing the unqua- 
liflod abjuration of Mpisoopacy, as unlawlul in itsolf; but having 
roooived tho indignant roply thoy probably anticipated, Mone 
troso and his friends procouded to their chiof business, which 
was Lo provido tho sinows of war, by stenting or apportioning tho” 
finanoial burden of it upon tho landholdors within tho shixo. 
* Southosk,” suys honost Spalding, ® spoived (inquired) by whab 
authority thoy woro thus stonting the King’s leidges? Montrose, 
boing his son-in-law, auswored, their waxrant was from the 
Lablo, requiring him algo, and tho rest that wore thore, to num- 
bor thoir mon, and havo thom well armed, and in readiness to 
sonour and agsixé the ‘Table. Southosk answerad, thoy were all 
tho King’s mon, subject to his sorvico, but to no Table nor 
subjoot sitting thoreat, and that thoir lands wore not subjeot to 
bo atentod, nor thoiy mon numborod, but at the King’s com- 
inand and in his service, and so they took their departure, 
leaving Montroso and tho rest silting slill in tho tolbooth of 
Forfar, at thoir committou.” 
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At this sumo timo intelligongo was brought to Iuntly that 
Montroxo and his committen wors to hold a mooting at'Cuvvoff, 
aomarkot-Lown about eloyen mailer eastward of Theatly's aaatle 
of Strathbogio, and that thoir object was to join in a grand 
conoluyo with the northorn Covonantuen, shiotly composod of the 
Vorboses, Trasors, Koitha, and Grichtona, Vuntly Wan alronit« 
oualy advised, by Ogilvy of Banit, to muator his followers at the 
aamo placo, on thy sumo day, to operate aaa chek upon tho 
Covonanters, Montroso was informed of this roxoliution, but 
tho offoct upon his ardent and cuterpricing disposition was tho 
royorso of what had baon expected.  Montroxo,” says Jamos 
Cordon, “ was veady at a call, and,—hoing dosivons to show 
himself aa active in his chargo aa ho had boon vomarkable for 
countonaneing protostations, and tho Gonoval Assombly of Glog 
gov, and palling down tho organs of the ebupel royal of Toly- 
voodhouse, in tho King’s Palaoo, the ammer and wintor pat,» 
with such of tho cavalry of the Monrna and Angus wontry ag 
wore noavost or readioxt, or most zeulous ta the aoryice, ho fies 
over tho Grampian hilla with all gpeod possible, searco over 
sloeping or veating Lill ha gol to Purvedl, weaompaniod with tho 
numbor of near two hundred gallant geutlomen, having fivab nob 
noglosted to bid tho Forbosus and Iragom, and all whom tho 
shortnoss of tho timo could pormit thom to convene, to be thore 
timeously upon tho day appointed, whieh Uhay failed not to doe" 
By moana of thid foveod wareh, the (vai indiowtion of that mili 
tary goniua which so groully distingntishiod him in a botter 
exnao, Montroso roaohod ‘Turret! bofure Tuntly arrived, and 
mustoring with his own followers aud frionda who bad joined 
him, to tho numbor, saya Spalding, of “ ofght hundred well- 
horaod, well-armed pentlemen, dni foot, toget hav with butt conte, 
awords, corslols, jnoks, piatols, carbines, hagbuls, and other 
wenpons,-- thoy took into the town of Turreff, and bnsked (ar 
rvangod) very advantageously Choir mualots round about tho 
dyhex of tho kirk-yard, and sab within tho teivk Ghereos, anal ag 
woro of the conmiitten, viz, Moutroso, Kingharn, Ogapor, L'vazor, 
wid Porbes.” 

No sooner wore thoy thus establisho, than tho van of Huntly’s 
army arrived; but finding tho village so formidally ocoupiod, 
these drow olf to the folds in the neighbourhood. ‘Che reyal 
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Liontonant was acoompaniod by v host of * gontlomon and others, 
about 2500, all monntad on horse, though all the horao nos fib for 
sorvive, nov all tho mon fit to sorve on horse.” or his council 
of war ho had hig gallant sons, tho Lovds Gordon and Aboyna, 
who, with the loynl lninds, Drum, Bani, Gight, Haddo, Pitfod- 
dels, foveran, Nowtoun, and Oday, argod thoir commander to 
fall on tho Govenantors ab ones, aud orush rebellion on its first 
appearance, In reply to Lhoir apirited rorsoning, ho could only 
answor, thal hia orders wero not to fight; und, taking aside 
tho pringipal noblomon and yontlemon of his train, ho satisfied 
them of the discouraging fot, by showing tho instructions he 
had vecotved from tho King through (Tamilton, 

Meanwhilo tho Marl of Minlator, who aceompaniod Tuntly, 
but, as allogod by tho contemporary chroniclors, with little 


stomach for fighting, of his own accord passed over to Mon: 


troso, to doprovato a collision, ‘Tho latter sent back this 
mossngo, that ho and his followers hid no intention of brenk- 
ing tho publio peace, or of molosting any ono, but would not 
submit to injury, if thoy could help it; adding, that, if Huntly 
and his frignds had business to tranaavt in tho town of Turroff, 
thoy might hetake Chomsolvos to any part of it except that oo 
oupiol by tho Vovenantors, So onded a mocting from which 
much was oxpoctad and little camo to pass. ‘Tho ehiof of the 
Gordons broke up his rendozvons bofore aungot, and sont tho 
most of his own Sollowors back bo Strathbogie, under tha com> 
mand of his decom son, tho Viscount of Aboyno, diveating hig 
own course towards [orglon, the house of Ogilvy af Bantl, ao« 
companiod by Lovd Gordon, and the brave barons whoo blood 
was up in vain. ‘hoy dashod their steeds through the villago 
of Turvolf, riding under tho walls of tho kivk-yard, and within 
two pikes’ Iongth of Moutvoso and his monacing comrades, 
But not a word was interehangod, and no salutation, or sign of 
gourtoay, passed betweon the loyal Gordon and the eovonant- 
jag Graham, Huillio,~-projudiced, and ill informed as to the | 
motives and springs of notion that rogulaled tho conduot of * 
many whom ho revords,--whon vojoising, with fanatical excite. 
mont, ovor tho sufferings of the north, spoakes of [funtly ag ono 
whose cowardice had botrayed the party that relied npon him. 
Ta Franco, howaver, where that nebleman was bettor known, 
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tho rumour of this rondozvous took it shape from the Yoptttve 
tion ho had acquired in a land of chivalry. “ This ia that moat. 
ing,” says Jamon Cordon, after narrating wheal wo have moro 
shortly noticed, * whieh aftorwards was hnown under tho name 
of tho first raid of Purref, to distinguish ib from a voncontye 
that foll ont thoyo in May following, that your (1689), botwixe 
Thuntly’s followers and Choir neighbours, the Covenantors of the 
shires of Aberdcon and Bunt 1 was looked upon aa an aotion 
on JTuntly’s part, whose dopth or myabory fow ox none could 
diyo into. Vot fimo, that ix uo nigeard in how reports, when 
it came tho longth of Paria, mado it pays thore, in the Parisian 
gazotto, under no loss a notion than the alega and taking of the 
great town of Lurraf, in Scotland, by tha Marquina of Mantly— 
whom Franco know botter than they know Turvolt, having soon 
him somo few years before amongal the avmios of tho most 
Christian King, commander of tho company of the Seottish 
gendarmes, which company is the second of Mrango, in tho sor. 
vioo against Lorrain and Alaatin, whore likewiao his two oldest 
sons, George Lord Gordon, and Samos Viscount of Aboyna, past 
thoir appronticoships in tho sohool of Mars.” 

Tho good town of Aberdaun, oxpocting i visit from Montroaa, 
had placed thomuolyos in a most formidablo posture of dofence, 
But tho day aftor Huntly broke up his array, our horo dixband 
od his own party, and returned soul, where propuradions wera 
to bo mado on a growter sono againal tho alvonghald of loyalty 
and learning, 


Té was now intended to decide the contvoveray hatwoon tho 
Covonnut and the Dootora of Aberdion, by the argument of ine 
fallible arvtillory, and “ tho holy text of pika and gu” UTnmil- 
ton wag playing tho eavda of tho King bowutifally for the Covo« 
nantors; aud a glance ab tho poliay hy whigh he ultorly para 
lizod the loyalty of the north, is neccessary in order to ihnstrate 
tho now hostile position of Thuitly and Montvoss, lo thet 
policy may be tread the rain of tho King's aflvivs in Sootlaud, 
and the oventinl failure of Chase desperate efforts in support of 
tho Throne, which ovo long were immortalizing Che grentust of 
the Grahams, af a tine when the soured and lrokon-sphited 
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Tdoutonant af the North, onco tho gayest of the * gay Gordons,” 
was non est inventus, 

The Covonantors well know that so long as LIuntly was strong 
ja tho north, thoy could not vente to make hed against tho 
King on the bordora. Ionoo tho voyul Commissioner's atton- 
tion to that quarter was anxiously watched by thom. In the 
lottor of 13th duly 1688, addressed hy Rothes lo Patriok Tosly 
of Aberdoon, as alyoady quoted, ho reports, with ovident salis- 
faction, Uhut “ Uuntly was but alighted by tho Comuissionor, 
and not of his Privy Goungil.” lo ought to havo been talon 
to his bosom. Lollowing ont tho contrary systom, ITamilton, 
whoso dosiro was to chook in tho bud overy pretension to com- 
peto with himeolf in ruling tho destinies of Scotland and tho 
King, voports Thuntly to his mastor in torms of porploxing 
doubt, and vory oquivocal praiso, Jn ono of tho ovaftiost lottors 
ever penned, in which ho passos tho Seottish poors in voviow 
boforo tho King with such colouring aa best suilod his object, 
ho spouts of Juntly ina manner calsulatod Lo inspiro no con- 
fidonco oither in his loyally or his powor, ‘Tho best way,” ho 
says, * that for tho presout I can think on to mako somo hoad 
for your Majosty, ia to appoint tho Marquis of Huntly in tho 
north your Majosty’s Lionlonant, with full powor to him to 
raise such and so many mon as ho shall think oonvoniont for tho 
dofunco of the gountry.”  "Yot in tho very sume letter, the wily 
fovourite rondord this ndyieo ullorly nngatory by what lollows 
“Tho Marquis of Huntly is wf nown to me, moro than in gono= 
vals but mach misdikod is ho here- yot not the worso for that— 
traduoed to be nob only popishly inolined, but oven a diroot 
Ronn Catholio; nay, thoy spuro not to Lax him with porsoual 
foulia: But howevor, thia Tam sure of, since my coming here ho 
hath proved a faithful servant to you, aud [am confident will 
bo of groator uso when your Majesty shall tako army in your 
hand.” But the charnetor of tho most loyal man in Scotland, 
and of the greatest following in tho north, was not permitted to 
rest hove, fia subsequont part of his letter ho adda,—* Tho 
Marquis of UWuntly cortainly may be trnsted by you, but whethor 
Jitly or no 1 ccinot say.” 

Whon in a series of politionl portraits thus cunningly sketch- 
ed, TTamilton adda +" Though vert dell £ hate this place (Scot- 
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land), if you think me worthy of any employmont, T shall not 
weary till tho government bo ngain sot right, and thou I will 
forsyeax this country,”°—ib ia impoxsible Lo doubt that hig gol. 
fish objoot was still to prexorve his oxolusive influcnco aver éhe 
King, and tho affairs of Svotland. Suoh was tho oflbet, wt loaat, 
of his lottor ; for by the roturn of post his Majosty veptiod > 
“ Tlammron—L have sont beck this honest bearer both foy 
aafoty of my lotters, and fo easy mio from Jongth of writing ; 
thoreforo, in @ word, ) Uhank you for your full and alow dig. 
patel, totally agrooing with you in every point, as woll in the 
characters of men, wx in tho way you have se? down bo vednao thom 
to obodioneo ; only tho time whon Lo begin Lo vet is considerable, 
Yo this ond [havo fully instructed tho bourer with tho state of 
mny propavations, that you may govern my business neaordingly, 
You havo given mo such good antisfaclion that Z mean aot to 
pué cay other in the chief trast in these afitiva but yourself” 
Undor thevo futel anspicos, Huntly was nominally investod 
with tho Hontenuney of tho north, and with authority to raigo 
his own lovies for (ho King’s sorvieo, Mont reasonably had ho 
roquived that, dong with hid commission, there should be sont 
to him from Moglind tyo or tires thous mon, and aon for 
fivo thousand moro, as ho was in daily oxpootiution of a hoatile 
visit from Montrow. Upon tho 26th of dianury (689, Sir 
Thomas Burnet of Leys, keen Covontuttor, though attached 
to Lho houso of Hunly, came to tho Marquis, and ina tetondly 
mannor told him that the Pablos at Mdiuburgh lad diregtod a 
connnittee be publish tio aeta ef the last Asgembily at tho 
mariob-srows of Abordoon, aul also to visit the College of Old 
Aberteon, and © repair the faults thereof Upon Tnntly's 
oxproasing some disapprolation of this plan, as contaary te the 
King’s anthority, and the peacu of the country, Six Mhomas re- 
pliod,— My Lord, | four those things: will be douo with an 
anny? fi vain the gatlant Huntly took up his wbode in Aber 
doon—his person guarded night and day by four-nnd-twonty 
gentlemen of rude mid condition, raid, from thonso onat many 
8 longing lool: to the aea-port for hia promised auscours from 
Koghnd. Tho comission [luutly veeviver,- “tho aid of men 
was promiged,-~but nothing ene to hin, after much oxpeotie 
tion, but nyma for three thousand foot and a hundred horso, 
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which camo not to him till that yoar in March, and wore sent 
npon tho ohargos of Dr Morton, Bishop of Durham. Ax for 
the soldiovs who should havo landod at Aberdeon, or olsowhero, 
it ig temo that tho King had promisod Uuntly assistanco of men, 
but tho Marquis of Namilton,—-who always looked upou Luntly 
with an ovil eyo, as the omulalor of his greatness, and withal 
was a soorot friond to tho Qovenantors,—dissuadod tho King 
from sonding mon, wluging for his roason that, if tho King did 
go, ib would tum all the burden of the war upon tho King. 
Lfow truly this was said I loave to the readers, Ono thing 
corlainly is yo, that, by this counsel, the King’s hopos that ho 
had conooived from his friends in Scotland wore blastods; for 
tho noblomon and Highlanders, who stood for tho King in Scot- 
land, promised their conourrenco npon that oxpress condition, 
that they might havo a considerable numbor of trained soldiova 
to join with; who nover appearing, somo of thoso who had un- 
dortalon to do mush for tho King, oither could not, or mado’ 
that thoiv protoxt why they would not stiv, It was by this 
meand thab Huntly was ongayod in a manner alone, and neces 
sitated to Jay down his arma, and vendor himsolf in March fol- 
lowing |"? 

But Memilton was not vontontod with leaving Tuntly to his 
own rosources ab this evitieal junatoro, ‘Pho King wrote to tho 
Jntler that ho, Uuntly, muat receive wll his commends from 
Hamilton; and tho instrustiona whish, through this channel, 
Tluntly did reosive wore, lo remain ad much ag possible on tho 
dofonaivo, and to risk uo hostilities. Thus all the loyalty of tho 
north became worso than usoloss, and tho gallant and onergotio 
proparations, whieh had boon mado by the Aberdoniana in do- 
fonco of Ghoiy Religion, their Libortios, nnd their King, only 
brought sovevor porsovution upon thowselves,

It was mitbsoquontly mado publio by Lord Uardwick in hia valuable collcotion of

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‘Tho momentary glaring on oach obler wb Turroll, irvitrtad 
tho chiof of tho Gordons and tho ohiof of tho Grahans lo active 
operations for a hostilo onoountor, Huntly aL oxposled the

and advortisud the Coyonantors be-north the river Spoy, such 
as bolonged to Muay, Ross, Sulhorkand, Caithness, to be rowdy 
to join him, if neod should ho. 

For moro than a twolvenonth past, and ero the Wing hed 
boon lod by Hanuilton fo contomplate (he nooossity of an appoal 
to arma, (ho finto ab Edinburgh had boon aeavatly proparing 
for civil war, by calloeting: amunuition, piles, aud ather affon 
sive weapons, and ontiving homo, from moreenary campaigns on 
tho continont, their war and woathor-Loaten dountyynion, who 
had gorvod tho very best apprenticuship for tho purposus of tho 
faction, Ib was nob morely tho amilitary oxpovionco of such 
officors that would ronda thom moro efligiont Chan oven Mon 
troso, as the protonded defense of Religion and Libertios bo 
came doveloped in its offwnsive form of a faatiows voballion. 
Tho infovior mad professional afats of these merconuriod, gua 
yantood the eutso from the fatal offeet of sively among noblo» 
men, whose roletive alaiiisg (3 camminand eauld nos hive buon so 
cuaily adjusted, Moveaver,--an iivelaally airountataned to the 
eoventiting avmay ~ it was the prinsiple of mercenary xervio to 
attond rather to tho profit that might be gained in the profes.

espoused, ho woll known Siv dames Tener (who beeanio & 
sovonanting soldier for a short tine, simply becuse, whon in 
seareh of service, hu happened to Kumble upon thoir army), 
inakos this confession ju hia amusing memoirs, that ho himgell 
was ono who “ had awallowed, without showing, in Gormany, a 
vory dangorons maxim, which military men there too mnoh fol- 
low, which was, that so we serve our mastors honestly, it ip ne 
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matter what master wo aorve.” Lb happoned, accordingly, that 
tho Gorman wars had trained up a gonoral who in overy respoet 
was most anitod for tho purposos of the “ primo Coyenantors.” 
Dut thia colobrated charactor must be introduced in tho worda 
of tho dramatic Spalding,

Thus the * caminess” af Rothos did moro for tho cause, by 
oatobing Folt-Marshal Loslio, his Mxeollence, than could pos- 
sibly havo beon offeclod by any other moana, Having thas on 
tored into contract wilh his ohiof against hia Soyervign, tho 
vetovan morconery, fall of talout, exporiones, and uilitary re. 
sources, bent his whole enovgies to tho fulftinont of that von. 
tract, and tho adtainmons of his own reward, whieh he then 
little dveamt was to bo an Maddon from the King himsolf ! 
As yot invostod with no partioniny command, ho continually ant 
ab their ‘Tables, Uto mainapring of theiv military moyomonts, 
and, by his indofuligahlo and wellupplicd oxertions, not only 
put thort in possession of tho Caatle of Mdinburgh (whieh Ma. 
milton had Toft. newrly dofonasle), and tho ather strongholds 
of tho kingdom, but raied and organized an army sufliciontly 
formidably to mareh to tho borders against tho royal standard, 

‘At this evisix, ib booatme of gront importaneo to crush tho 
offorty of Huntly in the north before the King's foreos veashod 
Scotland, a4 a vigorous diversion ageasionod by the voyaliats in 
that quarter, would bo moro than the Govenantors sould woll 
sope with in addition fo inwasion by land and ava, Bot the samo 


Colonel Aloxandor Hainilton, mentlonod bofere, p12. 
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avil gonins of Charlos, who infused Lho malorials of corlain failuro 
into tho voy expodition, took ofvetual moasnros to provent 
tho officionoy of tho nobloman ho had binsolf recommended to 
tho Houtonanoy of the north, And, if wo muy trust tho yooord 
of a contemporary clergyman, it was not morely hy withholding 
from Luntly tho moans to aot with vigour that TLunilton in- 
guvod his discomfituro, Lo is suid agtually to havo wrilton a 
soorol luttor to the Covonantoys, which ho contrived to convoy 
to thom conconlod within a pistol, and “kick privule advica 
was to curd their northorn onenies, or to expect no quarter from 
the King.” 

Montrogo was now formally inveslod with tho title of Go- 
noral commauding in chief for tho Govonantors, in this their 
first decidedly hostile oxpedition, Wo was followed by tho 
cavalry of tho Moarns, Angus, ind part of Perthshire, and other 
distriota to the north of tho river orth. Levies of foot were 
also drawn from thoxo vountics, trainod, rogimontod, and put 
undor exporioncad officors, summonod from abroad for that 
purpord, and plecod at the command of Montrose, Eis whole 
foroo, recording to tho ostimato by James Gordon, did not at first 
oxcooil to thous horse and foot. ‘Tho anxioty of the faction 
for the success of this oxpodition is ovineud by tho fact, that, 
in the quality of his slid/udent, and instoad of the threo apostles, 
thore way added to his councils no loss a porsonego than “ Volt 
Marshall Toslio, hia Mxcullenco, inferior Lo nono but to tho King 
of Swodon.”  Juntly was woll aware of this gathoring storm, 
but all tho aid and oncourayoment ho xocvived from Lfamilton 
woro inatrustions to gain dolays, and risk no blood; and though, 
aurroundod by gulant henrts liko his own, continually-urging 
him to vigorous hostilities, tho nobloman who had distinguished 
himeolf in fuiror fiolds of chivalry than tho kirk-militant was 
likely 0 produce, was compelled to pload his positive ordoys 
from tho King, in opposition to tho manifest intorests of the 
royal causo, Under thogo cirounstances, Iuntly thought him- 
solf compellad to treat, And hero the contemporary account 
wo havo so froquontly quoted acquires additional authenticity

Tn tho month of March 1099 Montyoso arrived at his own 


houso of Old Montrose, to propre for his expedition, At thig 
timo various nogotiations passed befwoon hin and Munily, whe 


was at Abordoon, ‘These wero scondudtod by Gordon of Stralogh, 


and other Iuarned and vemarkible loyalists, most anxioug to 
prosorvo tho perso of tho realm. Suddenly, however, and whilo 
these negotiations wore in train, the eampaizn was rondorod 
onsy for the Gonoral of the Covenant, by tho tnoxpestod regrent 
of tho royal Lioutonant, Tt appenrs fo have beon in string 
compliance with his orders from Unmmilion, that, to the dis 
appoindmont and digguat of miny of his gallant followers, Tluntly 
dismissod a portion of his army, and revived fo Ma own house 
of Strathbogio, whore he Look up a defensive position with tho 
foroos ho roteinod about his person! This votroab enabled tho 
northorn Covonantors, wilh the Lord Byrazor aud the Maater of 
Worbos at their hoad, to march without molostation to Abordoen, 
thoro to join Montraan, who ontored il, “ with a aeui, ofdi, vidi,” 
on Saturday 80(h March 10304 By his sido there appeared tho 
votoran of many a dosperate field in the land of hatdes, Woll had 
Rothos catorod for rohullion, whon ho “ ook hol” of Aloxandor 
Leslio, Montroso was instructed to give impligil attontion to 
tho advioo of this exporioncad louder, and to eonsidor him ag 
his mnilitary tutor, Mvon the Jofty and imperiona Montvoao aub- 
mitied, ib geome, to this arrangement,“ Wo wore feared,” gays 
Baillio, in his happiest: manner, “ Chat enmlation among our 
nobles might have done Juv when they ahold bo met in tho 
fold; but such was Cho widont ant anthovity af thet oft, Little, 
orooked soldion, tat all, with un inovedilde aubminion trem. the 
hoginuing to tho ond, gave aver themselves to bo guided by

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him, ag if he had boon groat Solyman, Cortainly, tho obedience 
of our noblemen to that mun’s ndvico was as great as their for- 
beors (fovofithors) wont to bo fo their King's command; yob 
that was the man’s undorstuiding of our Sools linnones, that 
gavo oul, not only to tha nobles, bub fo very moun gentlemon, 
his directions in a vory homely and simplo form, as if they had 
boon bub tho advieos of their neighbour and companion.” And 
thig crooked familiar, who now so ominously graced Montrose’s 
sido, was ho who had been greatly honowed by Gustavus Adol- 
phus, his instrnetor in buttlo, But Leaslio dogradod hinaulf too * 
long undor tho lontless bannor of the Covenant, and oven Tornt 
dw run away Loo soon; for this samo liltlo old fighting Montov 
was in full flight, at the head of “ all his cavallivie,” from the 
battle of Maraton-moor, some twouly miles homewards, whon 
ovortaleen by tho news that tho day was their own. 

Again disuppointod of battle, ow’ here consoled himself with 
tho triumph of a military parade. Vfunily had a fiunily of ton 
chiklven, some of them very young, and all loyal to tho last and 
amaillest joint, ‘Tho lind announced theiv determination to 
aupport the Throne, by mounting in their hata and caps a ribbon 
of a bright ved colour, which thoy denominated tho royal 
ribbon.” Tho grave Mentor of tho young Covonanting com 
meandor was no ways dixposed to regerd this playful domon- 
alration of loyally as worthy of antagonism, Montrose, how. 
over, who throughout hia oureor in arma, displayod an intuitive 
Inowledgo of the bext modes, tn all entorgoncies, of enlisting the 
sympathies, and gaining the alloctious of his followers, mado 
the most of this apparently trifling incident, Ifo decorated 
ovory nan of his host with a blue ribbon, and dubhod44 “ the 
Covonantor’s ribbon!” Tle now eommandod an organized 
arrey in arn, of six Lhousand foot and horse, “ ow or nono 
of this wholo army,” says Spalding, “ wanted (wore without) 
wv blue ribbon img abont his ernig (neok) down under his loft 
arm, which (hoy called the Govenantor’s ribbon.” The parson 
of Rothiomay also notiees tho incident and with somo tough of 
Yoontompt, which may bo forgiven in respect of tho characteristic 
glimpso il affords of omr hero, whoso real triumphs wero yot 
tocomo, ‘ Ab this limo, likewise, the Covenantors began to 
wear and tale for their coloura blue ribbons, which they carried 
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about thom* soarfways, oras some orders of Inighthadd wouy ’ 
thor ribbons, Zhis 2as Montross whinsio. To thoxo wibbons, 
ordinarly, tho cavalry did append thelr apaimoss for their fire. 
looks, and tho foot had thom stnek up in bunchos in thoir blyg 
caps; which doyioe scemed so plausible that, whon tho uiny 
marched dowards the border some short (ina awllerwardas, many of 
the goniry throw away their hats, aud woul! varry nothing but 
bonnots, and bunches of blue ribbons, ov panueshes, thoyoin; 
dospight tho Wnglish, who disdainfully called thom bluu-capa, 
and jockics,” 

Thus haa “ tho whimsies” of Montroue vendors tho blue 
bonnot, and “ bunch af blag vibbons,” famens in story and in 
song, And many tt loyal and gallant heart has beat high te 
tho strain of blue bounety over the border,” without knowing 
why or whorofore, 

Tho flight of Lunily changed the progress of Monlyosa into 
a military fale. Tlo marehod down Deo side, ut tho head of « 
woll appointed army of horse snl foot, colon’ flying, Grumpota 
blowing, drums beating, displaying, in short, Cho enthusiasm of 
unfloshod troopa, who had beon just assured of vielory without 
a blow, With all the pomp and eiremustanca of war, they 
marohed into the good town of Abordeon, at ton in (ho morning 
of Saturday, tho 80th of Maeh 1089, Chay ontored at tho 
Over-Kirkyato Port, and ao marohed down through tho Droad 
gato, tho Unstloguto, and the dastion Port, until thoy reached 
tho Queen's Links, ‘hoy oarriod with thon a plontifnl supply of 
provisions of thoir awn, and not more heartily and lasurioualy 
at tho pie nies of Orwafied?) did our hie enjoy himself, than 
now upon the Tinks of Abmideen, in his now anpacity of a 
irhimphant commander, [lo wat mrvonndadt hy a distinguishad 
atafl, armed tiko himyoll to the teeth, and glad in bul souts and 
ombroidorod Daldviex, to whieh was addodt tho vonspicnous 
twhimacy of the bluo vihbou, Ure thik impostag array, at tho 
lowest computation aia thousand strong, wore mustered 5 aud 
tho fixst ordor issued by the Conoral, inatoad of boing that for 
which the Govonanting preaghors incussnatly longad—* bum 
the town of Abordyen”~~was onu more congonial to hiv own dis 
position, and tho proxont humour of his followors—" Go to

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broakfoat.” Bat wo must give if in tho graphio words of Spald- 
ing -~* Muator boing mado, all mon wore conmanded by sound 
of tsumpet, in Uonoral Montrose’s nano, to go to bread fast, oithor 
jn tho links, or iu tho town, Tho Genoral himsett, the noblos, 
onptaina and comunndors, for {he most part, avi down on the 
inka; and, of their own provision, with a scrote (maplein) on 
thoiv Ineo, look breakfast.” 

Tho nativos of Abordeon were onvbled to enjoy this sovial yot 
alarming sight, with little inixtnre of Lerror, owing to a humane 
mogango tranamitlod by our hero to tho nuthorities on tho pre- 
vious day, and which wo find thus duly rocorded of its date, 
29th Maroh, in tho Aberdoon ‘Tewn Uouneil vocords + 'Tho 
Ravt of Montrose dtd oxpross, that his inbeuded voyage to Ahov- 
doon is only for porforming tho appointment of tho lute Goneral 
Assombly, avoording ns it hath beon dono in other placos, and 
in no way to do Unto snudlost wrong or injury to any (as perhaps 
is supposod), nor uso tho mennost yiolones, oxeopt in so fur as 
his Lordship and his iovdahip's followers shall be nocossitated 
for tholr own safety, antl their cause, In rospeot of tho whieh 
diligeneo, uaod by tho magistrates and council in divoeling con 
mmigsionors Lo the said Marl of Montrose, and of tho said Karl 
his answor forosaid, givon to the snids cunmissionors, tho Lown 
doolardd that they aro contont to reovive tho noblemen and 
thoiy followors, and to harbour them after the most commodi- 
oud inannor thoy cans and dosivos tho magistrtos lo givo ordox, 
owoh builie through his own quertor, for that efloat, and for far 
nishing compotont lodgings tuto thom, auch as the town can 
afford,” 

Montroso at this dejound, probably ovon move hilariort? than 
his broalfagta and suppers with the gold tufts of Adaa Alater, 
was aurvoundod by many wrong-hoaded nobles, and barons of 
note, from tho counties in whieh his influenco provailod. By 
his sido, napkin on knoo, sat the little ordoked old morecnary of 
an hundrod fights, his illustrious Adjutant, Jticld Marshal Leslio, 
his Excolloney! With those wore, the Marl Marischal, the

gentleman tmmediately procorded to Che quartors af Montyogo, 
whom he found disposed Co treat; aud tho vesnl, was that he 
aud Huntly, each devouranied by eloveu of their friends, mot a 
fow days afterwards, in tho vieinity of tho Covenuntors oun, 
Lords Oliphant aud Aboy ne aevompaniod Huntly, Lords Hecho 
and Qoupor, Montrose, ‘They wore aenod only with walling.

that helonged to ther, Choy sareying Uemnaclvos poaecably, and 
aol of thom as would subseribe the Govonmi, as thoy wore 
invited. 40 it, Ko Lhoy wore content to lot them advise upon it, 
and not to be hasty with thom; and lTuntly was content to re- 
slain nono who wero willing to luke tho oath of vovertuitt, Tho 
diffeulty only remained for siveh as were Papiste, and so not liko 
to subscriby the Covenant, how thoy should bo scoured ; as also 

“whut assurnieo might bo oxpectod from thon, ‘To this purposo 
thore waa a midds fallon upon with al sueh, that thoy aliould 
bo dahon undar protection, Lhey subscribing a declaration of their 
willingness Lo concur with the Govonanters in maintaining: tho

This proves that Montrose wae finbuod with no bigoted or 
fanatic) teolings with regard Co the Covenant itself, und is con. 
sistent with the fret, That, when he sonsidored the libertios of 
{ho country no longer fy draysor from (he Rig’ ndviders, ho 
rofusod to follow any farther the coyenanting movements 

Whon Unntly ariivert ab Teverury, he Chore perceived many 
of his own private and personal enemies, amone the Horhoses 
and razors, aad inunediately hoeme seusible Claus every ate - 
tompt would be made on Chote port Co fidied Montrase to res 
gard him mere unfavourably than he dud hitherta dene, and 
porhaps to dofain bin prisomer. ‘Top prom fo enter dite cons 
voraation hbnsell on the subject, le commissioned his frond 
Stroch to cell the Mach to beeon hin puard ayatinet Cho pro 
judiond Connsels ho world veouive from these individuals, against 
the King’s Tiettenant, Gordon necordingly watohod his oppor. 
tunity, and. finding Moatroxe alone in hia Cont, diverged hin 
solf of his confidential mission, mul Cold him Chat if au attempt 
word nuule to take Dintly doth with them aaa prisoner, tho 
aountey would not do quietly sulin to the outrage as his onemies 
imagined, Montrose replied, tat very probably (hexo people 
bore [hintly ne good will, and that, indwod, he know ax uneh

To 
which Montrogo nuswergd, “ T shal do my utmost for Tunatly’s 
satisfaction,”-—anl with this ansvor, suys Jumos Gordon, who 
narrates the above, his father was dismissed s nov, ho udds, did 
Montrose “fail of tho porformanco of hia promiso; for that 
night, oftor Huntly had subseribed the paper agrood upon, 
Montrose was conten that ho should return porceably to his 
own house, whieh ho did accordingly, uob without tho great 
miscontont of those who woukl have had him detained.” 
Taving thus dixenssod Huntly, Montrose broke up his ounip 
at Invertry, and marehod back ta Abordeon, On tho mareh 
twolvo Uightundors, some of Argyle’s “ aneainy trewasmen,” 
came to Montrose with this mossage from thoir master, that ho 
had orderod a regimont, fivo huudved atvong, of his own mon, 
fully oyuipped in tho TGyhland fashion, tovolliy their dutiful 
sorvious. Our here, who probably wishod Argylo’s Tighlandorg 
any whero but with hin, rofamnod a courteous mswor, and issttad 
ovdora for this aecossion of forse not to onlor Aberdeen, which 
waa sufficiontly burdened already, but to boke up their quarters 
upon the vieh lauds of the Lnairds of Drum and Pilfoddela, a 
modo of mauling a campaign pay itself, whieh “ Iolt Marshal 
Lealio, his Kxcollones,” had Joarnt from tho King of Swedon, 
and now taught thom in Sootland, Accordingly, says Spalding, 
“ tho gontlomen votuenod Lo their Highland company with those 
directions, which thoy toot in good part, und lived royally upon

On tho 9th of April, Montrosu was joinod at Abordeon by 
the Harls of Murray and Seaforth, the Master of Lovat, and 
othors, with about three hundred hors, woll nvmed, to oflor thofe 
assistanco in tho field, or in council, Accordingly, wbout this 
timo, a grand conelavo, or commiftoe, was hold for rome days, 
jn which the state of the north, and the position in which tho 
Marquis of TLuntly had just boon placed, was eagorly dixoussod, 
Tt appoars thet his enomios woro not salisfiod with the mannoy 
in which ho had boon treated hy Montrose ; and tho deolarg. 
tion of tho lattor lo Suralooh, that ho hid no coutrel ovor the 
eoungils of his affairs, and was ovorborne in gommiltae, now bee 
omno vorified. Ilunily boing again requostod to meot the Coyo- 
nantors, reluctantly complied, upon vecciving axsurance from 
Montrose, and tho othor leaders, thal lio would not be dotained 
prisoner, No soonor had ho mvived, however, than tho Hoy. 
bosog and razors, and move espocially Oviehton af Trondraught, 
his sworn foo, began to urge hia detention in tho mosh veho- 
mont manner, and tho rosull was very diserodifuble to tho party 
thal effected it, Various obligations aud new terns wore ale 
Lomptod to be impesod upon Thuntly, who indignantly domanded 
that tho bond of maintonnneo ho lil signed at Laverury should, 
in tho firs inslaneo, be returned, Tho papor being immudiatoly 
dolivored to hin bo then asked, & Whether will yo fukn ino 
south wilh you ada caplive, ov ahall } go voluntarily? Mon 
tyoso promptly answered, Mako your ehoiee” Thor,” auld 
tho odhar, “VU will nob go ay a captive, but as a voliteor." 
Montoith, whono History of tho'Pronbles waa writton in Mronch, 
and printed at Paris in the year (661, alates positively, thet 
whon Uuntly made his appearance, udor promigo of safety, ab 
Aberdoon, “ immadiatoly they gonmunced to solicit: Montrose 
nob to snftey him to romain in his own country, whatover pros 
rio le lad mada him Co the contrary, al althoagh Montvese 
opposol thom to his vluost (eppasast do tout gon pounotr) to 
provent thoir breaking tho parolo that had ben given, never 
theless hia single authority being tnanfliciont te provent it, 
Tfuntly and his oldest don were wurriod prisoners to Cie Castle 
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of Adinburgh, from whonce they wore nob liboretud till the 
poavo of Borwiok.” Both Wishart and Guthrie oxenornte 
Montrose, bub avo neilhor preciso nor aeearato in tho tow de 
tails thoy alford, in which they apporr too much projudicad 
againat Tlmitly, Bron all tho aecounts, howovor, it is obvious 
that this disereditable procoeding was not tho polivy of Mon- 
troso, and had beon currind inte oxcoulion contrary to his vor 
monstranco and plauw, Tndeod, whon acting for himself, ho 
had actually dismiavod Uuntly upon tho moxt fiwourable Lerma 
Tho wholo condust of Montrose upon this oocnsion was tome 
porod with gonorosily and forbearanad, sontrary nol only to the 
wishog aud conduot of the chiots who accompaniod him, and 
controlled his actions, but to the expectations and instructions 
of tho Tables, and oven of somo of tho most temporate of the 
covonanting clorgy. ‘That such an army as ho commanded, in 
thoso rude aud oxcited times, should have violowily and wasto- 
fully luxuriated in thoir frao quarters, upon tho estates of the 
loyaliaty, coma but tho inevitable consequence of suelh an exper 
dition, Bub it is worthy of vonnek, that both Spalding and 
Jamos Gordon, partisans of Thunily, so ta from imputing wie 
nocossary soveritios to Montrose, bow toxstimony lo hia gents 
vous forbearance under vory difiowll cbromustances, Whon, for 
inalanco, ho leant that Argyle’s five hundred yoluntoors, whom 
ho had quavlored in Ute country for tho sake of the town, wore 
oppressing tho Jands of Divan and Pilfoddels, he commandad 
thom to mareh to Abordoon, They outorad novordingly, on 
Thursday, LOth of April £639, in ordor of battle, their bagpipos 


'Tuutly, In his spivliod soply to the noblamen, gentlenton, aud mintators who, 
on tho part of tho Covonmilara, ayo tint the optlon of joining them, orpelag con- 
fined in Hdinburgh Castle, notieos thus gouerally the manuer [In whielt lo had beon 
outrappad t- Yo be your pritonor id by much Cho Jess disploasing to mo that my 
ncousntion is for nothing olde Dut loyalty, and that J hive beon brought Into this 
ontnto by sok eafedr nieces, ne can wover bo made appent honomablo in thows who 
used thom.”

lodgings which had boon prepared for them, with peremptory 
orders ns to their poaceable demeanour, And so voniplotely 
had he brought these dreaded chy mores ander Kone dogvao of 
discipline, that the town of Abordeon, which had oxpdoted 
nothing Jods ab Uheiv hands than fire amd avard, presented thom 
with five hundred morks inmoney, when they marched out with

Wr havo now arriyod at Chat peviad of Montyose's caroor, 
whon hig military capavitios enme to bo moro deoiduidly tested. 
Tho part hitherto assigned to him had heen suecosstully pers 
formed; and vertainly with less injury fo his chavnoter than 
might have been expostod, considering Cho ature of Uho mise 
siona, and who omployod him. Military dintation and pageantry, 
howovor, waa nll thet na yet had signalised his profession of 
ama, Cho wilventure of lodging the Marquis of Tumtly in tho 
enatlo of Mdinburgh, waa ea most important vest for the oye 
nonting faation, But it had bent aeemnplichod arte, net maria, 
Tha avent Crow the layalixta of the worth inte a state of gront 
oxitement, aud eased aut inmiodiate work for our here of 
another deveription, Vhe eaphaa of thei chief had east tho 
Gordons, and their grout following, all abroad, ina stinging 
humour liko a dethroned hives ead, bait for the drag upon the 
whools of their oxasporutod Toynlty, so treaeborously imposed 
by Tlamilton, their efforts would not have been in vain, and 
might, iudood, ave changed tho wholu agpeot of the King’s 
affairs, ‘Che civeumatanees which enabled Montrose to gain 
his only sorious battle as a rebel conmander, must now be 


shortly nerraied, 
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On or about tho 19th of April 1639, only olovon yonys bofore 
his martyrdom in @ betler cause, ho retuned to Mdinburgh 
with his noble eaptives, and his somowhedt oquivocal lauvols. 
Dord Gordon had desired Lo accompany his father, ‘ho second 
gon, Viscount Abayne, a youth botwoon oightoon and ninoteon 
yoars of ago, had boon pormitted to return homo from tho amy 
in Abordeon, upon tho plon of procuring money and ofher noses 
gariog for his kidnapped parent, But tho young Viseount was

Hike barons thoro, upon tho obvious consideration that tho 
Tfouso of TTuntly should not bo loft without a roprusentative, 
nor the royalists without a alandard, heir ouly other hopo 
was in eo still youngor scion, Lord Lowis Gordon, gallant onough 
in all conscienco, but a moro schoolboy, and of go wild a diapo- 
sition, that upon ono oevasion ho had stolon tho fumily jowols, 
and mado off to Tolland, 

Moanwhilo Iamiltow’s confidential suggestions to tho King, 
in the Jottor wo havo alroady quoted! framed so as Lo bo cortain 
of adoption, had boon brought to a practical issuo, ‘his ruin- 
ous ministor was appointed Lo command an oapedition against 
Scotland by soa, while thy King hinmolf marched to tho borders, 
On tho lat of May 1639, ho avvivod in tho Mirth of Morth, with 
an armamont of ninotoon snil, haying on bowrd five thousand 
soldiors, various munitions of war, wid. an oxbravagant supply of 
monoy, whieh ho noyor failed to oxtracl {vom fia mastor’s im-

“ton, in Edinburgh, at tho vory timo, and so little onconragod by 
him, and so coldly voooived, that tho arch agitator, Rothes, 
writes in great gleo to his cousin, Patrick Loslio in Abordoon, 
thet tho Marquis of Huntly “ was but alighted by tho Commis- 
stonor, and wot of his privy-council.” 

Thon follons his anxious bespoaking for himself the chiof 
command of this invasion of Scotland ; minglod too with thoso 
excorations ‘againsl his niulivo country that wore obviously 
intended to woigh in tho King’s mind against the public 
impoachmont, from which tho favourite was nover cloared, for 
having oncouragod, or winked at a dosign in his own favour upon 
tho Orown of Scotland. Appoint me, ho says, to conduct this 
military subjugation of Scotland, and [ shall not weary till all 
bo vight: “And éhen,” ho adda, “I will forswear this country 
noxt Jit T hato this place. T have now only this ono suit to 
your Mojosly, that my sons, if thoy live, bo bred in England—~ 
I wish my daughtors bo nover marriod in Scotland.” 

Why was tho King’s poekot not picked of this lettor, as it 
was of unexooptionablo missives of loyally from Montrose, by 
tho hands of IImnilton’s covonanting tools? Vhis anathema 
meranatha novor reachod tho cars of tho Vovonantors. Like many 
othor such yaluablo soureos of tho veal (ruth of times past, it 
has novor ontored tho broad web of constitutional history, the 
grand maroh of philosophy teavhing by examples. When the 
Tlamilion papers eamo, fora private and potty purpose, be- 
iwoen tho oily palms of tho prosporous Burnet, down went tho 
wholo breadth of tho opixcopil thumb upon tho contents of that 
voluminous and tolling report, It is molancholy to compara 
the doteils of it with tho coutomporancons correspondenco of 
Buillio.

baok upon Abordoon, which ho again ontored, on Monday tho 
8d of Juno, by ono of {hose rapid moyomonts go charactoristio

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they brought with thom out of Stanthbogio.”” Such was tho 
position of tho royal ennso, when Aboyne, and Traitor Gun, 
marehod agtinst Montrose, curly in tho month of dime 1639, 
Tt was upon Meriday tho Tih that they conmnonead to mareh 
from Aberdeen towards Angus. Bob inuncilintoly intelligenso 
eyonchod thom thet the omniprosont Montrose had again gatherod 
his forces, and was alrondy at Slonehayen, a his way to do 
them battle. So Aboyne onenmpod that night af Muchalls, 
tho placo of Six ‘Thomas Burnet of Loys, and sont on a party 
of horse to wateh tho motions of tho onomy, whom they dis 
oovorad, strongly ontvonchod boforo Dunotlar, with abonteight 
hundrod foot and horse, two brass doni-cmon, and somo fiold- 
piccos, brought out of Marischal’s stronghold, the gatos of which 
woo open to rocvive thom on w retreat, Montzose, and hia 
noblo condjutor, Ikopt closely within their works al Slonchayon 
all night, without altompting to molest Aboyno’s cayalry, which 
votirned to the main body hefove sunrise, Marly on the morning 
of Saturday, tho loyaliety mearchod forward in tho direotion of 
tho church of Fottoresso, Ul within aamile of Stonchayon, when 
Volonel Guy, in whos hands Aboyno unfortunately had placed 
the command of his any, gave orders to turn off the high road, 
to tho loft hand, upon av heath er moor, whore ho drow thom up 
in battle array. "tho van, conmeunded by Sir John Gordon of 
Tfaddo, was compouod of wv volunteer corps of a hundred gentlo- 
mon, onivasyions, who, for Uhoir onsim, oarriad a handkorehiel 
upon tlanoo, Neat came a vegimont of muskotecrs, oitizang 
of Abordoon, sbout four handved strong. Tn tho rear wore the 
Tlighlandora; and tho cavalry wore disposod on tho flanks, 
Montrose, aware that Stouchayon wad not tenable, fad tmado 
axrangemonts Lo rotrunt into the stronghold of Dunotiar; but, 
it is said, in ordor to gain time to reinforen his troops, ho now 
sont to Aboyno 1 lotter, by way of complimonting challongo,” 
which had tho offect of drawing that young nobleman still nearor 
to Stonohayon, upon a rising ground called tho Mengro-hill, 
whoro his troops wero again arranged in order of battle, but 
complotoly exposed to the firy of Montrose’s artillery. ‘Tho 
young Viscount’s own intoution was to havo marehod directly to 
tho roliof of tho King, withont timing aside to ongago the 
sovonanting Conoral. But ho was overruled by bis military

gonduotor, upon whoxy gouduet the following sovera stytouney 
ocour in the manusoript of Patrick Gordon of Ruthven,

they (Montrovo and Mivischal) had leon woll-stoved of good 
cannon, thoy hud broken and dofeated them all, with tha dovoue: 
ing fury of the cannon only, without the foreo of mon ox arms, 
But it was thoir good fortune, ay God world live il, that tho 
Suomy had but two evrturees, and, through want of skill in thelr 
CM noneor, Kom bully went over thom wv rent way, somo foll 
shoe, and Dut one lighted mauongst them, whoroby somo wero 
hw, and somo alain, iu, nob many. 

Tho account in dames Gordon's manusoript is aubaluntially 
the tame, Lhough i varies in soma purtionlars, Ho says, that 
fot g Tittlo aliemishing, in whieh Aboyne's eavalry wore driven 
back, Montross sont a few cannon bullets mnong Aboyno's brie 
Hkdos, whioh xo nlarmed tho Highhindora that they whooled 

efebout and fled in eontiion, ner over looked belind Chom, 
although Aboyno hiuwell made every exertion fo rally: the 
(rygitives, until Chey renehod a mors about half a nile div 
(ant? “his exsanplo, and tho dudiynation felt by tho troops at

‘Choy led anothasainme frit, wwe lenin for Balle, who thus 
writes tC Ha soon ah Montara Inel turned homewards to die Mearni, a6 ones 
Aboyue and Band, with Colonel Cm, ed xonie athens ofllvers, gather od peent forcos, 
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tha mannor in which thoy wove oxporud by Gun, caurod tho 
whole of tho royal infantry to mutiny, and haaton back 10 
Abordoon, Buta party of horso yomainod firm, and masked 
tho votroat, 60 that Montrose was not aware of tho fulling 
away of the forces opposed to him. Memnwhilo tho Viseount 
dispatchod two of his oflicors Lo Abordoon, who ordorod duns 
to bo boat throngh tho fown, summoning the doxortora instantly 
to roturn to thoiy slandard under tho pains of troason, No 
goonor, howover, wag this proclamation issued, than Aloyno 
himself ontorod the town, on Saturday night, having beon loft 
with sonrcoly troops suiliviont to guard his person. On tho 
morning of tho 15th of dune, tho voyal Houlonant was nf, the 
hond of four thousand foot and horse, “as gillant and roxolute 
and woll-appointod mon,” suysx Jamos Gordon, “ as woro to be 
found in Scotland ;” aud Unis in tho faco of an onemy not above 
oight hundvod alrong, On the morning of tho 16th, ho was bak 
in Abordoon with no movo than six hundred horse, composod 
of tho gallant Govdony, who still ralliod round him, enlroating 
him, howovor, as ho valued tho royal causo, to beware of 
Traitor Gun, Anothor cirowmslanre, also attributed by the 
contomporary historinna lo this worthy, tondod most mutorially 
to the discomfiluve of tho King’s lieuggnant upon this ecasion, 
As thoy woro manavoring now tho eoust, Aboyno’s armed 
vossels wore ordoved to sail ax nem: tho amy aa possible, and 
to koop & prvallel course, But tho only uso whieh Golonol Gun 
mado of tho slips was thiys--ffo sont on hoard, by way of dige 
onoumboring tho troops, ono-half of Aboyno’s artillery, and tho 
groator proportion of his ammunition, at a tino when, as the 
ovont proved, thet avm wan most ossential, Tho result fs thus 
pathotically recorded by the Parson of Rothiomay: “ Thoir 
ships, that wore going along, and appointed to wail upon thom, 
wore forced Lo bear off to soawards, and could nob como near 


‘Abordeon joinod hontily to the party. ‘Chey spoiled Muvisehal’s Innda, and atl ow 
frionds thera, ‘Phoy had dey oured Dindee and all Angua in the thong of thely hope, 
But wt onco Montrose and Marlavtial, moed cadorous and happy gentlemen, gave thom 
gome olhor mattor to do, thongh muel inferioy in number, ‘hoy came to sok thom 
(Montyoso and Mavisehal). Somo gront ordnance wo lind which moved our paity to 
hold olf, whon thoy wore coming on hoping to linve clenn defeat us ; fox thos High- 
lnndors avowod thoy could not ablde dhe nnsket's mother, and so fled in troups ab the

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thom ; nor did they over suo them agnin to this hour; #0 that 
cannon, and ammunition, and tho Uurco ships, all vanished 
togothor.” 

Montrose, with tho prompt onorgy to which ho owed his 4 
future sneeosiey, instantly dotouminod to march oney more 
upon Aberdeon, When within six miles of Ghat doveted town, 
an advanord party of his cavalry oncomlered an equal mmboy 
of tho Gordons, whom Aboyno had dixpetehed to wath the 
motions of the Goyenanters, Boing only seven an oush aida, 
there was somothine haightly and gonruiie in this mneounter, 
wherein tho Gordons wera vietors, Afton several wounda given 
and roceisod, Montreso’s xoven horgemen were dofoauted, and tho 
laird of Powrio, Motheringhame, made ni oner hy Gordon of 
Fouhill, and Ogilvy of Powrie, younger, wounded and taken by 
Nathaniel Gordon, best aud bravest of loyalists, (ho futive com 
panion and follow martyr of Montrose. Aboyno's purty: was 
lod upon this oecasion by tha galluat Colonel dolindon, who 
was moxb ansiony to have retired fo Cho cure with tho 
wholo chivalry of the Gordous, whiel he poised would utterly 
rout tho combined forees of Montrosa and Marisela. 'Phig 
excolloné counsel was oveuilad hy Colonel Gan, 

Aboyno was now ina Cited position, and xo was Aberdoon, 
Although ow hero was on hit ronte to the south when (ho royal 
Tioutonnnt, whose slrongth he ded over estimated, onusod him 
to turn, ho wad not the mien fo omit follow tye np lie blow upon 
awrohortiug enemys, Some moimited seats, seat to wrloh hig 
moyoras, rotuned to fown with the intellieenee Chat he was 
al their helt, ‘Thin waco aluuaming now to tho loyalists, 
who Tnal alioady, upon moro oreasioms (nin one, boo xo doe 
niontly dealt with by Montrow, we to tulueo tho disappointed 
Baillio to evelain, that “all bial been forgiven to thact eaaderal 
vity” Long Iuul those agitating prearhora boon watuhing tho 
horizon for tho purifying thames of 14 coullagration, Long had 
thoy onultingly muounesd, fo use thei own words, that “now 
the ourso was aighting upon Moves, which cama not to tho help 
of tho Lord against tho saighty.” Still he, whe, in the agitation 
of Choir hopes deferred, wae over and anou hauled by them as 
that “ aoblo and teno hearted savalio™ that “ nioxt valorous 
and happy gonlloman”—thal “ gonorous and nobly youth” ~had 


iy 
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disappointod thoir oxpeetations, It was not amiting in battlo 
wit was tho smiling after daltlr, that thoyo ravens of the 
Covonant over looked to; and hitherto that arvest, which a 
fow yours afiorwardy thoy su abundantly vexped, jad failed. 
Tt had failod, as they thontselves daclavad, beens of “ tho 
lonity of Moutioxo in sparing the onemiow houses. And with 
ominous grumbling they yooorded that “ tho disorction of that 
genorong and noble youth was but loo great.” 

But whit amount of disyretion, in other words morvy, would 
ho show now that, for the third time, ho had to compel the 
yoensant city to subiuil to the eovenmnling government, agninss 
the King? ‘Cho inhabitants of Abordoon, upon Uhis ocvasion, 
wore hopeless of his oxcreising thy liko forbearance, Attila waa 
at their gatos, The royal lieutenant was a boy; and in leading —* 
strings of ono of U:uniltows tools, t mereeuary officer whoso 
conduet was synod fo his spor bargain, whaover paid him; 
and who had already so demoaned himgolf, in handling the 
King'y troops, that overy loyalist in the enmp, with tho oxeop 
tion of the younss aud jnexporiencod commander whom ho ruled, 
was moro thant whispering: (hat ho was a traitor,  Uaderw that 
guidance tho smporioy foraes of Aboyne hid melled away, Clone 
oti and Pullibudine, who lawl offered their semices to tho 
King at Nowoustlo, and lad cecordingly acvompaniad (ho young 
Visvount from thence, along with thik distinguished Colonel 
Gun-—for dislinguishod ho was under tha iumorial and eternal 
atar of tho Scotoh moreonaricn, Guativas A dolphus—had retired 
in dingust, whon thoy sw the vounsuly {hab provailed. ‘The 
ships, avtilloy, aul ammunition, hud vanished. Nevortheloss 
Abordgon wis not to fall this tiuo without a struggle. Tho 
young voprosontative of (ho Louse of Thintly was atill with them, 
surrounded by somo hundreds of the Gomlon chivalry. To adopt 
the words of an old ballad, somowhat vogardloxs of rhyme, which 
commomoratos « caxitelly of that sue passago of arms pe

Tho wators of tho Doo had boon vonduved impeasauite by rosont 
rainy, and tho covenanting commander found he eould offeet 9 
passage only by mow of the bridge of Deo, a aliaboly edifieo of 
goven archoy, about two miles distunt from the town. Arwaro 
of tho valuo of tho position, Colonel Johnston had the Angncity 
to fortify this ontrance, by closing the portals of tho Inidgo ng 
tho ond next to tho enemy, and Hning tho bavrioe with turf and 
carth, as woll ax tho rapidity of Montrose’s movomonta would 
allow, Uut ils boat lining was tho Abordeon muskoteors, sup. 
portod as they wore by Ute Gordon horse, along with the fow 
soldiers who yob adhorad to the reyal Lioulenant, Those 
formidablopreparations brought tho vovenanting army to astand, 
Thoy drew up in battle array, upon a rising ground, about ¢ 
quartor of a milo lo tho south of (he bridge, whieh this ominoneo 
commanded, — Lero Montroso planta the fleld-piocos and 
domivcannons, with which ho had rocontly boon battoring tho 
Onsilo of Gight, and the unnsual demonstrations of whogo 
powor had affeotud tho loyal Highlanders as tho first aspoot of 
tho olophant ia said to have seed the Roman soldior 5 an 
invidont alladod to in tho anaiont ballad alvoudy quatud p—

But tho Abordaon burghers were nob to be searod by nolso, 
whon fighting pro aris ¢ forts, Mow eompnnios woro mado to 
oeaupy the bridge, supported in the rear by the oavaley, who 
wore roady Lo shurgo should tho enomy win tho paysage, ‘Chol 
confidoneo was inoreasod, whon they found that tho first twonty 
shots from * tho mothor of tho musket,” wll foll ahort, and only

oceasionod the gay Gordons, who had boon displaying thomsclyos 
too frooly on the banks of tho Doo, to keep further aloof. Tha 
four little brazon cannon, to whieh Colonel Gun had reducod the 
royal artillery, proved lo bo uauloss toys, only fit for firing 
salyos at Gordon castla, Montroga waa letter provided, [Te 
was not even dopondont upon his “ doar Sandio's sloups.” Eo 
had gomo good fiold pivcos from tho casile of Dumottar, besides 
two demi-cannon, carrying a ball of tvonty pound, whieh did 
oxoellont sorvico upon thia oceasion, Tlis cannonade with tho 
fiold~piooos having failed to voach the troops beyond the bridge, 
ho dirgoted with moro offect his battory against tho fortifications, 
and under covor of tho discharge, ordorod out somo partios of 
muskotoors to fall on, and take tho bridge by storm. Thoso 
wore stornly mot by an hundred Aburdonians, whom Johnston 
commanded on tho bridge, fifty at a time sustaining cach assault, 
while tho Gordons kopt thoir ground in tho rear, roady to chargo 
whon nocossary. ‘This woll organisod dofoney hold the assailants 
complotoly ab bay, Some covonanting compauics from Dundeo, 
headed by ono Uaptain Bonar, becoming omulous of the Abor- 
deon citizens, made it a spocial requost {o ho allowed to storm, 
Montrose, who was not likely to rostrain such ardour, bade 
thom talc it in the namo of the Covenant. So at it thoy wont, 
tho litle dumpy carlows covering thoir advance. But so warm 
was tho recoption, and so formidable showad tho oavaliors awall- 
ing thom ab tho othor side of the walor, thal round they wont 
again, followad by shouts of tvitmph and dovision from tho rival 
burghors, And now somo ahrillor orios minglod with the whoop- 
ing of tho brave townamon. ‘This doaporate assault ocourred on 
the 18th of Juno 1689; and as tho hot work Instod from morn- 
ing till sun-down, tho oxhaustion, fatiguo, and anxioty, was no 
loss to thom, than to those who fought on. tho L8th of Juno 1815, 
But, to adopt the phrase of the immortal Jarvio, “ the comforts 
of the Salt Markot” ware somowhat noaror their porsong; and 
many a willing AZaiZy was wt hand, to do thoir bolligoront mastors’ 
bidding. “Nay,” says tho old historian of tho family of Gordon, 
“tia vory romerkablo, that in a short timo tho vory sorvant 
maida got such courage, that nobly thoy brought mont, drink, 
and othor nooessavios to their mastors and rolations that wore 
upon tho bridge, nol regarding the eannon or muskat. balls that

moro dread of tho muskot'y mother than if those lad jnded * 
boon thoiy own water sloups, over whieh many a alormy lyting » 
had ooomred, Tb is pleasant to record, that all the & sorving 
maids” of Seolland were nob of tho trio of Jonny Codey, 
“who first began fo pull down the bishop’ pride,” nor in tho 
pay of his Majesty's Advounty, and tho mathor of hia Majosty's 
primo minister for Seothund, 

Darknoss separated (he combatants. Pho assailants bbe 
vounsked on (ho hill, But while, in the watshor of tho night, 
creature comforts were doubtless beine still administered by 
tho faithful smving-maids to tho defondors of their fiir city, 
and frivor fame, om hero wis wide wwahe.  Cabdag adyantazo 
of the darknoss, he contrived to pliant his two domi-vannon 
eloso to the bridgo; and when tho mesult ane to be renowed 
noxt mornings, ib was mador civemmstiecs more favourable for 
tho assuilants, A few clixeia yes bivst open and aloared aay . 
the portaly, and rade dofoneds, at the southorn extromily of the 
bridge, Colonel Jolmston still animated the defonee, whieh wag 
as obstinalo ay ever. Bul Montrose was uot lo be donied, Ie 
had somo horgo with him, thon quite inadequate Co cope with 
tho Gordons; rm, morvover, the waters of the Deo had go 
vison that fowl thore was nena, Nevertheless, hho ordered dig 
horaonton to display themsolves higher up Che river, as if they 
had discavorod a pussy, and were nhout fe ero, Tho rigo, 
for such it wos, ateaeaded. Colonel Cine advised, indoad om 
dorod—for ho profesot to be eoumtissionod by tho King to 
guido the youny Viseount that the eavalyy should be with 
deawa from thoir advantigeons position near tho bridge, in 
ardor to follow the movement of tho enemys horse up tho river, 
Tn vain was this ordor remonatradad ayninat, and Golonol Chm 
informed that the Doo was inpaaeable without a bridge or a 
boat. Upon this, aul every eecasion when (he merconmy wae 
vontratisted, ho boom as obstinate, though never so honest, 
as Sir Dugald Dalgotty. Te bullied those arowd him, and 
throutonodl to give yp his eommission, and complain to the 
King. Tis ordoy upon this ovension waa fatal te the dofenes 
of Abordoon, As the Gordons displayed themselves on tho 
opposite bank, they eame within range of the coyenanting 
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artillery, and Seton of Pitmeddon, a lowor of that chivalry, 
foll a sacrifico to the false move, 1 To was riding hy tho side of 
Aboyno, when 2 srnnon-ball awopt tho wholo uppor part of his 


body away from tho saddle.

Hero tho old ballad does somo injustico to tho bravo Colonel 
Jolmston, Tlo ib was who manned the bridge of Dec, Major 
Middloton commanding a company under Montroso on the 
othor side, Vo this rough nud ready soldior, who oventually, 
without other merit, beeamo a yory grout man, our horo turned, 
whon ho found the assault still flagging, and ordered a vigorous 
charge upon tho woahoned defendors of the pass. Middleton 
choored them on, exclaiming that tho canon would malo thom 
all avvant cowards, ag thoy could do nothing without them, At 
that instant a shot look tho cornoy of the parapet, laying it in 
ruina, which foll upon Oolonol dohnston, and crushed his Teg. 
With difficulty ho was placed on horseback, and conyoyed inte 
the town, whon tho dofondors of tho bridge gavo way, and fled. 
Traitor Guin improved tho opportunity, Tho Gordon cavalry

wore still in tino, on the retin from thelr Leottoss ovrand, tg, 
charge tho Oovonuntors debouehing in confusion from the now. 
undefondod bridge. Bit Cia raisud tho ory Unt Jolmaton weg 
killed, tho day lost, mul that th was sewers gad pow. ho cavaliors 
with Aboyno oxprostod the highost indignation, and wore jn. 
olinod to disoboy the command. Gordan of Arradoul oxclaimed 
that the Gordons never quitted a finkt af battle without charg. 
ing; and whou (im insisted upon their luoking to thoir own 
anfoly, “ Aradoull, ina groat chate, told him to his favo, ho wag 
a villuin, and an arrant dvaitar, all which Colonel Gun swallowod 
quiotly.” So it in recorded by Jimes Gordon of Rothionay; 
and anothor contemporary, Patriok Cordon of Ruthyen, tolls the 
same story, ‘This affront fram Galan of Avadoul, says tho 
Intlor, “and sundry other alfvonts from others, be, Gun, an 
aworod with silonee, hooping himaelf alwaya upon my Lord 
Aboyno’s lof hand, Crom that tine forth, whoro only progonoe 
wkopt him in acouvity.” ‘Tho vesult was, that Cho Covdon horse, 
throo hundvod atvong, with the royal Lientenant and Colonel 
Gun ab thoir hoad, worl on the ane ta Strallibogio (Cnstle 
Huntly), whilo Montrose took possession of Abordgon, on tho 
ovoning of tho 19th of June 1649,

trogo offeotedt tho passe of Hho Deo, and the vapture of Abor 
oon, with little slaughter, ‘Phe Joss af Tite, on ofthor side, was 
something tndor a acare, af whan Che anly animes al note avo 
Soton of Pitmoddon, of the loyalixta, vata brother of Ramsay 
of Balmain, in tho ranka of the Gavennat. Dnt tha xoldiora of 
tho vieloviots army padsacl (luc li idya ina alata of event axaite 
mond; nov ean thore bea rational doubt, that, apon this occa 
gion, Aberdeen only osvaped desteuetion through tho firmness, 
taat, and hunwnily of Montroxo liniell) Not only lilt he to

dorved fta annals xo fonefully murderous, when Chere was na auch

Baillio, cho Olarondon of the Govonant, reports tho affair to 
“his mohanical rovipiont, Spang, in wild torma of mingled tet. 
umph and rogrot. It ix nob diffivnlt to surmise, on porusing 
that agitutud, and aomowlhrt incohurent bulletin, what would 
havo boon tho fato of the prolatic towns had the “ woot, mook, 
humble, you strong and yohomont spirit,” which ho so vocords in 
his conavited self-portraiture, buen in Uo asvondant thon. ‘Tho 
render will not fail Lo mark tho xssortion of a deliberate resolve 
to have suckod tho towns of Abordoon, orderly,” on tho day 
aftor then: surrender—tho wish being fiuthor Wo tho thought-—~ 
go atrangoly contrasted with tho adimision, that “ tho provont- 
ing morules of God” unexpeotodly intorposod to forbid the 
oruolly, It is put, as if God's attribute of justico had boon 
consignod into tho hands of the kivk-militant, and his atleibuto 
of morey votainod in his own y-- ; 

“ Montroso and Marisvhal, knowing tho dangor not only to 
thoix country but the wholo enuso, if thoy should vithor retire 
or stand, resolyod to po on and fight. ho onomy had fortified 
tho bridgo of Dov, and Jay on tho othor shore under seonoos, 
with thoi: muskets aud horaomen. Wo resolved to havo the 
bridgo on all hazards, 1 was a desporute pieco of sorvico, 
(none moro about, and full of good divaotiona at it, than josuit 
Abernethio), by the playing of the groat ordnango on tho bridge. 
And much ado; for tho perverse vilizons of Abordoen did fight 
vory manfully thal day, At last, with somo slaughtor on both 
sidog, wo won Lhe bridgos—wo pul our cnomy to roul-—~goos for- 
ward that samo night to A berdoon—dodges without in the plolds-— 
boing rosolvod ¢o-morraw Lo have qnolkad it ordorly, that there- 
aftor that town should havo dono our nation 20 more ownbder, 
But, as ib ploasod God to keop ua from all marks of tho lonst 
alloged oruolly from tho first taking up of our arma, so thore 
tho provonting moreios of God did dy (wore manifostod) in a 
special mannov, Mor that samo night, by sea, tho King’s lottors 
of pacification at Dinas wero brought to the town 5 which to- 
morrow early boing presonted to our nobles, mado thom glad 
they had gotton that blessed cord wheroby to bind up thoir 
soldiors’ handa from doing of mischief, whereto that wicked 
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town's just deserviaga had mado them vory bent. For all ay 
aparing, yob that vountry’s medicious disloyalty seoms not to be 
vomoidad.” 

Lonowr: to whom heuae is dio. ‘Nhat whieh alono, under 
Providence, hopt tho Covenanters from wl niarhs of the Toast 
allogod erneliy, from tho first tubing: up oof one arma—and 
Baillio Linwolf is withers-—was Chis reeroatnt wl nnpalatable 
hanity ef the man, whom, when they Ind ceased to bospntter 
him with thoir praise, they abused er (hat bloody Lutoher, 
and viperows brood of Satan, dames Gahan.” Nor had the 
rosolve fo atch Aberdoon, orderly, ei dhe miosvoi, Loy ono ma. 
mont possessed Gho mind of Montyosa. fis vory first measure, 
in tho hour of vietory, way to establish hiv army on the links 
without the own, Some quertorine Chovei, aud military obut 
litions against the inhabitants, i wes impossible to provent, 
THs soldiers seizod, aul bound with eords, forty-vight of the 
silizous who had xo mantilly opposed (hem. Bib thoty wort 
fato was vu vory temporary confinement in tho tolbooth. Low 
ho averted horrors the absences of whieh Baillio contomplatos 
with illdisguisod rogrot, is thoy narrate by Jamos Cordon, | 
tho partizan of Timtly nid Abey ne: 

When Montroso entered Aberdeen, the Tord Marischal, : 
and Lord Muchall (Mrazer), peossod him to burn the town, and: 
urgod him with tho Committoo of (atates’ wareant for that, 
offeet. No answered, that if were best Co advise wight upon 
it, sineo Aberdeon was tho honda of fhe north, and would 
projadivse Chonmolyes by want of it, cf et, So it was talon to 
consideration for (hich night) tid ext day the Huet Marisohal 
and, Lord Muchall came, protest he aloud aputy it, Ie 
answered, ho was dosdroim yo todo, bat durat not, oxeppt thoy 
would bo hig warrant. Whereupon they drew up paper, 
signed with both Choir luunda, deolurinys that they lad hindovod 
it, and promixing to interpone with the Gommitteo of Estates 
for him, Yet tho neat year, whon lo wee made prisoner! and 
auansod, Uhis waa objestod to Montvose, that ho had not burnad’ 
Abordeon, aa ho tind orders from the Committey of Estates, 
Then he produsod Maviashal and Muchall's paper, whieh hardly

That travesty of amicable adjustments between contlisting 
states, which goon by Uto namo of tho Pacilication of Berwiel, 
was thoro signed, by the King and tho Goyonuilors, upon the 
1sth of Juno £689, the very day when tho battle of the Dos 
commenced, Tho intelligence was nade known iu Abordoen 
upon tho morning of tho 20th, Montrose exacted a fine of 
£4000 Seots, to snvo tho town from fire and pillage ;' ordered 
tho imprisonod citizens to bo forthwith released 5 withdvow hig 
army from the vicinity, and then disbanded it in torma of tho 
pacification. Laying Unis so fu fellillod his destiny, tho chief 
of tho Grahams rotived for a while to his own homo and family, 
to await tho progress of oventa, ; 

Traitor Gun carved his fortanes out of the dishonowr of hig 
nema ‘aking advantago of the fortanato erisis, ho hastened 
to ‘Borwiok, whore ho found favour in tho sight of tho King in 
proportion to his fivoue with tho minion, LLamilton know how 
woll ho had dono his part of not pormitting tho reyal lioutonant 
to bo viotovious in Sootlind, ‘Che King was mado to believe 
that ho was a vory champion of tho throne, A littl eontrefamps 
had nearly spoilt all. ‘Tho real chiunpion, soareoly eured of hig 
wounds, auddouly made his appearance also in tho agitated 
circle of the Court. ‘Tho notorioty of tho fret elond eoultt have 
inducod Colonel Jolinston to take tho slop ho did, Ifo publicly 
donounved Grn as a trailor before tho King, and throw down 
his gauntlet. Tho combat was not pormiltod. It was tho 
acono of Lord Rao with Rameny, vopeated on a smallor sealo, 
Tho charactor of Llamillon was again porilod by a loyal and 
ohivalvous challongo, and tho affair had a similar iasuo, Woll 
night Bailho say, sposking of this vory ovisis, “Tho Marquis’s, 
ways wore yot so ambiguous that no man understood him, only

Tho yot more oxtordinury fortinos of anathor havo of the 
Doo may bo hore shortly noted. Major, or Captain Middloton, 
whoso woll timed charge stormed the bridge of Doo whilo tho 
future Gorman baron was running away, was originally a pio 
man in Golonul Tephiin’s regimiont in Mraneo. To nevor age 
complishod a military foab af highar movil,  Morgavar, ho was 
rudo in speooh, and overbearing in his temper, Move soldior- 
ship, good managomant, and goad lugk, raised him to a pinned 
from whieh the grow talents mid uneerupulous allbonlory of 
Lendordalo aenveely auftiowl to diaplioe hint Phin mosh for 
tumate of all tho soldiova of fortine, adhoved lo tha servioo of 
the Qovonant, dong after his quomiam vommnniders, Montroso, 
had goon Cho orrar af bin way, Clo hoenme, bitead, (he ghoutoat 
of tts ‘gonoruly, with tho escoption of Cho twa Loslies, yet novor 
porformod an exploit or structs a blow (hat the trump of fame 
could coho, Dia fooble and Cimesserving oflorts it favour of the 
throne, at the eleventh hewy aro as unworthy of momory aa 
thoy wero wolawa at the tine, ] faving dono everything 
throughout the only military eareor that entitles him oven to 
the nama af a soldier -ta doaerye hanging ab tho hands of 
Oharlos the Eirst, ho was elavated by Charla the Sogond, da 
sonsoyttoncy of his tomporary valua as a reolaimed vebol and 
politionl tool, fo w aeat among (he peers of the vert, in 1640,

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as Earl of Middloton, Lord of Clormont and Motteronimn. So 
famous for nothing, indeod, did ho bosom, that such chroniclers 
ay Law, Kivkton, and Aubvoy, have surrounded his namo with 
an halo of ghost stovies, and inivasnlous fantasios,  Tighland 
seors foretold his fato, whilo yot a yonth; and whon enptive 
aftor tho buttle of Woreostor, the ghost of a friond, or tho dovil, 
appearoil to him‘in prison, vend a lino or two of hig life to como, 
and whon he had done his mossago, gavo a frisk and anid, 


“ Giovanni, Giovanni, "tia very alrange 
In the world to see so sudden a change." 


Well might Satan say so. On the Restoration, Middloton 
was invostod with tho vieoregnl offieo, and reignod King of 
Scotland, till Landerdnlo dethroned him, Tt was his strango 
fato to prosido as such over tho royal pagoant in Wdinburgh 
whioh consignad to hallowed ground tho shrivellod hoad and 
soattoved limbs of tho vory hove ab whoso stirring yoieo of com~ 
mand ho had sprang with his muskotoors agninst tho burghors 
of Abordoon, And when in duo tima it befoll his othor quon- 
dam gommandor, Argyle, Lo perish on tho sealfold, John Mid- 
dleton was the sovereign to whom tho appoal for morey was 
mado, and made in yain. Fb ia sid thet ho oven spurned with 
his foot tho Gonnloss of Caithness on her knees, imploring for 


the lifo of hor father, It was romombored of him, that aftor 


signing tho Govonant, ho raised his right arm, saying, “ that if 
he should over do anything against thet blossod day's work, ho 
wished thal arm might be his doath.”” Whon in digniliod oxilo 
ag Govornoy of Tangiors, “ upon a corlain timo, ho proving a 
young horso, was oust off by him, and in the fall buvb higsolf 
oxocedingly, so that ho sickens and dios of it.” So records tho 
Revorond Mr Robort Law. But in “ God’s Judgmonty against 
Porsooutors,” it is suid Lo have beon a fall down stairs, whoreby 
was brolon tho bono of his right arm, which piorcod his sido ; 
upon which follows tho comment, “ This was tho ond of ono of 
thogo who had brought tho Church of Scotland on hor knoos to 
Prolacy.” And suoh woro tho varied fortunes of him whom the’ 


old ballad thug carolossly notes :—~

Avren tho pacitiontion of Berwick, “those tliat layed peaco,” 
says Biahop Guthrie, were filled with hope that our tronbles 
woro ended; but that wer aoa oheokad hy an accident whivh 
foll out upon tho 2d of duly, and importod that the Govennntory 
mount nob ta sixt theyes tor Chat day tho Tard ‘Trensurvor, with 
my Lord Kimoull andl Genoral Rathven, eouiay ie coach from 
the Casio throngh the igh Strest of (alindush, tha devout 
wins, Who, ab fiest put lite ie the ouce, did now, whon it wag 
in dungor to be buried, restore it again, by invading Olem and 
throwing stones al thom, Phat this breach of the pacitigation

They whe fool iitovestod Ho fa do, are apt fo treat auch con 
femporiy vocords as mere party edlimmy, But the above ia 
most substantially corroborated by Cub thonymons Totter, ad- 
drossud to tha Proonrator of Che Kirk, in whieh it fa recom: 
mondod nowretly Lo organize some auch tumults against the 

+ bishops, “ thet, in a private way, some eourgo may bo taken 
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for thoix torror and disgraco if thoy olfer to show thomaolves 
publicly.” ? Tho prrliculws of this lest commotion aro givon 
by Baillto, in a loiter to Spang, dat od 28th September 168), in 
thoso words!" Tho pooplo of Kdinburgly being provoked by 
tho desolent and friwnphant behaviour of that umhappy spark, 
Aboyno, who-~yol yeohing from our blood in the north, would 
rattle in his opon voach through Lheiy caumey—maido an ongut> 
upon him, and woll near had dono hin violoneo.” Such was tho 
shapo in which ovonts of tho kind woro usually vocorded by this 
author, « Clarendon worthy of the Goyounnt. Mio samo elorgy- 
man who condomns Montrose for nob giving up Aberdoon to 
firo and sword, speaks of tho defoatod Aboyno, who ean seareely 
be suid to havo drawn blovd af all, and whom Praitor Gan had 
inducod to run way, as ono “ reoking from our blood in the 
north,” and justifies Lhe ablompl upon his lifo by what ho calls 
the provoeation to the poople of Mdinburgh, in tho cironmatande 
of his driving in his carringo through their strocts, after all 
patios profosaad to bo rovoneiled by tho pasifieation, Tivon 
tho diary of his Majosty’s Advocate does not confirm tho viow 
which Baillio has tkon of thiy incident, Sir Thomas Tlopo 
statos, thal upon tho Ist of July 1689 thoro was a grout meot- 
ing of tho coungil, at which tho Assombly was indicted for tho 
12th of Angusi; and thet, whon it was proclnimed, tho 
noblomon protested against tho muniyg of Areltbishops and 
Bishops” Inmediatoly follows, and without farthor commont 
— On 8d duly, Wodnosday, was Uno dened? of won in Hdin« 
burgh, who inyaded tho Lord Trousuror, Marl Kinnoull, and 
Lord Abuyno, in their conchas.” 

This Majosty had intended to hold this conciligtory Partie 
mont and Assembly in porson, Marly in July, notos the Adyo- 
onto in his diary, “ thoxo three noblemen, viz. Marl of Dunform- 
line, Jord Lindsay, and Tord Loudon, wont to his Majosty to 
give answor to some articles; bub his Majesty dosired others to 
como to cowl, whoreof tho Marl of Rothos, Marl of Montrose, 
Earl of Lothian, wero those who wont, about tho 18th July, 
and returned to foieh with them the vomainder.”

Imnodiatoly followed the evisin at whieh Montrose bogan 
consistently to eyines thik vespoet Tar Cho sovercign and hia 
prorogetives whieh soon plasad hin ia decitod eppasition Wy 
tho Govontit. 16 would bo an poor defences for him who Iaid 
down -his lito for hia Joyalty, fa any that ho wr altogothar 
wimoved by his interviow at Berwiek with Chaves, whogo 
Kingly provones and noble axpest were uever xo iinposing as 
whon ho was besub by dificultion and danger.) 1t may bo 
eoncodod that he felt his het yen towards his sovereign, 
and that ho doparted from that interview under foolings of 
admivation, minglad with rogrob.

Tho Genoval Asnombly of 1689 mot on tho 12th of August, 
the Haz] of Traquair being comnissionor, Al tho irrational 
accusations confounding Mpiscopacy with Popory, wore now 
move boldly stated and yehomontly proasod, Upon thia ooon- 
sion tho original domands gf the Covenanters wore far oxcocdad, 
Eipiscopacy was formally condomned as a thing unlawful in itsolf, 
and “contrary to tho word of God.” Nob only was King 
Jamos’s ostablishmont of the ohuroh ovortumod, but thoro was 
thon forced upon tho Commissionor, and upon the Privy Coun« 
cil, an ordinanco for imposing the Govonant, which even the

This worthy, howover, was nob condemnaid to his oftwn eum 
indignitate for a long periods Whon ‘Traquair obtained hig 
commission, under tho great weal, to hold tho Scotol Parliae 
mont, which had beet provogued to tho month of duno 1640, 
anothor commission, undor the quarter sonal, was issued to Lord 
Elphinstone, Lovd Napier, tho Lord Justice-Clorl, and tho 
Lord Advocato, authorising apy threo of them to aot in Ura.

ficionoy, as knowing that they bore a zeal to tho cause without

Whilo ib was thus pormittod te the polontate, Argyle, to 
wield tho whole pawer af this unconabitudional Comutittca, al- 
though not niuiol upon it- a position whish asomed to recog 
niso him for Dietator alvendy---Montraga could hy no meuna 
evade an honour whieh was thrast upon him for tho purpose of 
parnlysing hin opposition, Soma loyal uablomon, indead, such 
as tho Marquis of Huntly, and Lord Ogilvy (about this timo 
croatod Warl of Airlie), never haying oven signed the Govenant, 
could say for themselves (hat thoiv loyalty was unquatifiod and 
nncontiuninatod, As (hoe evyont shewed, Uiiut was but an ompty 
boast. Myory nobloman, or distinguished bavon, in Scotland, 
who from tho first took his sland against the domoarntic moves 
ment, and scored lo compromise hia position by a single con- 
cession, boca udlorly nsoloss, Uf he rotired to his own do- 
maing, soonor or later ho was the prey of the fretion, Tf ho flak 
to tho King, as many ef thon dil, his osates wore suized, and 
his family ruined; while Cho fugitive boeume a burden upon the 
distracted and impoverished monareh, as Charles himself patho: 
tiouly complainad. 1f he quitted his eonntzy, the like ruin 
pwrsnod his house, and ho degonoratod into a miserably oxilo. 
Tleneo, oven [Tunily, chief of the most chivalroua following in 
Scotland, and tho highost oxample of unoompromixing, un- 
aworving loyally, was Jot to his country, to his King, and to 
himself. With jist powor enough to presorve his Jife, without 
secking snfuly in undignified fight, tu great Lord of Shuth- 
bogio, and the Por of Cicht, nover showed Dotter than a more 
skulkor, throughout tho wholo of the ‘l'voubles, Lis yory loyalty 
mergod in a morbid jealonay of Montrose, whom oventually he 
precodod to tho seaftold, without having struck a single Ulow, 
in person, for the honour of his honso, or tho standing of the 
throne, ‘This was grinning honour indeed. Lord Airlio, too, 
now advancod in years, had fled to thu King, with clean hands, 
and a most loyal heart. The ruin in whieh his family and fol- 
lowing woro immediately involved, we shall presontly aoe, But 
his oldest son, now Lord Ogilvy, romuinod at homo to faco tho 
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eh ho could not avert; and although rnin oventually fell on 
all, tho gallant co-operation of frther and son with Montrogg, 
alono preseryod tho fame of the Tous of Aivlio, a4 tho horole 
dovotion of Lord Gordon did thet of Thuntly. . 
The position of Montrose was yary dillovont, wid far auporioy, 
Nevor an intriguor for private aud petty purposes, with the 
scoret machinery of the fist rordid outbreak of the Troubles, 
the grovelling incubation af te Covenant, ho lad nothing to do, 


That famous overture of the clerical opov haying boon por 


formod, ho wppoars upon tho seane na the convert of the 
“ canny” Rothos, and ef ono of his own parish ministers, spo- 
cially deputed to “ travail with him to that effet.

dood brought into praction! operation his predisposition to con. 
domn Mpiseopal domination in state allhies, aud state offices, 
Té also promotod the growth of those seeds of diseuntont, and 
suspicion, relative Lo tho alleged intention of tho King to reduce 
his native kingdom fo an fnaignifiennt province, which lad boon 
sown in his hoart by the artful conduct of Hamilton. ‘he go- 
norous soil having heon this worked upon, wo have seon with 
what ardour ho ongaged in Cho enuse; how hix military gontug 
dolighted in tho ocoupation of arma, while the laumanity of his 
heart tomporod tho cruelty of hia insteuations; how his impes 
tuous disposition would brook no obstacle, while his fourless 
and truthful nature openly repudiated the ereoping polivy of 
tho Covonnnt.!

Aud although, when the aealos hogan to fall from his 
oyos, in {ho Parliaments of 1039 and 1640, ib wes impossibly for 
tho Coriolanua of the Covenant abruptly to lveak away from 
thet wiholy alliances, ho never fora moment digguisud his gan 
timonts, or mashed hin position, When, ay wo have seen, 
Charles T. commanded his presenes, after the Parliament of 
1689, ho neither concewlod from the King his desire and inten- 
tion to ho eonsistont in support of tho ational eauso, so long 
as it was juaty nor fram his eoudjutors his determination to 
support the Monarchy, against “tho indireet practising of a

Johnston, and callod an impeachment, Montrose’s writton de 
fenco, preserva in tho archives of his family, Int whieh hag 
nover onteted history, dated at the commeneomont of the year 
1612, conchides with thiy meompromising dofianoo ; ~ 

«'Phon, if there were nothing olao but one only, 10 prove tho 
bagonoss and villany of all Chis lihel, and that there is nothing 
algo in it but abortive lies, dequt by ofd atedice—this wey mora 
than mako it eppowr, that whorans these tao or thre yerrs ago 
thoy havo still had this infamous doxign; ax Lam able to make 
record, by noblomen, gontry, and othora, rmongat tho most 
funons of all this kingdom: and het all mon may be convinced 
to think that libol nothing buta vhapandy of forathought vik 
lany, ib was boldly promisod, eo aay of these partionlurs did fall 
out or orour Whish they make now thie protenae of this imprison 
monty--dhat ny aword should bu taken fram my side before two 
montha passed,” 

Beforo tho aeourronoo of (his nofuriona proxeuution, tho naéure 
and ofteet of which wo shall prosontly have to record, tho vexol 
spixit of (ho future ehampion of the Throne way longing to do- 
part feom tho hopolosy seme of Scotland's ruin and disgrace. 
Aftor tho Goyonantora had evoxsod (ho,Twood in 1640, ho so 
oxpreaged himself lo Colonel Goehyaue, of whom wo shall hear 
movo anon, in a conversation with thet oMieer al Neweastle, “Lhe 
Tar! of Montroso,” says tho Ualonel, “ told mo ho was doairous 
lo follow the wars abroud, and wished the bnsinoss wore aeltled 
at homo, that he might employ his talonta that way.” Te also 
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complained that “ho was & mun envied, and all moans wore 
used to creas him”! 

Such, howoyer, was nob tho dostiny of this dovotid nobloman, 
whose caroor wo have now to follow anhsoquont to tho vising of 


the lawless Parliament of L6L0, 


In fulfiimont of the dutius of his falao position, and under the 
ordora of Gonoral Loslio and the army commilteo, Montrose 
immodiatoly proovaded to levy hia rogimonts, and Lo suppress 
all resistanco on tho part of tho loyal in tho shires of Porth and 
Angus, Iis comnnilteo ov couneil of war was contposed of the 
Lav! of Kinghorn, Lord QGoupor, his own brother-in-law Lord 
Oarnogic, all of whom commanded regimonts of tho kiemili- 
tant, and somo others. hoi chio! opponents in this direution 
word tho loyal Ogilvya of tho braces of Angus, Airlio Castle, 
tho only strana th in tho distviat, had been fortified, and plavod 
in a posturo of defoneo by the Marl, who then wont to soule tho 
King, loaying his son Lord Ogilsy in command. ‘ho Committee 
of Fistates had ordered that all private dwellings, fortifiod or 
capablo of being so, should be raducod, aud deliverod inte the 
hands of Govormnont., Aba great convoration of tho shire of 
Angus, along with Lho covonanting commanders, Montrose waa 
appointod commissionor to trent, in the namo of all tho rest, 
with Lord Ogilvy for tho voudoving of Airlio Quatlo, Tho dia 
iaiot was in @ atnto of gront ongitemont and alarm; but the 
torroy waa nok erouled by Montrose, It had heeoma known 
that Argylo, with a numerou army of hid Uighlaulers, waa 
about to “ taleo order” with this part of Seatland, from the 
bracy of Atholo to tho braesy of Angus; and all tunad to the 
chiof of tho Grahams, ay tho conmuander in whoso hands friondy 
and foos proferrod to bo. Tlo was spovially requested not to 
romove tho rogimonta undor his command out of tho disiriat, 
until Argyle fad passed.

“hikens tho wud baal of Argyle has given a partiontar ace 
aout ol all (he yietnal and poods, either fieuished lo tho amy 
by Qio wader cormicarios, or Calon by the said avny for thot 
miinienaues, or meddlod or intvamiltad with by tho said Karl 
of Ara le, or by any of hia commanders, or by tho army by his 
order and dirgelion, of the goody aid pear of those who wore 
refractory and disabetionts as the parGenlar asaoun, duly 
fitted by Che auditors of (he conmon burdens of this kingdom, 
upon tho dd day of April ket by one, wntd ratified aud approved

Thon follows a sweeping ratiliontion and approval of all these 
deeds and vets, and a eomplote exeneration of Argyle, his heirs 
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and successors, from all question ar pursuit, oriminal ov civil, 
on acgount thoreal; for any violence whatdaaver dono to the 
libovty af the subject, or freadont takon with their proporty, 
houses, or castles ; ov “ for burning of the same, and putting 
of firo thoreinto, ov othorwiys destroying tho same lowsavever; 
or by putting of whatsomever person or persans to torlirs at quer 
tion, ov putting of any person ov persons to dadh, ah any time he 
twist the 18th day of dime T6k0 and tho said second day of 
August next Unerealtor.” 

And this vory neeossury il of indomnity is made to run, not 
morely in tho namo of tho Mstatos of Parliament, bub of & Quer 
Sovorvign Lord,”—-King Gharles,-~against the poreo of whose 
subjoots, tho kuvs of whose veahn, the standing of whose throne, 
and the safety of whase porson, Chis heartless vebol had boon at 
work for fovty-torr diya! Whaover ujoys tho piadresiue, and 
would gratify Uho fooling without a pang of regret, lot him study 
Argylo's Hxonoration, aad po visit the ruins of Gaatle Campbell, 
14 was from the beans of Atholo that Seotlund’s King du sieeta 
had doscondod upon the braces of Angus, Ho boasts that tho 
Bart of Atholo, and the mon of Athole, were brouzht to cons 
formity, and mado fo find enution, and give bonds ad pledges” 
From othor contamporary and nogleetod sources, wo must new 
ilnstrato thet sontoneo, wutor whish lurk ovouta that diveoily 
gomnovl with the whole moteor enreor, and awit destiny of 
Montrodn ; events, foo, which ore tong redieod the power of 
the wily potontaty himself to the dust; tarned into a howling 
wildoruces bis feie and wide-apeond douutins 5 merged the prond 
galloys of his dighonouved shiold in bloods and dextyeyad the 
protonsions and the prostige of tho great olan off Dinrmad for 
over’,

Antronait the powor and artfnl management of Argylo had 
onablod him to obtain tho formal sanetion of the Connnilteo of 
Malatos fo the commission wo have just examined, (here aun bo 
little doubt that ho was tho author of it himself! Various plans 
for naurping tho severoign sway in Seotlind ware at this tino 
cautiously and xooretly mooted hy the wily chiof, Lo was foul- 
ing his way to tho theft of a throne with all the avt charietoristio 
of hia Calonta, backed by the powertil aid derived fvom tho aom- 
plote dovelion to his purposes of Uhe most vil apirity of tho 
Kirk. ‘Tho fiat idea started was, Chat the doposing of tho King 
ghould be at oneo accomplished, by the clovation of Argyle to 
bo Dictator in Scotland, aveouding to the clowie model, So 
bold @ proposition creating somo alarm among the sonspirators, 
tho next whiapor waa, that there should he “one Gonorel within 
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tho country, a4 thore was one without the country ;” tho home 
dopartmont, of course, falling to tho sharo of Avgyle. This also 
sooming to bo rathor too largo a division of tho enku not to meant 
with formidable opposition, (ho plan was so fir modified, that 
tho country wis to ho ruled by a military Trianrinate, -ong to 
roommand bonorth the Forth, aid two besouth, But each and 

* all of theso svhemos involved the main design, that tho sovo-. 
reign powor in Scotland waa to bo talon from King Charles, 
and bestowed upon Argylo iu one or othor of tho above forma 
of military dospotism, ‘lho community wt large, aud, generally 
spoaking, the Ganunittoa of Matates, wore ignorant af thede pror 
oiso propositions rnd dosigny; although indood that chief and 
his condjutors had endeavoured, in the Prulinmont of June 
4640, dissenticnte Montrose, to yonder tho publis wind familiar 
with tho idoa of humodiatoly doposing the King, But tho hoad 
conspinitor was now busy fisuning a variety of bonds, or nae 
tional ongngoments, without tho knowledgo ov conenrrenca oither 
of Parliamont or Qonmittoo, by which tho Heges woro to awear 
fidelity and foally Lo hin, Argyle, tor the sako of what ho ealled 
“ doing thelr duty in the publie.” — Mattora had beon brouwsht 
to this pass in Scotland, that thoro was in voulity ne govern. 
mont at all; and xo the country was a proy lo any nudorplot of 
tho kind, concgived by the most poworful, and tho most angera- 
pulous, for thoir awn private onda, 

Aboutb tho timo whon Argylo contrived to strengthon hia 
hands hy that outrageous commission of fire mid aword, another 
commission was framed, privately, under his awn direation, for 
ostablishing the military Zetanviraty wbove alluded to. Tho 
mannov of its concostion samo to bo known te Montroyo, 
through Arehibald Campbell, brotha: to Sir James Cnnpholl 
of Lawors, who was progont and eonsultod npow the eacasion af 
framing thia oxtraovdinary doowmont. Wo shall give the feats 
in the words of Montrose himeaalt

Tho eftoot of moh a deed ovelusive of Montrose, would juat 
have boon oquivalont tom vommission of “fire and Aword” 
againat his possessions, lke whit hid hoon procured by tho 
samo stealthy potontate ayainat thow of Atholo and Abst, 
Tho suggestion of Avebibald Campholl wat no doubt very we 
puatable, but vould not be rosigted either with dovongy or 
aatoly, Montrose, ns wo shall prosontly find, Possegnutl gon

This tranaaction ocourred, unlaewn to Montyose, prior to 
his own operations in the shires of Porth and Angus in the 
month of Juno 1610, Tt was about the middle af theé month 
whon tho ghiof of tha Campbolls mavehed with hia four thou- 
sand claymores Lo tke order, a4 ho oallod it, with tho Stowarts 
of Athole, prior to his visions raid against the Ogilvys of Angus. 
Tho Earl of Athole, loyal to the hoart's core, hastily assomblod 
what force ho could make to oppose tho invader, who had on- 
campod at tho ford of Lyon, This was noar Balloch Castlo, 
now so woll known as ‘faymouth, an ancient acat of the Gamp- 
bells of Glenorchy, ‘Nhat potont Inird himself was ono of Ar- 
gylo’s chief capining upon this ocension, along with Mungo 
Campbell, youngor of Lawors, and Sir Duncan Camphell of 
Auchinbroek, which last commanded tho body-guard of their 
foarful chiof. No bottor captaing than these oyer wielded the 
broadsword, ox inspired the pibroch. ‘Tho loyal Marl to whom 
thoy wero opposed, gould mustor no moro than twelve hundrad 
mon of Athola, But with these ho bravely toole tho fiold, and 
oneamped over against the Campbells, who wore moro than 
throo to ono, 

Now, Gillespie Gatumach was vot a man to avoid Aghting 
from motives af humanity, Tle had no distaste for that apacias 
of warfavo which ho tormed pursning his cnomios “in all hostile 
mannor with fire and sword, to the uttor subduing and vooting 
thom oufibf tho country.” Bub this mouit, only whon tho fighting 
portion of tho onemy wore cortainly not at homo, and there was 
no chanco of battle. ‘Tho vory commission upon which he now 
stood, which he had proourod and framod for himself, direoted 
that threat as oxproasly against tho Marl of Atholo as against 
the Mavl of Airlie, Bub now that he had before him, in hostile 
areay, tho chil of tho mon of Athole, aud at such disadvantage, 
ho doolined to vross alaymores. Lo was not ashamod to bo avon, 
hammer in hand, smashing tho caryad lintola, cornioos, and pillars 
of tho “ bonnie houso of Airlio,” swonting at his worl: liko an old 
carpenter or mason; but to find him sword in hand, was what

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ho nover would consent that au enomy should do. Upon tho 
prosont occasion, thorofive, he firsl kidnapped his loyal oppo. 
nont, and thon proceoded lo hell treasonably disvowses, and 
press troagonable bonds. 

Sir Patrick Ogilvy of Tuchmartin, an aneiont branch of the 
atook of Airlio, and beothor-in-law to tho Marl of Atholo, hap 
ponod to be ab Balloch Gastle; and upon Argyly’s ussuranco to 
him that the loyal Marl would bo sato to come nnd freo to gO at 
his pleasure, tho latter avoompaniod tnehmartin to Argylo'y 
tout, altondod by oight gentlemen of distinotion belonging to 
tho bracs of Atholo. Among these wore Siv Thomas Stowart 
younger of Grandtully, and John Stewart youngor of Ladywoll, 
Argylo, ib sooms, besidos tho main ashema whieh ho kopb in 
yosorvo, wailing for the sanotion of Montrose, had his pookot 
“all of bonds, obligations and engagomouts of all: sorts and 
tizoy; tho drift boing bho anime (hroughont, to bind tho logog 
n foulty to him, ivalond of to he Grown ‘his was tho ma- 
shinory with whieh ho now worked against the gallant loyalists

‘This proven at lenat tho oxtonsive dealing of (ho Burl of Argyle ht bondi, proasod 
of hia own anthority upon the liegea in apport of | tho cause,” which entno con 
sidovod his Mujealy aa © the enemys? 
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whom ho thus hold ine hose-not, Tho Berl of Atholo destrod 
to rohwn with his followors to his own camp, Lo consider the 
substance of his conferonce with Argylo. ‘Tho result must be 
givon in tho words of Bishop Quthrie, who had the frets from 
thoso who wore present, nol many months aftor the eyont 
ageurred 

“ Bub having passed hia inner guards, whon they camo te the 
outward guard thoy wore stopped; whoroupon thoy rolurnod to 
tho Harl’s tont to complain; but ho ropliod, ‘Mhat his guard 
was wisor than himself: ho boing to lio that night at Qlonor- 
ohy's houso, it was fit they should go with him and thoro confor 
at longth:’ And that complimont boing passed, ho told thom 
plainly they wero hix prisonors; and when thoy ropliod, ‘ That 
they camo thither upon his agsuvaned, signified to thom by the 
Loird of Inchmartin, which they hopod ho would not violato,—- 
he answored, * That ho was not to debate with thom thoreanont, 
but would bo accountuble for his deportmont in hat affair to 
thoso from whom hoe had his conmission:’ So, without moro 
ado, he commanded them to send an ordor to their peoplo to 
disband, which was dono; and thoy themselves kept that night 
a8 prisoners at Balloch, and noxt day ent with convoy to the 
Karl of Perth, Stowart of Strathorn, roqniving him to sond thom 
to Stirling, which ho did; from thoneo they wore convoyo to 
Edinburgh, where for somo days thoy wore imprisoned, until 
thoy gavo agsuranco of their good behaviow, and thon they 
wore oularged, and pommitted to retirn home. And as thoy 
were vory sonaiblo of (he trigk which Argylo had put upon thom, 
in drawing thom (o his tont upon assurance, and aftorwards 
fincliing {rom it, so Lhe samo wrongod his orodit oxooodingly, 
in tho judgmont of all mon that looked indifforently upon it, 
and mado his parolo afterwards to bo little regarded, Bub he 
caved for nono of those things, and so began his march down: 
wards to tho braos of Angus! 


1 There ean bo no dowht of the aeourney of thoas dotaily, Not only tind both 
Montrose aud Guthvia Che whale hletery of do affair fram the Kael of Athale hin« 
self, but Guthvia was tho clergyman who, when the unfortunate John Stowart of 
Ladywell, whom Argyle brought to tho block for his revelations on the eubject, was 
about to suffer, attonded that viotim for many hours before his death, and fad all 
the fnota from hia dying tips. 
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Jt ia woll for the loyal and royal Taymonth, that the name 
and walls of Balloch Oustle havo pasuad away.

Tu ono corner was Gillespie 
Grunmach discoursing grimly of tho reasons for whieh a King

In another eornor wax Archibald Oampboll, 
busy with Stowart of Ladywoll, and bullying: him with the throng,

Whitsunday ;”* whilo tho common soklicrs of his host, thoxo 
« supplo fellows with thoir plaids, taxgos, and dorlachs,” lounging 
and awaggoring about the promises, proclaimed, whovever thoy 
camo, that “ thoy wore King Cumpbell’s men, no moro Wing 
Stewart's.” Vorily not ull the breuzes of tho Tay, tha Tunmul, 
and tho Garry, would havo anfieod, oven in tho conrso of tivo 
centuries, to purify the plaeo, had its loyal lord not proourod 
tho presonee nnd countenance of a gracions Quoon to boam 
upon it in modorn days. 


Montroso having fulfilled his mission in the brace of Angus, 
and withal conducted himself towards his oppononts there like 
a gontloman and a ohvistian, marohod, in tho month of July 
1640, with hixy contingonl to join the amy of tho Covonant; 
Argylo, as wo havo soon, inmodintoly thoroaltor ocenpying 
Aivlio Oastlo. Gonoral Leslio was encamped in tho noighbow-

The 
profosaod objoet of tho oxpodition- ~its real object and ultimato 
dosigns being ay yet all da nedilus ~was simply to present an 
humble potition Lo his Majesty, praying thal ho would bo gra- 
ctously pleased Lo toneh with the sooptre all tho lawloss acts of 
tho last Parliamont, which had boon hold without any conati- 
tutional warrant, ab the will of & poworful clique of plottors, and 
in defiance of the law of the land. ‘ly somo of those acls, espo-

position, howover, had maflors stopped thoro, he was willing to 
havo waived, for tho santo of a penvoful se (lomont of tho mmoug 
Aigpnlo bolwoon King and Qountry, But when ho discovered, 
by many cireumatancos voming to hia knowlodyo about tho samo 
timo, that thore was w project on toot Co depose tho King, 
to bring Sootlund under the military despotiam of Argylo, 
faco bocamo Hot like a fling again “ tho indivoot practising 
afew,” with whom, indood, tho unhappy nation had no sympathy, 
and ho novor swerved from his dotaanination to oposs all thor 
“ fat dosigns,” 

No soonor had he joined the army on Cho bordor, than ho wag 
purstod by an indignation af the wealeut potentvlo’s ovarboaing 
humour, in Ciel impeachment alvendy notivod of his eonduot 
towardy Lord Ogilvy; tor which, howeyor, as ho tells us, ho 
oblainod «formal rot of exonoration, attor dotending hime 
“before the Gonmnl himeell) in lowing of tho Gonmittoo.” 
Tmmediatoly, howevor, upon Chis alluir being xobtlod, tho Lond by 
which Argyle was to overrule all honorth orth, and our hero 
to be ono of his comméiter, wan privately proved upon his 
roooplanso, This ollivo appenes lo have boon undertaken by 
corlain noblomen, when Montrose doors tot uae, But as ho 
vofors to the Marla of Onasilia ail Mae, ak woll ad te Alexandr 
Campbell, and Lumby, in support ef his own reaollostion of 
the proviso fonor uf the bend, probrbly tho te noblomon had 
boon named nlong with himself, and had undortiken tho some. 
what dotieato task, "Tho transaction, howover, was @& soarot, 
Noither the publio, nor tho Comittee ef Uabutes, wore cogni- 
ane of any aUoh proposition, avis manifost from tho subsoyuent 
investigation into tho auntie and donor of those Argyle bonds, 
During tho inquisitorial proveod ings whieh avushad the ablompt 
of ore hore Lo combine the latent loyalty of tho Seotyl nobles, 
hy means of a consoyvetive boud of his own repuaiating such 
practions, but regognising and adhoving to the original Govonant, 
ouo af the Por(hehive clergymen, Shy Robort Murray, ministor 
of Mothyen, wade oath before a committee of (ho Tstates, as

to Montroso’s convoratlion with him on the aubjeot. In tho 
month of Fobruary (641, alout six months aftor tho abltompt 
to obtain his signature to tho bond in quostion, tho Marl, mool- 
ing with this olorgymen in Porjh, himwlf furnished o dotailod 
account of those mystorions transaolions, whieh we quote ontire 
from tho original record, as this important evidonco has novor

ave Obristians, anid haye not only our libortion, lands, wives and 
ohildron, but also ow: religion in question, cannot agree emongat 
ourselves; whilyb the Romans, who ro lub Uthnies, when their 
affairs camo in hazed, would agro among thomsolyes, and go 
fav yiold ona Lo another, thal thoy would muko ono of thom- 
solves 40 bo Diotator, to havo the solo powor oner thom s you, prix 
vate onomios, whon they worv employed in public affnirs, did lay 
down thoir private quarrols, end join in hoarty unton, so long 
ag tho public was in question.” Such woro tho moro than sus- 
pioious oxpressions which Lindsay himsolf, whon subsoquontly 
oxaminod before & commilioo (intondod to clear that nobloman 
from tho scandal) on tho suhjeet of this conversation, dovlared 
that ho had addrussud to Montroso, Tho former, however, waa 
astanch adhoront of Argylo's, and is charavtorised by Guthrio 
as ono of “ tho most furious in tho cause.” Lia intorests, boo, 
lay bonorth tho Forth; and that in this spoooh ho was sounding 
tho othor on tho subject of tho proposed Diotatorship for Ar 
gylo, thore eannol bo any doubt, Mo deckwod indoad, that “he

Connosling this information with what ho alvoaly know, our

in prosenea of tho vovenmting commandor-in-chiet,  Colosél 
Waltor Stowart, an offiver in that army, of whom wo shall pro. 
sontly hear moro, had repeated to Douglas of Uavors, Shorlf'ot 
Tovioldale, a conversation whish there took: plaga, abont fhe 
vory timo when similar discourses wore startling tho loyal wah

With characlaristia promptitudo, Montroaa, before rojoining 
the army at the bordors, took moasnres which hoe fondly hapod 
would ab once proservo all that was rospootablo and patriotio in 
tho covonanting movement ho had joined, and at Ue samo timo 
anvo the Monarohy from tho intriguing of a fow leading fao- 
tlonists, Accordingly, taking « hint from tho proccadings of 
tho opposito party, ho too fyamod a bond of allianve. But it 
was the bond of a conservative association, as Cemporate and 
dignified in its oxprossion as iG was wnoxcoptionable in its 
object. Bnillio vaguely and violently dexoribes ib as “ Mon- 
troso’s damnable band, hy whioh ho thought to have sold ua to 
tho onomy,” But he does not venture to quote ib in his volumi- 
nous lettors and journals. To had no desire that its preciso 
torms should ontor tho Jfistoria Motuum of his corroypondont 
Spang. ‘Tho terms of tho bond itsolf vomaining unknown, it 
hag boon frequently desevihad-—-tpon the move assertion of this 
chroniclor—~as a frotious plot on the part of Montrose, dictated 
by no botlor motive than his rivalry of Argyle, Tt was instantly 
burnt, whon dissovorad, hy order of tho Commitées of Mxtates, 
Tho Lord Lyon, howovor, Sir James Balfour, who probably 
auporintonded tho burning, had preserved a transaript, whieh, 
until brought to light by tho author of this biography, had vo 
mainod untiotisod among his manusoripts, [yom that transuript 
it ia given balows and ow veadora will Judge for themaelves of 
the charactor of a document whieh the Reverend Robert Baillio 


has recorded as * Montrose’s damnable band”! ,

Lloro a curious incident oceurrod, 
for which wo havo tho authority of dumes Gordon, and Aso of 
Baillio, who was in the camp. ‘Tho chiefs wovo asxombled, and 
dice wore ong” to doteymine which should first pass through 
tho river. ‘Tho Int foll upon Montrose.  Tithor it was so mex 
naged in ordor to tost his willingnoss and vomntit hita conspi- 
enowaly in the rebollion, or the fortune was vomarkable, All 
the contomporery uccounta coincido in thoir doseriptian of the 
alaovity with which he sol tho oxample to the whole army. 
« flo went on foot himeclf first Chrough, and returned to on« 
courage his mon”! Thore was somo dangor in tho attompt; 
for tho siroam was 80 strong that tho cavalry, after om hero 
had crogsod, wero obliged to bo stationed in the wator to broale 
the forco of tho curvont. Ono of his own regiment perishod in 
following his horoia commander, Animatod, however, by tho 
gallantry with which he had forded tho current, “ boots and 
all,"—* wo,” anya Buillie, “ passod ‘Tweed with great courage, 
our horse troops stunding in the water, our foot all wading in 
ordor, about their middle.” Wight days afterwards, tho misorablo 
affair of Nowbuen, whoro Lovd Conway soarecly disputed tho 
passage of tha 'l'yno, enabled tho Seota to fusten with impunity 
upon Nowonsilo, and afforded thom ridiculous protensions of 
great viotory in arins, w thing thoy nover attained, 


About tho timo of the commonovment of tho treaty of Rippon, 
which oponod thors on tho [ab of Oatobor 1640, Montroso ad- 
Arossod. a single loltor from Nowoustlo to tho King at York, 
Tho rosult of its dutoetion, by tho faction intorosted to con- 
dem it, loaves no mannor of doubt as to tho simple and 
guarded naturo of tho gommunication. Tndeed Wishart, most 
probably informed of its contents by tho writer himsolf, assuros 
us of the fuet. “In the tinia of tho truco,” ho says, “ Montrose 
hnbly wo would now admit him fo ony Covenant and Sooioty. We all ominneed 
hin gindly, and admired the Goacousness of God's comforts and snersies Lowards us," 
—~fuiltie’a Letters and Jouruala,

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had aont a lotter unto tho King, profomsing his fidelity, and mogt 
dutifal and xoady obodioneo to hin Majosty 3 nor did tho lotta: 
contain anything olko, ‘This being ktolon away in tho night, 
and copied out by the King's own hod-chamber men-—mon most 
ondvarod to tho King of wll the world way sont baok by them 
to tho Uoyonantors at Noweastlo; and it was the fashion with 
thogo vory mon to commmnicato unto Cho Govonunters, from day 
to day, tho King’s most avorol councils, of whioh Uhoy themsolyey 
only woro vithor authors or partakors” Aesording to anothor 
contomporary historian, Sanderson, this treaghory had buon ins 
atigated by tho Marquis of Temilton s and Guthrio also declares 
that Montrose bimsell, “ profossing: to have eatain knowledge 
thereof, affivmod William Murray,” tho eventare af Tamilton, 
“ was tho mun who, in Ostobor £610, sont lo Nowoustlo the 
copies of his Jotlora, whieh ho had written to the King, then at 
York.” DBuilliv’s account of the mattor ia aa follows: -“ Some 
of ovr offloors beormoe mileontontss what ailed om offeors ts 
not yol woll known; only Montrose, whoso pride long ayo was 
intoloralo, aud meaning vory doubtful, waa ford to havo in« 
toroourso of lottora with tha King, for which le was acoused 
publicly by the Gonoral, in the face of the Gommitieo. THis 
bod-follow Drummond, hiv consin Mloming, lis ally Boyd, and 
too many others, wero thought too mich fo bo of hia Imo, 
Tho coolness of tho good old Genoa, and the diligenen of the 
preachers, Mid shortly saat wator on thin spunte bogtining an- 
timeourly to anole.” 


1 Wahop Burnet, in bin Momotia of the Datos of Thonttion, aorta (hat Sir James 
Moreor # did often vouoh tefore manuy wiles aie)? Ont the Covenmters obtained 
tholy knowlndgo af Monta correnpamtonve with Oho King, almply by monna of 
Moreor having avn the address of Montiaso'n lattor, an it avoldontally foll to. tho 
ground. Rurnat adda, withont quoting authority, that, boing Uiroatenod by the 
Covonanting Committes, @ Montrow camo, wad produced a copy of tho Lotter ho 
anid he had wettten, anid erared juadon, and av this matter wan passed over?! Chita 
vordion da by way of saving the ehorneter of Hantiltan, But the ovidonco of Mon 
trono’s chaplain in te he poferved to Thus, ho hitter is also refited by a 
yoooud to bo afterwards refried to, Spalding mayat 1610,~ Word camo hovo that 
the Ting was wnidox nome ming ion of hin cubientag tae Gieal-chambor men), that thoy 
wore revealing what thoy head hin say, to the Seats; whilk Tbeliave was not fae hy, 
a0 long 09 ho keapad the Alen quis of Hiattion hontde hin” Land, Seorotary Nieto 
Jas, and Charles hinwelf, all bear witnonn to the fact of his Majesty being a pray to 
thls monn falthlowsniont of hin hounoltold, 
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Bot ib was tho inslant and fowlosa assortion by Montrose 
himself, of hia vight Lo hold a privato correspondence with hig 
Sovoroign, of auoh v oharaalor, that paralysod his neousors, and 
eataed them to bo, “as many a tine from the boginning they had 
boon, ata non-plua”! J Tamillon’s eveaturos may have ontortained 
hopos of ruining Montrose by this disclosure; und vortainly the 
covonanting: favtion wore most desirous ofan opportamity to vid 
thomsolves for over of & nobloman whose talonts, courage, and 
indepondense, were so formidabla te them. The oeeasion at 
first appoarod Lo favour their object. Loslio’s articles of war 
decrood, thet “ No man shall at his own hand, without warrant 
of my Lord Genoral, havo or keop intolligeneo with tho enemy, 
by speech, lotlors, signs, or any olor way, undev the pain to be 
punished as a traitor.’ In fast, his Majosty was considered the 
enemy ; wnt a loyal eorrospondenen apart from tho fretion was 
troason by their code, Bub whon Montroso boldly justified tho 
aot, it waa impossible bo guinsay him, Jor these same articles 
of war, tno to the system of tho Covonnnters, who nevor struck 
a robellious blow without first proclaiming God suvo tho King, 
contained this provision: “Tf any man shell open his mouth 
against the King’s Majesty's porson, or audhurity, ov shall pro- 
gnmo to Louch his snerod porson, ho shall be punished ag a 
traitor”! So the mattor onded fox the time. 


Bub tho Mal of Argylo was not to be oul-mananvrod by 
such n charactor as Montrose, Lis conservative bond, which 
ho no doubt lad flattered hinwelf would bo tho moans of saving 
tho Country, was alse apeodily diseoyorod, and bronght before 
the commitioo ab Mdinbywyh by Argylo himself, Ono of tho 
poors who signod ib was Lord Boyd, Montroso's “ ally,” and 
tho son-in-law of the Marl of Wigton, ‘This young nobloman 
died about the 2lth your of his age, according to Siv James 
Balfour, of w “ burning fovor,” on the [9th November £640. 
Shortly bofore his doath he had uttered some expressions, pro- 
bably incohorent, whieh, however, mado known thal sneha bond 
oxisted, Axgylo, wilh churactoristic sagacity, disourered tho 
whole sooret, I]o pnid a visib at Uallondar, whero the Liou-

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tonant-Conoral, Lard Amond, one of “ the Bandors,” ag thoy 
oamo to ho designed, lad arrived for a tin from his command 
at Nowonatle; nor did Argyle depart withont obtaining all the 
information of whieh ho waa in quest. Ele Inid tho mattor be. 
foro his subservient connnittes ab Mdinitegh, who immediatoly 
aummonal Montrose, then in Seotland, and the rest of tho no 
Llomon implicated, and within their veush, to appour und answer 
to this now aeeusetion of treason against tho government of the 
Diotator, Montrose upon this ovension aetod with tho gamo 
cool intrupidily which he invariably displayed when placed ing 
dangerous position with the party anxious lo destroy him, and 
not sorupulons as Lo the means, To avowed and justified the 
act, Spalding says, * Montrose produced tho bond,” Guthvie’s 
revonnt is, that “ they ackuowledgzed the bond, and gavo thoir 
onsons why thoy had joined in its all whieh woro vojestod by 
tho commitive, aid thoy declared consmvable; and indood some 
of tho médaistera, and other flery spivity, preswed that thele Gogg 
might go fur it. But Argylo nnd his conmiltoo considered that 
they wors too sirong & party Lo modi with that way, espooially 
aoving divers of thom having: the commands of rogimonts in the 
army; und therefore they gousntied to pack up thy business, 
upon a declaration under thoir hands that they intended nothing 
ageinst the publio, lygother with a surrendering of tho bond, 
which the Committee living yotlou eauaed it co be bunt’ Wo 
now know its lorms. 


Montvose waa play ings wu dashing rane, but it was too simplo 
and honest fo sueaood, Phe ably and mond umoraptlous Argylo 
oomntor-vhevked hin at avery move, and in tho Jong rin choole 
motod hin, thongh with the low of all his awn pawns, knights, 
and oastles, Our hore’s plan was open enough, laying de- 
tostod, froin the debatos in tho Parliamonta of 1639 and 1640, 
tho anti-monarehio) xchone of tho most wily aud powerful 
onemy to tho ‘Throne in Seotland, he hud he foundation of his 
fuitia conservative opposition, by “arguing against” that loador 
and his coadjntors, upon those publiv ocoasions. ‘he altompt 
to obtain his connivance and signature, at Dunxo, to the sper 
schome of tho Dictatorship, elicited his yet moro indignant 
announcement that he would “ rather die than de ite This 
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inoldent, immediately followed hy whet oseapod from Lord 
Lindsay in Edinburgh, caused him Go gombine thosa poors wt 
Oumbornanld, toy the standing of the Throno, and tho sufoty of 
tho Realm, ‘This was a public apposition and duflanee, not a 
soorel plot Jor oven the Cumbernauld bond, his consorvativo 
chartor, was signed by 60 many men of tho highest rank and 
consideration in tho kingdom, ingluding the peor who was 
gocond in command of the rehol army, Chat its vomulning a 
soorol many days was totally out of tho quostion, Bub what 
was to bo done next? Montyoxe was ready, perhaps too roady, 
to announce hiy plan to any ono with whom ho entorvd into 
conversttion, from the seditious proavher to the vavillating 
peer. fis plan was simply this, Besides his own oxporioncos, 
abovo rovordod, othor information had boon volumtoored to him, 
of tho strong indigations of lreaxonublo designs on tho paxt of 
Avgylo, by tho Warl of Atholo, Sir Patrick Ogilvy of Inohe 
martin, Sir ‘Thomas Stewart of Grandtully, and John Stowart 
younger of Liadywell, His fivat informant being the lattor, ho 
instructed him to procure tho bost evidence on the subject of 
Argylo's wholo proceedings in tho north that ho vould; but 
to bo careful nol to oxnggortte ov iuisatite any elreunslimeo, 
Thogo instructions, “ with thet caveat by Montrose, Wnt the do- 
ponor should rather hoop himself within bounds than oxeovd,” 
wore piven by him in the prosoneo of tho thud of Athule, who 
perfectly conenrvod in tho proprioty of tho inaleactions, and the 
novonsity of tho invostigtion, Montrose oxpooted, and meant 
to use all his influence to procurp, the proseneo of the King at 
tho noxt meeting of the Parliament in Svotland, in order to 
ratify tho nels rolaling Lo whet was considered the veligion and 
libortios of tho country, and to whieh ho too had pledgod him- 
aolf, But that ratifioution was to him the pillars of Lloreulug, 
the Uitina Uhrule of tho olorvion! movomont in Seotland against 
tho Gourt. Tn that Paxliamont, faoo to faco with tho King, ho 
intondod again, end more emphatically, to deny tho proposition 
that a Parliamont could sit, and pass levs, without a Ning. In 
tho royal prosonco ho meant to devo Argyto to his domocratio 
dostriny ; to oxpose his troasonablo apuvchos and designs ; and 
to xoveal the whole achome of tho Dictatorship. No doubt ho 
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had a rod in picklo for Ffanillon too, Tia plan, in shart, wag 
@ (to use hia own expressions) to (nhe the good King out of the 
hands of James Marquis of Hamilton, che prime fomenter of 
those misundorstundings botwixt Che King aud his subjeats 5” 
and to take Seotland ont of the hinds of Argyle, wad “ the op- 
preasion nnd tyramy of subjects, Cho most lieren, insatiable, and 
inaupportablo tyranny in the world.” ‘Co efeut all (his he eqn. 
colyed no more was Heeeary Cat to persuade tho King to 
preside in Parliament, to ratify the clovieal acts of Uho unlawful 
Conventions, wid then Co listen te in (Montrose’s) pblia do 
tostion, and proofs, of geditious double dealing, and (reasonable 
“ fay designs,” against snoh magnates an Argylo and Ulanilton. 
Montyoxo was at simploton,  AtCer finding (hat his: private 
lottors to the King were as patent to the Covenantars as if he 
had writton through their owo committees after diseovering 
that tho noblo signatures to his Cumbernauld Howe eompnet 
was av rope of sand, md tied thows nacortain and spiritlows 
poers were made lo look like a atring: of wild) goose ab tho fing 
of Argylo; he still chorished hia grand partiamentary project, 
whon shorn of all its powor, dad hept pouring it into the ear of 
any man who happened to be riding by hiv side, or whom ho 
got hold of by the button. His conservative charter was burnt, 
in order that the public, to whom it was donemueed aa damn 
able,” night net knew ibe vent character. ‘Then of course ib

though novor so warily, Dut it is therohy wounded, and the 
publi poaco disturbod, Yot ib is limited by tho Jaws of God 
and nature; and somo luvs of nations; and by the fundamental 
laws of tho country; which aro thoso upon which sovercign 
powor itself rostoth, in: projudios of which a King ean do no- 
thing s and thasa also whieh seoure to the good subjuch his, 
honow, hig life, and tho proporty of his goods. This power 
not spouking of thowa who avo Kings in namo only, and in offeat 
bot Principes Nobititatis ov Duces Lolli, nor of tho wrbitraury and 
dospotio powor, whore ono is howl and all tho vost slaves, bit off 
that whieh is soversiyn over free subjects—is still ono and the 
sumo, in points essential, wherever it be, whgthortin'tho person 
of a monarch, or ina fow principal mon, or in tho Lestetes of the 
peoples Tho essential points of sovereignty aro theso lo make 
laws} toreruate principal olligors; to make poaso and war; to 
give graco to men sondomnod by hu; and tg bo tho lust to whom 
appellation is mada, hore bo others, tao, whieh avo compro- 
hondod in those sot down; but booause majesty dooth nob. so 
oleurly shing in thom they are hero omitted. ‘Thoso set down 
ave invionadle, indivisible, ineommunicable, and belong to. the 
sovoroign powor primitively in all sorts of govornmonts. ‘Thoy: 
cnmot subsist ine body composod of individuitios ; and if they

prince, what to his people. Tt voquires moro than human sufl- 
olonoy to go so oven a way betwixt tho pringe’s proroyetive, and

tho murderer, for planting the tree of Liborly, though watered 
wilh tho blood of Noblos and of Kings,--yot slunborod in un- 
eroatod dust. When Montrose, with prophetis olotyueneo, was 
doproenting thal barbarous zeal and unprinviplod violence which 
pavod tho way for “Onn, who of necessity must, and for roasons 
of state will, tyrannize over you,” ho was not awaro how ho in- 
torfored with nnd vilifiod tho hallowed sourcos of Fox's glory, 
and Muonulay’s fame, . 

A cursory glance ab Montroso’s letter, or Mssay, especially 
under the iufluones of vulgar notions respecting his charactor, 
might induce tho bolief that it was tho oxtrayagant tribute of a 
courticr (o tho divino hereditary right of Kings to do wrong, 
{i was in the reign of damos 1, says My Macaulay, “that those

CLARENDON doelarca himsolf quite unable to deteat “ the 
ground of his Majesty's xo positive and unalterable resolution 
of going to Seotlind,” whieh ho did, with sneh fital results, 
in the autamn of (GEL, Le proved, indeed, a righ harvest for 
the Argyle fiction.

Alluding to these, Warriston, in loffor te Baliering, dated 
from London g2d April LGU, Cells his triode net to be alarmed 
ab © this deed of Choiy cansing the King prafisa he would come 
to Svotland himeell to ete business s whieh ix a died of thetra 
Co Lorrily ws, for for of fhetions at heme to grow by lia pros 
Honues”t 

Te was to teiek, bud Che ansietus and conaciontions desire and 
dosign of Montrose, tid a very few of his nearest: comoxions, 
Theso wore so sanyitine as to perstade themselyes, Chat the 
prosones of (he Monaroh binned! in Seotland world alone sniites 
to paralyao the faotion who they saw wore lustoning (a dethyone 
him. Not only did Montrous avew his own ina eimendality: in 
cuusing Charley ta come te Seotlimd in 16th; but when his 
exertions fo that efteot were dibetled adi hin, as point af 
hind ?reton, Wo Uiis defended Che uieedire, aid ita madives :

inttielor aad eldera, ina phitiscead epeevh, whiel, poafesstng 
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Lo bo nn apology for tha alleged divisive vourses of the noigh- 
bouring Vand, and a smoother of vontlioting clomonts of the 
eauso, did in point of faeb put the whole Ghureh of Seotland 
oumplotely ee fai? an to Montrosc's hostile intentions towards 
Argylo, at tho ensuing meofing of Padiament, What was so 
bruited in tho Kirk could not long bo withheld from its King. 
At tho requisition of that potentate, an order, datod (9th May 
1641, was sorved upon tho revorond gontloman to compear 
forthwith in Mdinbargh, and there give an aecount, bo & cove- 
nuntiug commiltes, of tho speceh be had made to tho Prosby- 
tery of Auchterarder, 

Thon arose a storm that eousod not until it desolated the 
Kingdom. Tho future champion of the Throne was thus brought 
into diveot and violent collision with ils areh-enemy. ‘Tho mi- 
nister of Anchterarder quoted the ministor of Methven. Le 
too was summonod, ‘Phe minister of Methven quoted the Marl 
of Montyose; and, on tho 27th of May J64J, our hero found 
himaolf face to faeo with & King Campboll,” in presonco of a 
solool commitioo of Kstatesy, of Uhat worthy’s own packing, 

TE was tho firat and last time that Argyle over freed Mon- 
trosy y bith most assuredly he eune off vielorions, We reeom- 
mond tha seona to an bistoriead painter. "Tha print Tal waa, 
in the fival instanes, imposingly enlled upon to give his rensons 
for denunding this onquiry. Ue wssignad, a sonndal and gas 
huny against himeelf, Chat, at the ford of Lyon, ho had spoken 
af daposing King Charles, which seandal had heen published by 
the minister of Auehtorarder to his own Proabytory. That 
clorgyman, aftor exeuaiug himself in groat tribulation, and with 
the utmost humility, gave for his authority thy miniatey of 
Mothyon, So, “ Me Roborb Murray, minister of Mothyon, 
being como Lo Mdinburgh upon Weduerday last, af night, upon 
ather ovcasions, was called off the stroota upon Thuvaday tho 
27th of May instant (16t1), to compoar before the Committee 
of Batedes; and having appearod before them, was told by their 
Lordships, that My Jolin Graham, ministor of Anchterarder, 
Leing oxamined by their Lordships upon the author of his 
spocohes, whieh ho apake before tho Presbytery of Auchtorau 
ler, gave up Che said My Robert ag his author,” 
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Nothing as yot, throughout the examinations, laut oovurred 
directly to impliento Moutrose with Argylo, but all knew what 
was coming, Marray forght shy, feneed, and eoqnetted, tau 
ploading that tho Avohterarder informant had miny other an 
thora, and need not hive yueled him, bogged ta be oxeused, 
Tho latter, however, refed te quit his bold of the tuinister of 
Mothyon, And now Montrose, impation£ andl digposted, steal 
in with hi usual beayory: & Conn, come, Ale Marry, emit 
your doclaration withont more ides you hnow very wall that 
you aur soon put iC oll yar hands” Wherenpon Mr Robert,” 
as doubilegs our hero had anticipated, answered, (Thon it 
ja your Lordship must take it ol my tnd; Cherotore, my Lord, 
toll your part, and T shall toll mine,” 

This order of provecding, howosor, Che fearless and high. 
minded nobloman doclinad, wilh peremptory diguily, and ine 
disbod upon Me Murray at ones declaring whatever he laud to 
sty on the aubjoet.  Wherenpon, the reverend amelo aid vor

YA his time to fitoefire, But whow Montrose had Hog 
wendy relieved the sniniater af Methven, Che dotieale question 
weds pe te hie whether he ded named the Mavd af Argylo? 
“Laid nae the Bark ot Argyle was his auhesitating: reply: 
“Pnemod Argyle at the man whe wae toe have Hae rule benerth 
orth, and ae the wae whe disused of deposing: tho King: 
But Pam not tho anthor or invoutor ef these things; 1 will lay 
it down wb Che vight door: What 1 told Me Robort Murray was, 
that some of Che partioukus of my statomont were consiatont 
With my own Knowledge; Chiat thera were tot or iavelye ethers 
who would bour mo witness; and that, with regard to all T lind 
asserted, thove world bo some one to prove, or to take it off my 
hana.” 
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This brought matters nearor the erisiy, ‘ho Karl was thon 
roquirod to produce his author, “Sines Tam dosired to do go,” 
seid Montrose, “ and having named tho Marl of Argyle, which 
T wag forsad to do, | have to requost that ho now express his 
own knowledge of this basiness.? Cho barat of paasion which 
this owutious and cowrloous appent clivited, is {lus netud by 
tha elork of that somnitteo, which was ontively dovoted to 
Argylo :-- 

“Tho Marl of Argylo answorod, that ho thought it inoumbont 
to olow himself, and would doit #* * * * * — the com. 
mittee would appoint him. ‘lho Karl of Argylo, by his oath 
unrequired, declared that * * *® * * hoard of such a 
mattor; and would mako it good that * * *® # * who 
would any thet he wes the man spoke of deposing * * * of 
his hnowlodge of theso bonds, was @ liar, and a base * * * 

Montrose, noways frightencd out of his propriety by this 
tirade, reopoatad with Cho utmost composure his four reasons 
for tho consorvativo bond, Tle wax unwilling, ho said, to speale 
moro of the Uictatorship, Doenuso his author with regard to that 
purticular was not in town. Boing preayed on tho subject, how- 
ovor, ho relnolantly naniod Lord Lindsay of tho Byres, Ifo 
thon provocded to dotail tho conversation wo have olsewhore 
nobod 52 adding, ab tho samo tine, that he did not understand 
his Lordship to stato ib asa positive fuel, but only as a mattor 
af likelihood ov suspicion. With regard to Argylo's disoourae 
on tho subject of deposing the King, ho doolared that ho reooivod 
hiv information from Mar John Stowarl, youngor of Ladywoall, 
who gave him seme of the partioulars in writing; and furthor, 
ho said that what Stowart communicated, had oesurred in,pre- 
aenao of Ogilvy of Lnchmartin, Six ‘Phomas Stowart, youngor of 
Crandbully, nnd twonty ox thirty olhor gonUlomon : With rogard 
to the bonds of fealty to subjoots, prossed nt various timos, ho 
roforrod Lo Argylo himsolf, to the Lairds of Lawors, Glonorehy, 
and Comrie; and as to that for cantoning tho country, end bo-~ 
slowing tho rule benorth forth upon Argyle, ho voforred to the

ont whon it waa framed, and Mr Adan Hephien of Thumbio, 
A protly kottle of fish! Whe was to ho the uufortunate deat, 
in this gamo ab leapetrog ¢ Tndeod it was rather “ tho devil take 
tho hindmost.” Mor woe botide the man er neblonua, who, 
from not being ablo te produce * hin nuthor,” wal to“ put it 
off hinsulf," was lo be lott ine the heoids of Aypylo, aud hid selves 
committees, anid their mavderaus intorprelation af the old. atns 
tutes of lowing-uaking. Montrose himself weoner to haye beon 
vory konsible of this ; for, lest hia principal informmndt should 
haply be tamperod wilh, or tuniesing alloether, he lost not a 
moment, after the above seene, in producing him bodily befaro 
tho committoo.

UW was not for tho King's in- 
turent thet the alfair was followed, oat, but purely for the sake 
of Argyle. ‘Cho rumor had gained ground that the King ine 
touded to gpon the Svoteh Parliamont in person, Montrose 
himeclf bad now avowed his intontion to lay theso matters bo- 
fore the Parliament, Aryylo’s life, indeod, under uxisting cir-

16 was, howover, 
mainly by his own faulty vondnot throughout tho ‘Troubles, that, 
instoad of losing hia head liko a loyalist, ho was last soon as a 
beggu in Mdinburgh, holding a tattered hat for halfpence, But 
in tho hoy-day of his chooquored career of intrigue and faction, 
ho was at least splendide mendaw. Clo novar, indecd, did Charles 
tho Virst a good turn, Yot ho sometimes porsuaded him, and 
always persuadod himvolf, that he was his wisost counsellor.

And now occurred a tragedy, very nearly partaking the cli 
rector af an vetuel murder, and cortainly possessing its moval 
turpitude, ‘Mhore was no reason but a private and an unjust 
ony, for puting to doath the consistorial Judgo of Dunkeld, 
Jolin Stowart, younger of Ladywoll, At Balloch Custlo, as

mained in Seotland, Tho nobleman who was capitally indicted 
in the namo of tho King, was not to bo favoured even with a 
tial during his Majesty’s presonce. In pursnanco of thia fac- 
_ tious dosign, ho was admittod to an audicneo of Parliamont, on 
tho 27th of July, that thoy might disposo of his ropcated poti- 
tions fox justico, or induoo him to condemn himsolf, before 
Uharles arrivod, Tis Sovoroign thoy had dotorminod Montrose 
should not at this timo seo, oither as a poor of Parliament, or 
ag a Stato delinquont, * 

Amid v turmoil of injustico that would hayo triod the tomper 
of a snint, Montroso nover forgot what was due to himsolf as a 
nobloman, With sovore but unoxeeptionablo graco and dignity, 
ho mat tho Parlimnont, which moanwhilo continued to sit undor 
tho prosidoney of Lord Burleigh; a nobloman, says Cuthrio, 
“who had gotton the omployment because ho was an implicit 
follower of tho Marl of Argyle, though othorwiso no gront 
plotter.” As om hovo entoved the groat parliamont hall of 
Veinburgh, whore a thin houso awaited him,—many of the 
poora, and othovs, boing still absont with tho army, and olso- 
whore,—ho suiuted tho ruins of tho Matatos of Scotland, with 
that vomposud dignity, and observance of otiquotto, which was 
wv charactoristio of his domonnour upon tho most trying occa- 
siong, and to whioh Bishop Burnol alludes whon, in lis dopre- 
disting style, ho yovords him as “ statoly to affectation.” Tho 
words of the original contomporary manusoript from which we 
dovive the seune, ave,—* At first entry, after low curdacis, the 
Prosident demanded my Lord what ho had to say? My Lord 
answorod, ‘1 have no furthor than what T have alrgady humbly 
yoprosontod hy my supplication; and am in all humility to 
expeet your Lordships’ pleasuro, in what T shall bo commanded.” 
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This roply did not antisfy Uhoso whose desivo it waa that ho 
should plead guilty, like Johu Stowart. Avgordingly, ho was 
ordorad to withdraw, When roulled, the very same question 
was put to him, and received the sumo answer. A third tine

undeoided and helploss as a child, On his throne of Scotland, 
at that Parliamout of 1641, ho was oyon less of a Monaroh than 
tho Dogo of Venico, whom Montroso describes as no more than 
‘tho idol to whom sovomonios are addressod. Charlos was rather 
in tho position of a dolinquont at thoiv bar; with this distinotion 
in his favour, that whon he onterod the Parliamont Eouse, he 
was nob ordered to “stand on the stage appointod for define * 


quents.” But all thoso hostile foolgs, and warliko projects i : 


against Scotland, which Hamilton had stirred within him. only 
to his yuin, withored by tho. samo influence, had passed away, 
and loft a bvoken spirit behind, Strange, that tho: nobleman ° 
on whont alono the King loant, and with a love surpassing the 
love of women,~—ho who had seerotly urged him to oarry fire 
and sword into covenanting Scotland,—should now be in. high 
fuvour with that vory faction, collonguing with thom against his - 
» “mastor,—whilo thoso whose seerot advice to their Savorcign had 
heen, —* Practien, Six, the temperate governmont; it fitteth tho 
hamour and disposition of Scotland best; it gladdeth the hearts 
of your aubjocts ; strongost is thet powor which is based on the 
happincas of tho subject; onco to accomplish poaco, is bottor 
than o thousand triumphs,”—should be in prison, ag dncendiartes 
and ¢rattora, invoking the names of Justico and Liberty in vain!

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Tf the King novor rocvived tho advioo whish omanated from 
our family party of plottora, tho volnoidonso is vory remarkable 
that his demeanour, upon mecting tho Parlinnent, the gonti. 
monts and propositions which ho ubtored, nay, the vory turn of 
hia oxpressions, wore nok ns might havo bom oxpeoted had ho 
{akon Monitrose’s Jaotter as the guide and promudwork of his 
own plana and address. On Tuesday C7Uh Aut 106, Chavos 
procoaded to hold (he Parliament, Hamilton honing ute crown, 
and Aygyle tho seoptro, Yor, unter the malign oonjunetion of 
tho “serpent in the besa," and the “ xnake in Ute grass,” wag 
tho Throno now dostined to fall prostrate, Tis Majesty, “ kindly 
aaluting the House,” mul geavetilly adverting: to tho nohappy 
difforonves with his native country, added, "Chin | will gay, 
that if love (omy native country hd net been a ahiet motive 
to thi journoy, othor vospeeta might oasily havo found a shits 
to do that by a Commissioner, whieh Tam eome to porform 
mysolf” ‘Thon ho invoked their loyal feclings he support of his 
authorily; and, as if cohoing Chat eloquent msnrance, from the 
imprisoned loyalists, that thousands in Seothud would shod 
thei: heurtsblood oro his throne departed, and that ho was 
nob “like a tren lately phoaterd, whieh eweth (he ful to the first 
wind,” ho caxt binwell upon Che atlostions of hig people, for tho 
maintonanee of thiab hereditary xovervignty, “ whiel,” lo anid, 
T do new enjoy for an hundeed amd eight dogventy, and whigh 
you haye so often prefiseod tommintain, md te whiok your own 
national oath doth oblige yous Aad, ag ttadse niindful of Uhag 
injunotion to “ xatiaty Oho in point of veligion and Hbevtios in 
0 Toving nd free impaner,” but ad Ce sumie tine Co atid on his 
prevogutives, andl te lot the titling up the ollieos of Stato bo his 
letost act there, the King this concluded his address te the 
Partiamont: 

“Now the ond af my coming ix shovtly thias To porfoot what 
soover T haye promised 5 and withal to qudot thoke distractions 
which have, and mey fall owt amongst you And thi T moan 
not snporfivinily, dat folly and ehewatilly to do; for, 1 agave 
you, J can do nothing with more cheerfulness (uu to give my 
people content, mul a pond stistiation : 'Cherofore, 106 offer. 
ing 40 ondear myself to you in words, whigh indeod is not my 
way, T dosive, in the firat place, to settle that which consoma 
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tho Religion and jusé libortios of this my native country, before 
I proceed to any othor aot.” 

Montrogso and Napior, tho poors who had writion this speach 
for tho King, ov, at loast, of whose sontimonts, and vory words, 
that apoooh was an ocho, meanwhile appealed to Teavon through 
grated windows, in solitary cella. But,— 

* Slono walls do not a prison malo, 

Nor iron bavs a ongo.” 

This Parliamont darod not call Montrogo before thom, to state 
his wrongs in pregonco of tho King, But an attempt was made 
to cozon him out of a ploa of guilty, in humiliating terms. On 
tho 21st of August another potition from'him was read to the 
Touso, tho King being prosont—* humbly boseeching his Ma- 
josty,” as Sir James Balfour vooords it, “ and tho honourable 
Touse, to tako his, Montroso’s restraint, to Lheir considoration, 
and his willingnoss 10 oboy thoir dotorminations,—in fino, @ sud- 
mission to the Iouso in obsowre torms”! But tho obscurity simply 
was, that ho had couched his domands for justico in thoso terms 
of dignified rospoot, which rospeot for himsolf would noyor suffor 
him to omit, and which tho King’s presonce would ospecially 
elicit from him now, Lor, whon meanly pressed to say if this 
meant that formal submission which thoy longed to oxtort from 
him whilo tho Sovereign was prosont, ho returned for answer 
that such was not his moaning sand that he dosired “ only a 
apoody jual trial, with those papors Lhat ho had potitioned ofien 
hofoyo for.” 

Suoh ia Six James Balfour's own record of tho mattor, and 
from Baillio wo Jon tho result, It sooms that tho form of a 
submission to tho Parliamont had beon drawn ,up for Mon- 
troso’s signatnyo, which he rofusod. Many deliborations, says 
Baillio in ono of his lottors, occurred upon Montroso’s potition 
to havo his enuso discnasad ; but, “ sinco ho rofused Lo subsoribo 
tho submission, which the King saw and did not disallow, tho 
cognition of his causo was onat by till tho Parliamont had dis- 
patohod thoir move weighty affairs.” A potition was thon pra- 
sontod in tho namos of Montroso, Napior, Koir, and Blackhall, 
praying that thoy might bo released on sufficiont caution. "This 
petition, aflor much dobato, was ordored, by plurality of voicos, 
to havo no answor at all until all public businoss was ended |

Charles, 
desortod anid betrayed by Tanilton, atl mble Co stand alone, 
gevo up thet contest for choir inamediaty liberty, in the silong 
and donbetul hope of saving them: oyentuadly ftom the fato of 
Strafford. Te was no idle or culmanious notion, that which 
Montrose liad adopted fron hit convorsntion with Lindsay, 
Argylo was now a olleotually Diotator in Seofland as if tho 
nation had proglaimod him so, And Montrose now folt pragti 
cally the buth of what ho had written te tho Wingy * woul 
and tisemible id Chet poople whe price Lath not powor sui. 
vient do punish oppression, anil to maintain peace ind fiatiog,” 


Chavlos wae newomade to fied it leas Thallie, when finish 
ing hia aorverpoudent Spang wilh the detaila of this Purlinmons, 
wriles, that “about the lime Walter Stewart's hifavmations 
had come to tho King givings probable aameunee for convieting 
Hamilton cant Argyle of eapitdl erines, if thy eatmlonanes of a 
prosont Whyg might favour the eeeuaers, ot conmnissioners of 
tho deat ate aid Ute loaders of the Magtish Parliament, hy at, 
moan laboured to make thy King's journey digtealt.” Wo havo 
geen, too, Haut Wiorvriaton, in great alam, declared that the flea 
of the King going to Scotland, waa a mere died, to feighton 
thom, Yet Gharlea waa now revived with vordial prootings, 
in which tho fugtion took all tho eredit to themaslyves of his 
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progonoo among thom, and of tho poacoful sottlomont proposed. 
Whon the Prosidont had mado his acknowledgments in reply 
to tho spooch from tho throne, up rose the “ man of craft, sub- 
tilty, and falachood,”-—up voso * King Campbell.” Io answorod 
tho King de jure with a “cordial haranguo of wolcome.” JIo 
compared tho kingdom of Scotland to a ship that had boon 
long tossed in a Lompostuous soa, and which his Majesty was 
now stocring through rocks and shelves to safo anchorage. But 
the man of oralt was not contontod with this complimontary 
application of his simile. By a sontenco of unoqualled inso- 
loneo, roforring to thoso whom tho King vainly struggled to 
protect, Argyle gavo him to understand how slight was tho 
monayeh’s control of that vossel, which ho did humbly ontreat 
his Majosty that now ho would conduct safely to harbour, 
“gsinoo that for her safety ho had given way to cast out some 
of tho naughtiost baggago to lighten hor.” ‘Thus intimating 
not only that Montroso and his frionds must be thrown over- 
board, but that tho King must fathor tho pct. 


Our hovo was not permittod cvon to make his appearance on 
“tho atage appointed for dolinquents,” in prosonee of the King, 
Ttis lato address to the Parliament, whieh tho Lord Lyon 
shrunk from recording, had taught thom what thoy might 
expock, ‘hoy sullored his compatriots, howovor, to appear por 
sonally and answor to Lhoir citations, upon the 28th of August, 
But tho exporiment was somowhat hazardous, ag tho ovont 
proyod, Napior was an old and cstoomod friond of tho King’s; 
and that spivitod slatesman was not likely 10 deport himself as 
a dolinyuent in tho prosoneo of tho vory mon who had © staid 
him by the cloak,” and for two hows had pliod him with argu- 
monta to acvopl of a private acquiltal, and thoir acerot declara- 
tion of his innoconvo, and irreprorchablo life. Tortunatcly he 
has loft a preeiso noto of a scone which thas too partial annalist 
Balfour had also thought fit to suppross, though ho rocords the 
oovasion. Nor can wo givo it in boltor words than Lord Napior’s. 

“Upon tho 28th of August, 1641, Lord Napior, Koir, and 
Blackhall, wore sent for to Lho Parliament—being tho day wo 
wore to answor—in threo coaches appointed by hie Majesty him- 
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sof, ITow soon wo camo in at the outmost door, Ate Afaseaty 
took off his hat, and wo approwshed. ‘The Provident bade us go 
up into the stage appointed for dolinquonts. And after wo had 
mado our humblo courtesy to tho King, tho Prostdont caused 
tho clork call tho Advorntes for the Stele hy name, and then 
us, And thoreafter he told us, that the Pardianient, in rogard 
of tho weighty business in hand, would provogate our day of 
hearing to tho 8th of Soplomber next. ‘To whieh T anaworod, 
that what his Majesty, and the Lause, did detommine, wo muat 
and should bo content with 5 but thab they would be ploased, 
ainco tho primo Advoetes wero taken up,! lo wlow those whe 
wore Lo conanlt with us, Lo plead for ar alsos und Chat wo might 
havo dolivorad to us an oxtrret of Cie grands of ow process ; 
and that we might meot togethor lo conaull about ow: lawful 
dofoncos, that wo might be readior to anawer, ‘Tho Prosident 
told ua, wo might supplicade for thexo Usbigs, and that ne angwor 
could bo given now. "hon } doxixed to have liberty to apoule 5 
whioh tho Rrosidont vofuaed, anying, Chat what Ceould any waa 
in causa! Tanid, Ghat whieh Y had to sy waa vory short, and 
woul not troublo thom; and then T desired that his Majosty, 
and tho Touro, would ho plonaad Co heme, ‘Tho King—as I 
beliove, for ab sueh @ distance T eon not hons™ bade votes te, 
But it waa granted, and not voleat’ ‘Chon, said Ds What 
wo hayo dono, and while wo were alot of il, wo thought wo 
coukl not device to do tho King’s Majoxty, nar the Malilas and 
Subjoots of this Kingdom, better servies : dnd, Cod be thanked, 
L seo his Majesty theres Van vontident wo shall fad tho gragious 
oflvcta of his prosonca: And, ly, if wo have failed, ither in 
mattor or mannery-meay be, dat T never yob could concoive its 
And. yot wo have received punishment that bewrsa proportion

by wo aro barrod from sitting horo ag wo ought; and aro forood 
to hoar libols, and summons, with tho most opprobrions and 
xeproachf{ul words which over woro used to innocont or guilty 
men: So my humblo desire to his Majesty, and tho Uouao is, 
that thoy will bo ploaged to take our eauso and sufforings into 
thoir considoration, 

“ His Majesty nodded to mo, and’ seemed to bo well ploased. 
So wo took our lonvo.”! 


Alas !*tho poor King. IIo was in daily dread of tho alloged 
* Plotlors” boing mado to suffer tho fate of John Stowart, Sir 
Patrick Womyss, who attonded Charles in Edinburgh, thus 
writes {o tho Marquis of Ormondo, of dato 25th Septomber 
1641: “'Tho King is to pass an act that nono of, tho Linco 
Maries avo 10 sorvo in his dominions: Ilis Majosty has ongagod 
his voyal promise to Montroso, not to leavo tho kingdom till he 
como to hia trial; Mor if ho leavo him all the world awill not save 
his fe” Tn tho anme lotier Sir Patrick says: “ What will bo 
tho evont of thoso things, God knows: Tor thoro was nover 
King so much dnsudted over: I¢ would pity any man’s hoart to 
aoa how ho looks: J*ov ho is nover quiotb amongst thom; and 
glad ho is whon ho soos any man that ho thinks loyos him: Yet 
he is seoming morry al meal.”# 

This affords an intorosting commoniary upon tho affecting 
trait notod by Lord Napior,— [is Majosty nodded 10 mo, and 
acomed well ploasod.” Constitutional History has'no conception 
of tho constilutional rasonlity with which Charlos tho J'irst was 
bosot in Seolland, in tho yoar of God and our Hbortios (641.8

Ohavlos might woll oselaint, as Undfour toll ux ho did at thie 
oviaia of hiv foveod and fatal concessions, “Thavo granted you 
move than ever ddag granted yet, ad what lave you done for 
mot" ‘The equivalent wax, tht the sonadontiona statosnion, 
whom thoy hat fulsely brandud with de projudioial tevma & Ine 
oondivvies,” and © Plotters,” agatinab whom not du veatipa of 
av ona, in Jaw or equity, oaiated, inatead of boing tnmudintely 
doprived of their liver ar Jibuyty, under xone mockery of the 
forina of justion, wers “to be liberated oa editing, that from 
honenforth thoy carry thomavlyes soberly and discreetly.” Noyor= 
thelosa thoy wore atill to wulorge a triad; but it war to be bo. 
foro a contaéiies appointed for tint purpose, ‘The fietion tool 
fmoienso erodit Lo thonwolves for remitting (hia strange vourso 
of justion to the tribimal of a eammitteo of their own soloction, 
whoxo prouediugs were to be limited to the Lat of March 1642. 
Having alvoudy projudged, ealunmintod, vondomned, and punish 
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ed those innocent noblemon and gontlomon, they “ declare that 
thoy will not prodgeod to o final sentonee, nov insist upon the 
punishment of the saidg porsons, bul that thoy do, for tho rea- 
son foresaid, frooly romibsthom to his Majosty.’ ‘Tho reason 
forosaid is worthy of the most impudent cabal that over minis- 
tered Lo injustico and anarchy; namely,— that his Majosty 
may joyiutly roturn a contonied princo, from a contented 
poople.” ‘hore follows, of tho samo dato, another act, in name 
of the King, that, “ taking in good part tho rospeot and thanks 
fulness of this parliament, in remitting to mo thoso who aro 
cited as incondiarics, and othors, U will not omploy any of thego 
persons in offices or places of court or stato, without congont of 
Parliamont, nor grant them access Lo my porgon.?? 

Thoro can bo no doubt that tho King’s anxioly for tho fate 
of those who roally loved him, now dictated many of his con~ 
cossions, Ilia affectionate sccrotary, Sir Mdward Nicholas, was 
at this time the symputhizing depositary of his wishos and dis- 
tracted feolings. In ono of his vory intorosting lottors, Sir Ed- 
ward thus writos, of date 5th Octohor 1641: “T pray God thoro 
bo not somo dosign in detaining your Majesty thoro till your 
affuirs hero bo reduced to tho samo state thoy thore aro in, T 
“assure your Majosty tho opinion of wise men hove is, that to 
havo what officors you dosiro in that kingdom, cannot make go 
much for your sorvico thore, as your absenco heneo at this time 
will projudico you in businoss of moro importanco hore, And 
aa for the Lord A/ontrose, and tho rest, somo horo (that pretond 
to undoratand tho voniition of thoiy onso) ayo of opinion, that 
their inoconey is such, ay thoy will not fare the worso for your 
Majesty's leaving them to tho ordinary course of justice thore.” 
But tho honost Seorotary know nol how extraordinary was the 
course of justico now in Scotland. ‘lhoro is an important 
nolo, writton by the hand of Charles himself, on tho margin of 
Sir Mdward's letlor, in roply Lo tho passage quoted : “ This may 
bo tuo that you aay, but Tam sure that T miss somowhat in 
point of honour if they all bo not relioved before I go hengo,”*

to have boon cognizant of the calumny, ‘ho acorat corrospon- 
denen of Warriaton, tho voliminons journals and Jottors of 
Buillie, tho unfiondly eanals of Balfour, the private diary of 
Lope, the virwent and abusive libols nnd proclunations of the 
coyonmiling government, aro all as silent on tho subject ag if 
the hissous ovine bud been their own, Yob ean wo bo allowed 
try dont what Clavondon had reverded?

Tho Hberal pormisston accorded to us by the Into Sir Janus Care 
nogto of. Kinnaird, subsequontly to tho publication of “Tho Life and 
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Timos of Montrogo,” {o instifitte a sourch among tho archives of tho 
Southosk family, for documenta relating to hia ewly murringo to Mag. 
dalens Carnogio, first brought to light all those interesting particulars 
of lita youth and adueation, hy which the present odition of his biography 
lias been roudored so completo, When we cimo to poruso the accounts 
of tho domestic oxponditure of tho young Earl, which his tompoary 
ostablishmont in Kinnaird Castle caused to bo prosorved thors, wa 
* found « distinet and precise ontry of the following faolw. On tho Bd of 
November 1629, Montrose vodo to Abordacp from Morphte, the roat of 
Sir Robort Graham, ono of his curators, and thovo had hia portrait 
painted, At this tino ho was just sovonicon yoars of ago; and on the 
"LOth of November 1629, as tho anme accounts prove, ho Was married to 
tho doughtor of Lord Carnogio of Kinnaird (aftorwarda Earl of Southes!) 
in tho kirk within the park of Kinnaird, and the young couplo immodiately 
“took up their abode in tho onatle, ‘Tho porlrait painted in Abordoon was 
brought to tho castle of Kinnaird on tho 2d of Decombor 1629; and, 
* from a nota in the account-hooks, would soom to have beon a marriage 
prosont from Graham of Morphio to the young Countess, Tho artiat’a 
namo is not montioned in tho accounts; but as Georgo Jameson, Scot 
land's only known ‘avtivé of the poriod, was at that very timo following 
the profession of a portrnit-paintor in hia native town of Apordeen, the 
reason for the young nobleman riding to Aberdeen Lo sit for Jia portrait 
ia munifost.

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It prosonts, however, a gentle agroenblo aapeot of Montrose, approxi 
inating (although of maturer age, and in armour as usual) to ihe youth- 
ful portrait by Jameson, but with all tho peentiar charactovistica of hig 
features indiented rathor than developed, ‘Chore hag besn no attention 
paid fo charactor, or to firnmesa and precision in traelng the outlines, 
This print has been rvpeatedly reproduced, and always for the worse. 
All tho voaty-that, fae instance, published in “ Montrose Recdivivus,”” 
1662, oy in thoxa rudely decorated volumes, “ Toatl’s Chronicles,” 
“English Worthiea,” &.,—iay, in thoir isolated and most protonsious 
form, bo consigned, without a sigh, to the tomb of all such Capuleta, tho 
colleotor’s portfolio. 

This loads us to tho more moidom and hopeful era of Vertue and 
Tloubraken; a hopa meat misorably disappointed, ab least a8 regarda

Walpole tells us, that Vertue having accomplished twelve heads of 
poats, which apponrod in 1780, hin next considorable production was 
tho honda of Charles 1. and tho loyal auiforors im his exnso.””

these endloss conlortions whieh have served 40 propaynto so erronvoua 
an idea of tho illustrious subject, while they acom to have been all de- 
rived from the Datoh profotypo, oxhibit, when placed in juxta-position, 
ft most ludicrous variety of vulgar feature and coarae oxpression, Somo 
of them aoltally resomblo frogs whieh had swollon to binsting in ying 
to look liko Montrose, 

To vendor this confusion waras confounded, a limner of tho last cons 
tary, of the nme of John Alexander, was in the habit of roproducing 
original povtenits of Montroao in oil, from no other materials than this 
pune overlidting earieature from Amsterdam, In tho galleries of more 
than one noble house in Scotland, whore loyalty must have outstripped 
tasty, muy yeb ho discovered a swarthy abomination professing to be 
the groab Marquis, but in vonlity ono of thes ambitious and terrible 
Aloxondvians, ovor which the puzzled loyaliat ponders with a sigh, and 
tho froo covenantor, of easy evedulity in such a cus, would chuckle with 
unfeigned delight, And hore wo eannol forbear from quoting an ad- 
nivable passage ocourring in Lord Napior'a voview of ow “ Memorials 
of Montrose: 

© Tr proveouting ancl resourelies in Seatland, tha amateur ix often 
distracted by the multiplivity of prolonded originuls, Chia aprdence of 
dupostere, is tho creation of soveral painters in (ho last contury, who

The words which we have printed in ilies avo obviously an adoption 
of tho assertion, in tho Clarendon anecdote, that Montrose “ informed 
thy King of many particulars,” &e. But Scott had not observed that 
the whole plausibility of this assertion doponda upon the previous one, 
int Montrose “ came privately to the King,” and which Clarendon him- 
wolf iad sabsequontly discovered to be fulsc, A private interview might 
indeed have taeilitated the communication of“ many particnlars;” Int 
communications hy hasty letters from prison, and through tho interven:

chamber, who was an agent of tho Kirk, aud notortous for gotting drunk 
What ho snya is, that with the atd of coptain of his oveatures, Mon 
troso escaped sorely from his prison, presented himself by night in 
the King’s bad-chamber, informed him of all he knew, accused Tamil. 
ton of conspiring along with Argylo in the plote of the disaffected, 
wmisured the King that their papers would provo tho caso against them, 
_ and, in fino, undertook himself to scewro those tivo Jeadors unawares, 
und to muko short work with thom if they resisted, Tho entivo passage
